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=O THIN Ghas been 
more wanted, nor is 
_ = thereany thing more 
to be wiſhed for, than 


that we could arrive 
at ſuch a Perfection in Phyſick, 
as to be able to diſtinguiſh with 
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ſome Certainty the Difference 
of Diſtempers in their Begin- 
ning, and that an happy Gueſs 
was not even at this Day ſo 
great a Part in the Character of 
a good Phyſician. Had Rea- 
ſon but once fixed ſome ſure 
Mark upon every Diſeaſe, by 
which its Nature might be diſ- 
_ cerned upon the firſt Appear- 
ances, there would be no Dan- 
ger of improper Preſcriptions 
in the Beginning, no Fear of 
ſurprizing and unaccountable 
Symptoms in the Progreſs of 
the Diſtemper. 

I believe it will eaſily be 
granted, that the nearer the 
Rules of Phyſick approach to 
the Evidence of Mathemarical 
Demonſtration, the more be- 


neficial will they be to Man- 
| "kind. 
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kind. The Mathematicks let 


in Light upon every Science, 
and it is by them only the dit- 
ficult as well as the more eaſy 
Phenomena can be explained, 
The Diſeaſes attended with the 
molt obvious Symptoms, as a 
Gonorrhœa, the Small-Pox, and 
many others, lie in great Con- 
fuſion amidſt the Plainneſs of 
their Symptoms and daily Expe- 
rience; but become plain and 
familiar under a rational and 
demonſtrative Method, Where- 
fore, Sir, I could not ſo pro- 
perly Dedicate my Labours in 
this kind to any as to you, 
whoſe Skill is ſo eminent both

The Virulent Gonorrhea ſhows itſelf | 
in the Diſcharge of a whitiſh, yellow, or 
green Liquor, that is made conſtantly 
out of the Penis with, or without, an 
Erection of that Member: As alſo from 
the Vagina of a Woman; without auy 
Senſe of Pleaſure, in either of the Sexes, | 
The Quantity of this Efflux is much the 
ſame, whether the infected Perſon is a- 
ſeep or awake. 


In a little time this Virulent Liquor 
corrodes the Paſſages of the Penis and 
Yagina it runs over, and excites fo great 
a Sharpneſs in making Water, that many 
Phyſicians, at firſt, ſuſſ rather the 
Stone in the Bladder than any Excoria- |

In the Progreſs of the Diſeaſe Men are 
afflicted with a violent, and unuſual, Pain;

I!hbe corrupted Matter, communicated 
in Coition, falling on the Glans and Fore- 
Skin, or on the Entring into the Vagina, 
frequently produces a hard and cruſty 
Scab ; though that on the Före-sbin is 
flat, and the rnoſt callous: The like 
Scab is often occaſion'd on any of theſe 
Parts, after the Diſcharge of corrupted 
Matter has appear'd for ſome conſide- 
rable time. 


This cruſty Sore, from the reſemblance 
it has, ſometimes, to a Cancer, is by the 
French call'd a Chancre; and we, from 
them, call it a Shanker, as is plain from 


the manner this word is pronounced in 


both Countries. The Shanker, whether 
it afflicts the Glans, or Prepuce, is ſel- 
dom ever without a very great Thickneſs 
of the laſt of theſe parts; which is often 
ſo great, as to hinder its paſſing back- 
wards and forwards on the Glaus: for 
which reaſon, the Prepuce is either con- 
tracted over the Glans, like a Purſe; and 
thus hinders its returning backwards, 
and uncovering the Glans ; or elſe the 


Fore-skin ch over the tendinous end 


of the Penis, and ſticks ſo faſt between 


it and the Glans, that it cannot a- 
f 3 gain 
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gain be brought over it. The firſt of 
theſe grievous Affections was call'd a 
Phimoſis, by the Greek Phyſicians; and 
the laſt a * Periphimoſis, or a Periepiphi- 
moſis ; which Terms aptly expreſſing theſe 
Affections of the Prepuce, have always been 
retain'd by Latin, and other Phyſicians.

Women, indeed, are often affected with 


another Diſeaſe; which, by its Symp- 
toms, is hardly diſtinguiſh'd from a Gonor- 
rhea; and yet as the one is never owing 
to Coition, and requires a very different 
Method of Cure; the Virtue, as well as 
the Health, of the fair Sex require theſe 
Diſeaſes to be very well diſtinguiſhed, 
both on account of their Honour, and 
their Safery. In the Fluor Albus, the 
Running is of a Liquor ſometimes White, 


at times 7elow, and ſometimes Green; 


which is ſharp, and excoriates the 
Parts, and is accompany'd with a Sharp- 
nels of Urine; upon the account of theſe 
Symptoms it is not to be diſtinguiſhed 


from the Virulent Gonorrhea : For this } 
reaſon Phyſicians have zealouſſy withed 
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to be able to determine between the real 
Exiſtence of theſe two Diſeaſes; but the 
Difference has been ſo minute, that they 
never could be diſtinguiſh'd by any man- 
ner of Obſervation; and this D. erence, 
like all other in things that very much re- 
ſemble one another, muſt always be ſet- 
tled by our Reaſon, or by that directing 
our Experience. Hereaſter it will appear, 
wherein their true Difference conſiſts, 
and that no ſingle, diſtinguiſhing, and 
Pathognomonick-Symptom of them is 
for ever to be expected. | | 


The foregoing Deſcription of the Viru- 


lent Gonorrhea is very ſimple; by no 
means encumbred with any Symptoms of 
the Pox, or of any other Diſeaſe, that 
can obſcure it; though we find in Phy- 
: ſick Books very confuſed Accounts given 
of it; which perplex the Method of 


Cure both of the Lues and Gonorrhea. 
This Obſcuriry was pardonable in the

guiſh the Gonorrhæa for the firſt forty 
Years, and others F ſpoke ſo doubtfully 
of it, that we can hardly afhrm, that they 
knew more of it than that it was ſup- 
poſed to be a Symptom of the Pox; 
the + reſt plainly aſſerting the Gonorrhea 
a Follower, not a Forerunner of it, ariſing 
from 2 Corruption of the Seed, which occa- 
ſionꝰd this Efflux of it in great abundance. 
Thus we might conclude from this Ac- 
count, that the Pox had been convey'd in 
former Ages, after a very different manner 
to what it is at preſent; if the Obſerva- 
tions of theſe Authors are to be depended 
upon, or that we might imagine them to 


be made in their proper Circumſtances. 


But this Obſcurity being only for forty 
Vears, and we find the manner of con- 
veying theſe Diſeaſes very conſtant and 
diſtinct ever ſince that time: The Go.

There are many ſmall Cauals found 
in the Vagina, but the moſt and the 
largeſt of them are abour its lower Parts, 
where the Urinary Paſſage opens into it. 
Out of theſe Canals flows a quantity of 
ſlimy Serum ſufficient to moiſten theſe 
Parts, and to defend them from the A- 
crimony of the Urine; which Liquor, 
ſometimes, darts abundantly our of the 
Pudenda in time of Coition; and was 
commonly reputed the Seed of a Wo- 
man, but without any good Reaſon. 


The Ducts that lie between the 
Sphincter of the Urethra and the inner 
Membrane of the Vagina have been 
longeſt known, and were called La- 


cunæ, by de Graaf, and the reſt equally 
the ſame Name, hereafter be called 
Lacung. 
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' The Vagina has a fort of Hyhincter 
| Muſcle; which, being ſituated a little 
lower than the Clitoris, ſerves to con-

Authors, in after-Ages, have been ſen- 
ſible of this Liquor, and of its Uſe; tho 
knew nothing of its Riſe, and Ori- 
N 8 2 ginal; 
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inal; as is plain from Laurentius, Rio- 
anus, Bartholin, Wharton, Everarad, 
Highmore, Dionis, Diemerbroeck, Mor- 
£agnt and Terraneus. 


De Graaf, indeed, is not only ac- 
quainted with this mucilaginous Li- 
quor, but believes it to be ſeparated by a 
Glandous Body; yet he thinks the Quan- 
tity ſo profuſe, that he declares all Au- 
thors miſtaken, who think it provided 
tor moiſtening and beſmearing the Uri- 
nary Paſſages. At the ſame time he is 
very particular in ſetting forth the Paſ- 
ſages of this Liquor themſelves, while he 
argues againſt its Uſe; Quum innume- 
rabiles utpote vie, que per totum Ure- 
thre ductum, preſertim in vitulis aliiſ- 
que animalibus grandioribus, conſpiciun- 
tur. This Account is fo very diſtinct, 
that we may wonder why he did not 
make a fuller, and more perfect Diſco- 
very of the Holes and Reſerworres, and 
even of the manner of conveying this 
Liquor from its Fountain. 


It will hereafter be made appear that i 
Nature has not been profuſe in her Pro- 
vifion of a Liquor; ſo neceſſary for de- 


tending an uſeful part from Dangers * f 
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ly threatning it; and in ſuch a manner 
as ſhews Nature's Occonomy in diſtri- 
buting a Liquor preſerved in great ſtares, 
without interrupting the Action of the 
Part, either in preparing, or preſerv- 
ing it. 


But as Morgagnt and Terranens have 
been contemporary with me in theſe In- 


quiries, ſo I have been more happy, and 
have made a fuller Diſcovery both ot 


che Holes, and of the Diſcaſes of this Li- 


quor than both theſe excellent Authors 


together; I ſhall therefore give a faithful 
Relation of what the mentioned Authors 
have diſcovered; and I ſhall, next, ſhow

neus. For my part; I am fully perſuaded, 
that each of them purſued the Hints of 
de Graaf, and made the Diſcoveries they 
communicated to the World, without 
any Hint or Information from one an- 
other; and it is very manifeſt, that Mor- 
gagni firſt heard of Terraneus's Tables 
by Faztont. 


The learned Doctor Lanciſi does not 
determine between theſe Authors Pre- 
tences to Priority of Invention, when he 
writes to me about his having read my 
Book of the Gonorrhæa: He only ac- 
quainted me, that the contending Au- 
thors were not unacquainted with the 
Holes in the Penis, nor with the Liquor 
though neither of them was ſo particular 
as myſelf, nor had they ſo happily ex- 
plain'd the Gonorrhea, that altogether 
proceeds from a ſickly State of the Li. 


quor, contain'd in the Reſervoires of the 


Penis ; and I am apt to think that Ter- 
raneus and Morgagni knew as little o 


each other's Diſcoveries, as I did of eithc: | 
of theirs, or they of mine; for Lance 
firſt acquainted me with their Diſcoveries 
and the learned Doctor John Meztche! 
was the Perſon who brought Terranens' | 
Book into England, and which I por | 
witl | 
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with pleaſure in 1720. It was from this 
very Book, the Dutch Edition was made, 
about the End of that Year. 


I will begin with Morgagni, who af- 
firms, that, ſome Years ago, he had ob- 
ſery'd, in the upper ſide of a Man's Ure- 
thra, many ſmall Holes ; which were 
diſpoſed on the fame ſtreight Line length- [ 
ways in the Urethra.

but as a proper Injection could only con- 
duct us through the Mazes of the La- 


tun, I took Mr. St. Andre and his ſin- 
D galur 
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gular Injection to my aſſiſtance; with 
that Satisfaction, that, by injecting from 
the firſt Lacuna of Morgagni, we found 
all the moſt apparent Lacunæ fill'd with 
the Wax; belides an incredible Num- 
ber of Lacunulz in the Penis, and Glans, 
that had never before been ſeen. The 
ſpongious Coat of the Urethra was fill'd 
at this Injection; but as that had been 
opened for the more commodious con- 
veying of the Injection, a great Quantity 
of ts injected Wax was out at 
the opened parts of it. The Wax, that 
was thrown into the Lacunæ, partly 
_ off at the returning Heins on the 

ack of the Penis; where it hardned, 
gratefully recompenſing our Attempt, 
and yielding us great Pleaſure and Satiſ- 
faction. 


By this Experiment we could reckon 
nine Openings in the Urethra, lying all 
of them on the fame ſtrait Line; two 
Openings on the Glans, and above thirty 
diſtin& and plain Openings in the Ure- 
thra ; beſides an infinite number of La- 


cunule, whoſe Orifices are not ſo ma- 
nifeſt and apparent as thoſe we formerly 
mention'd : Which Lacunulæ could never 
have been detected in any other way, 
but by this Injection. From 
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From this Experiment it plainly fol- 
: lows that there is a free Communication 
between all the Lacuna: As allo, that 
the whole Urethra is full of Lacunæ, 
ſmaller or greater; ariſing not only from 
the upper ſide of the Urethra, but pro- 
ceeding likewiſe out of the ſpongious 
Coat: This Difference may be plainly 
; diſcovcr'd on the different Figures of 
: Morgagni, and of this Book; the Quan- 
tity of Lacunæ not filling his Figure, as 
they do in the laſt. 


Wo may likewiſe conclude; that any 


: Impediment happening to a free Dit- 


charge of the Liquor of the Lacunæ, 
the retain'd Quantity may be carry'd off 
y the Veins of the Penis: though a ve- 
17 great Quantity is always wanted, it 
being entirely waſh'd away every time a 
| Man makes water. 

hut to confirm the Concluſions drawn 
from this Experiment, another was made 
without opening the Urethra ; and where- 


by all the Veſſels of the Penis were inject- 


ed. The [hack Artery in the upper part 
of the Thigh being tied, Wax was in- 


| 428 into che Aorta under the Emul- 
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gent Branch; which took the Courſe of 
the Blood, and came out at the great 
Lacung, ſticking out of them like pieces 
of red Coral; and as all the interme- 
diate Parts were injected, it was eaſy to 
trace the Courſe of the Veſſels, even in- 
to the Penis. What is more particular 
to our purpoſe, not only the Blood- 
Veſſels of the nervous Bodies of the Pe- 
nis, and of the ſpongious Coat of the 
Urethra were injected, and from them 
Morgagni's Lacunæ, all the Orders of 
Lacunæ, before unknown; infinite Num- 
bers of Lacunulæ communicating with 
the greater; and even the Veins of the 
Urethra were fill'd with the Wax, and 
appear 'd on the Cavernous Bodies. 


The Fore-skin likewiſe, the Glaus, 
Frenum, the Skin, the Teſticles, and even 
the Accelatory Muſcle, were all fill'd at 
one Injection. 


There were Lacunz found, running 
down as far as the Bladder, upon the 
Ferrumontanum, or Caput Galli, and on 
each (1de of it. 


Upon diſſecting the Part, the Struc- 


ture of the Penis was found widely to 


differ from the Account Authors have 


given F 
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"givers of it: Bur as a better Anatomy of 
the Pens is at preſent unneceſſary, I 
*ſhall only add; that there was not one 
Gland in any part of it; and that num- 
bers of Lacunulæ, had their Origins in 
the ſpongious Coat of the Urethra, as 
well as in the ner vous Bodies of the Pe- 


nis. In effect, the whole TTrethra is as 


full of cheſe Veſſels as ic poſlibiy can be; 
and there are not only nulto pltra than 
eleven Lacine; but their Numbers can- 
not be reckon'd. 

l have inſiſted the longer in this ac- 
count of the Lacunæ, large, and imall; 


becauſe the Nature of tne Gomorrhea 


has been found to conſiſt, altogether, in 
the corrupted Stare of their Liquor. 
Beſides, it is very agreeable to find by 
hat Steps the Diſcovery of Lacinæ 

nd of their Liquor has been wade; till 
I have compleared the Inquiry, and with 
it the Account ot one great and dange- 
rous Diſeaſe of that Liquor. Phyſicians 
were anciently perſuaded of there being a 
Liquor in the Urethra, and commonly be- 
lieved it was to ſerve the Purpoſes it real- 
iy does. Dr. Graaf only, who firſt ob- 
ſerv'd its Paſſages, diſtruſted its Uſe aſ- 
ſigned by others; without aſſigning any 
1 D Uſe 
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Uſe deſigned it for it by Nature. Mor- 
gag ni renders the Paſſages of de Graaf 
more conſpicuous, and re-eſtabliſhes the 
natural Uſe of their Liquor; while Ter- 
raneus is not better apprized of the Pal- - 
ſages than de Graaf, and makes no man- 
ner ot ule of their Liquor in explaining 
the Gonorrh&a: But too much indulge: 
his Fancy about Glands altogether ima.

Moreover; the Velocity of the Parts 
of this Matter being inconſiderable, as 
alſo their Bulk ; the Quantity of their 
their Motion mult be next to nothing, as 
I lately obſery'd. Bur if the Quantity of 
Motion was vaſtly greater than is ſup- 
poſed, the Difficulty and Impoſſibility 
ſhould {till continue to be the ſame; eſpe- 
cially if we conſider that the Canal, it is 
to paſs through, is become ſtraiter than 
ordinary. This is evident from the State 
of the Penis when it is erected, and the 
Poſition of the Urethra to the Nervous 
Bodies: For as it runs under, and even 
ſomewhat between them; rhe Compreſ- 
ſton of the? 7rethra muſt be proportionable 
to their [z//1*t0n, or to the Degree the 
Penis is erected: By this Compreſſion the 
Bore of the Urethra becomes 0 narrow as 
to forbid any Paſſage of theVenereal Con- 
tagion to the Proſtate.

ſible, when the Seed, or Urine, are ex- 
pelled in time of Erection. Beſides; the 
Narrowneſs of the Urethrais ſtill greater, 
by the like Inflation of its ſpongious Sub- 
ſtance; whereby the Urethra is really 
{queezed together on all ſides, and the 
in ward Surfaccs of the Membranous Ca- 
nal arc ſtrongly preſsd together; fo that 
no Liquor can be driven through ir, 
that is impelled with a leſs Force than 
that which expells the Seed or Urine. 
And therefore a Liquor, which has little 
or no impulſive Force, cannot enter the 
Urethra at that time; and far leſs reach 
the Veſiculæ Seminales, or Proſtatæ.

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corrupted by it, or that an Eſflux of it 
can be occaſion'd. Aud as for the Pro- 
ſtate; we found their Dt; ſo (ſmall, 
that their Number is uncertain ; and the 
Liquor, contain'd in them, muſt be ex- 
preſs'd by ſome external Force. Now as 
there is no Operation of this kind ſup- 
poſed from the Venercal Infection, it is 
very manifeſt, that no Gonorr hæ could 
happen, however their Liquor might be 
corrupted. 


But if it were ſuppoſed; that the Ca- 
runcles of the Seed-B!auaers, and the 
Dutts of the Proſtate were now cor- 
roded, in order to produce this Eflux 
of corrupted Matter; the Gonorrhea 
ſhould, in that caſe, be uncurable; ſince 
the mentioned Loſs is never to be re- 
paired. And therefore as this Suppoſi- 
tion is inconſiſtent with daily Experience; 
we may ſafely conclude, that there is no 
Corroſion of this kind, nor any Gonor- 
rhæa generated on any ſuch account; 
and therefore, if this Infectious Liquor 
could reach the Seed-Bladders and Pra- 


ſtate, it could not have this alledged Ef- 


fect, or it ſhould not produce a Gonor- 
rhea.

ground, have imagined, that theſe Parts I, gion i; 
are not corroded, but fuch an Efrx may atjurd. 
be made by ſorac fanciful Fei mentation, 
ariſing from a Mixture of this Infectious 
Liquor, with the Seed and Liquor of the 
Proſtate : But as that plainly contradicts 
the Anatomical Account, given in the 
foregoing Chapter; the whole Hypo- 
theſis muſt paſs as ſome ſpecious Fancy, 
that has no Foundation in Nature; and 
that ſuch a Fermentation is itſelf impoſ- 
ſible, and far leſs can it occaſion a Go- 


norrhea. 


By what has been ſaid it may reaſon- 
ably be believed, that the Seed-Bladders 
and the Proſtate cannot be reached by 
the Contagious Liquor that cauſes a Go- 
norrhea ; becauſe the Liquor is neither 
impell'd with ſufficient Velocity for that 
Purpoſe, nor are the Effects ſuitable to 
the Operation it is ſuppoſed to have in 
theſe Parts. But to confirm every thing, 
N by the foregoing Arguments, I 
all ſhow by convincing Experiments, #xperimenzs 
that no Liquor proceeds from the Pro- duni re 
ſtata, as the Matter of the Gonorrhœa: i 
An 
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And as moſt of theſe Experiments have 
been * alledged by me, tor this purpoſe, 
ſome Years ago; I will only repeat them 
2 as they were urg' d on that occa- 
ion. 


The firſt Argument is drawn from 
Obſervations of Excreſcencies, ſometime 
found in the Courſe of a Gonorrhaa : 
For they being the Conſequence of a 
Hore in any Part; it is cvident, that there 
has been a Sore, where theſe Leaves, 
proud Fleſh, or any other Excreſcence 
appear; and they being commonly found 
in the Urethra, towards the Glans, leave 
no doubt of a Sorcnels in that Part. 


This Fact is conſtant, and conform- 
able to Experience, and cannot be de- 
ny d; though the Abettors of the con- 
trary Opinion would render the Conſe- 
1 more doubtful. For, ſay they, 
the Sharp Liquor paſſing from the Pro- 


ſtate will as effectually produce this Sore, 


and thele Excreſcencies, as if it were 
really ſeparated in the Vicinity of them. 
So that this Experiment does not affect

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the Hypotheſis of the Proſtate ſhedding 
the corrupred Liquor; at leaſt, it does 
not eſtabliſh the contrary Opinion, 


But the Sufficiency of this Experiment 
will farther appcar, by conſidering that 
theſe Excreſencies are always near the 
Seat of a Gonorrhea, and ncver, or very 
rarely between the Proſtate and this Scat: 
Theſe Excreſcencies therefore fully prove 
that the Leaves and Excreſcencies, pro- 
ceeding from a Sore made by the cor- 
rupted Liquor of a Gonorrhea, are not 
occaſioned from one flowing from the 
Proſtate. But this Doctrine will become 
more evident by the following Experi- 
ments. 


The nexr Experiment is taken from 
the common Practice of [njettions ; tor 
as they ſtop a Gonorrhea, their Liquor 
muſt be apply'd to the Part affected; 
which is impoſſible, if we ſuppoſe the 
Proſtata, or Parts beyond it, the Scat of 
the Diſeaſe. Every Phyſician is convinc'd, 
that a Gonorrhæa may be ſtop'd with 
an Injection into the Urethra ; but an 
Injection never or very rarely, paſſing far- 
ther in that Part than while it runs pa- 
rallel wich the Penis, the Running thus 

| ſtop'd, 
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ſtop'd muſt be from ſome Place in the 
Urethra, on this fide the Bulb and not 
from any Part beyond it: neither from 


Merys Glands, Proſtate, nor the Seed- 
Bladders, &c. as was to be proved. 


The Difficulty of paſſing an injected 
Liquor further in the Urethrd is occa- 
ſion'd from the Curvature of the Bulb as 
it proceeds under the Oſſa Pubis ; the 
Angle made by the Curvature interrupt- 
ing the Progrels of an Injection; unleſs it 
acquires a new Direction from a skilful 


Hand. 


This Argument is ſtill ſtronger, and 
more concluſive; if we conſider, that 
each Pipe of the Proſtate has its Ca- 
runcle or Valve, which intercepts all 
Communication between an injected Li- 


quor, and that in the Ducis of the Pro- 


ſtate: Thus it is impoſſible for the Li- 
quor of the Proſtate to be affected, with 
the corrupted Liquor ofa Gonorrhea. 


But to be ſtill more particular, anothet 
very caly Experiment may be made; 
whereby we may not only determine rhe 
Difficulty under our Conſideration, (that 
in the time of a Gonorrhea, there is 

not 
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not any of that Matter ſent from the 
Proſtatæ, or Parts beyond them, but 
likewiſe, the Place of the U; 4% 4 which 
ends forth all the Liquor, during the 
Courſe of a Gonnrrhea. For, if the 
Urethra is comprel,'d about the nuddle 
of the Penis, and we ſquceze the Cor- 
ruption, contain'd in that length, for- 
ward our of the Glaus, and we afſter- 
wards preis the Peuis from towards tlie 
Pubis along to the Nut, we cannot 
ſqquee de our. any more Cori Te ion by the 
lecond Expreſſion Ic 15 there fo. e ei- 
dent; that the Corruption, f rſt c. yr fd, 

was not driven forward by any Matter, 
flowing from the Pyaſtalæ to the place 
Where we began to ſquceze; a Fac! al- 
together inconſiſtent wich the Snp poli- 
iow of a Liquor being propagate 4 from 
the Proſtate : For, on that Suppoſtion, 
the whole Duct of the Trethra, From 
thence to the Aut, muſt be filled with 


corrupted Matter; which is contrary to 


this Experiment. Wherefore there comes 
not any Matter from the P, Na or 
their Vicinity in time of a Gem 
and by Conſequence its Seat is not in 
any of theſe Parts. 


E But, 
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But, to this Experiment, ſome have ob- 


Objection. jected; that as the Running is equally 


Anſwered. 


out of the Penis when pendulons or ere- 
fed, in that pendulous State it runs dow 
a Declivity; and therefore it may be poſ- 
ſible that we may ſqueeze out Corruption, 
as is ſhewn by the Experiment; but we 
muſt not conclude, that the Running docs 
not come from the Proſtate. 


Now theſe diflerent States of the Penis 
making no alreration; either State may 
be ſuppoſed, which moſt favours the 
Objection. Let it be ſuppos' d that a 
Liquor runs in a Canal, not only inclim d, 
but gratings y erefied ; the Effiux 
of the Liquor may be quicker on that 
account, but the whole Paſſage muit 
contain Liquor from the Foruntam-Head 
to the Place of its Efflux; the Parts of 
it that run out being propelled by thoſe 
that are next after them, on to their Ori- 
gin: And therefore, as the Fact of the 
Experiment is not, nor cannot be call'd 
in queſtion; the Concluſion made from 
thence, that there is not any Liquor 
flowing from the Proſtate to the f/ 
comprels'd Part, is likewiſe manifeſt; ſo 
that he Proſtatæ are not the Source of 
the Running, or of a Gonorrhe&a.

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This is ſo plain and well known, that 
there is no need of any farther Anſwer. 
Indeed there are droppings from the Pe- 
nis, after the great and general Efflux: 
But as they are owing to the Jula, 
and the two Folding of the Urethra, de- 
taining inconſiderable Parts of the Water 
when its impelling Force is loſt, there lies 
no Analogy between them and the pre- 
ſent Ohjection. There is, too, ſome {uct 
Efflux at the End of a Gonorrhea, as 
ſhall be remarked hereafter; which Ob- 
ſervation is of great uſe, in knowing 
about what time the Cure of a Running 
may be compleated. 


This Truth, of the Scat of a Gonor- This Theory i: 


confirmed by 
the Practice of 
a Gonotthœa. 


rhæa not being in the Proſtatæ, might 
be farther cvinced, by Arguments drawn 
from the Practice of this Diſeaſe. For if 
we either conſider the Succeſs by Diu- 
refick Medicines, or when a Gonorrhea 
is ſtopp'd by Reſtringents, and forms the 
Lues; neither the Succeſs of the firſt 
Caſe could be accounted for, nor ſhould 
the Appearance of Symptoms in the Se- 
cond be, as we find they ſhew themſelves 
every Day. But as the Propoſition, that 


a Gonorrhœa does not ſubſiſt in the Pro- 
=. ſtare, 


— 
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ſtatæ, Seed-Bladders, c. is ſufficiently 
proved, I forbear further illuſtrating it 
by offering more Arguments, that might 
de dcawn from Experience. 


I own that, in the Courſe of this Di- 
ſtemper, both the P oſtate and Seed- 
Bladders may be inte. ed; becauſe the 
Contagion may be communicated from 
one Lacuna into another; as alſo that 
it may be thrown backwards , by in-

the Urethr a is cleared by making Water: 

Both which Caſes arc vaſtly fortuitous: 

Bur it, by no means, follows from thence, 
that either of them a che Original Seat 
of the Diſeaſe, or the Fommtain from 
whence the Vi ulent Liquor flows. In- 
deed, the Chance of infecting the Seed, 
or the Liquor of the Proſtata is ſo very 
{mal., thar we have but very few Ex- 
amples of theſe Parts being affected. We 
may, for that rcaſon, politively aſfirm; 

that they never are che Seat of a Conor-

Having thus fully proved, that nei- 
ther the Proſtate, Seed-Bladders, or 
any Parts beyond them, can be the Ori- 
final Seat of a Gonorchces; it will bc 

6 proper 
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roper to conſ:der the Arguments al- 
ledg'd by Authors, for any of the fore- 
mention'd Parts being the Smat of a Go- 
nor ha. And becauſe de Bieguy is an 
Author of the greateſt Eftcem among 
Phyſicians, and his Opinions and Prac- 
tices are more particularly tollow'd; I 
{hall examine the Reaſons he brings for 
the Proſtatæ being the original Scat of 
a Gonorrhea: And it theſe Arguments 
are found very detective, our Aſſent will 
the more readily be given ro whar has 
been already ſhewn. * *Tis wry plain the 
Diſeaſe is not ſeated in the Blodder ; for 
in this Caſe, it ſhould be affected with 
almoſt merrable Teers, or <with an Iu- 
flammation , which uw ond continue all 
the time of the Diſtemper, and would be- 
come the meceſſary Cauſe of a S»ppreſſion 
of Urine. It is yet leſs probable that it can 
be in the Teſticles it being well kno: 
that they would be in that Caſe extr a 


full of Pain, inflamed, and ſwelled. Nei- 


ther is it more likely, that it ſhould be in 
the whole Subſtance of the Penis. For 
its Porous and Spongeons Subſtance, its 
exquiſite Senſe, the Uſe and Situation of 
this Member, render it ſo mucin di Us poſed

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to Pain, Inflammation, Flux of Humors, 
to Conunlſions and to a Gang: cu, that 
it could not be affetted in all its Parts, 
without ſiiſfering all or moſt of theſe Ac- 
cidents and Symptoms. T hen after a few 
Lines which intercept his Sorites, he 
concludes, 


From this it ſeems very plain, that 
thoſe ſmall Veſſels which are believed to 
be ihe Reſervatories of the Seed, miſt be 
the Seat of 2 Gonorrhoa, it being very 
evident, that theſe undergo a conſiderable 
Alteration by the Venereal Matter, as ap- 
pzars in the Diſorder it makes ; for then 
they don't ſupply the Humidity, which is 
deſign'd to keep the Urethra in its natural 
State ; and if you ſqueeze the Place in 
which they are ſituated, you may obſerve 
the Running ſenſibly augmented. 


* It ſeems then to be very plain that 
the Venereal Matter in a particular man- 
ner attacks the Paraſtatæ and the Pro- 
ſtatæ in cauſing a Gonorrhœa; probably, 
becauſe theſe are Parts more porous, and 
conſequently more eaſily penetrated than 
other's that are adjacent. Thus fancitully 


— e e e 
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arc 
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arc the Cauſes and Scat of a Gonorrhea 
repreſented by the Author. For the Ve- 
nereal Matter kindly paſſes the porous 
and ſpongious Penis, becauſe of the great 
Misfortunes that muſt happen by its ſet- 
cling in that part; while it lays hold of 
the Proſtate and Paraſtatæ, chicfly be- 
cauſe they are porous Bodies, and more 
eaſily penetrated on that account. Kind 
Corruption! ſo much to conſult the 
Eaſe and Safety of Men; while the Pe- 
nis is more porous, and might fooner 
have been ſeized. 


The Argument for the Seat of a Go- 
norrhæa, being in the Reſcryacorics of 
the Sced is not leſs admirable; they be- 
ing very proper to give the great Quan- 
city of Running, becauſe they are now 
fo alter d in a Gonorrhes, that they do 
no. diſcharge their natural Humidity ; 
2. e. they void more of it, becauſe they 
void leſs. But what ſhall we ſay to Wo- 
men that have neither the one nor the 
other? He docs not allow the Venercal 
Matter for the like Reaſon, already men- 
tioned, in the Cale of Men; nor does he 
allow this Efflux from the Teſticles of 
Women, becauſe of their Remoteneſs; 
it miſt have paſſed through the Monb,

He will not ſufler the Vagina to be the 
Sear of the Diſeaſe we treat of; For 


ſHorſd the Matter be mix'd with that 


groſs Matter rontain'd in the Vagina, its 

Ai would thereby be either _ 

and otrifted, or in a little time throw 

ont <ith the natrral Impurity of that 

Fart. Tie proper Seat then of a Viru- 

_ Gonorrhœa in omen, can be no 
here elſe than iu the om. 


Now let us conſider, whither the 
Strength of this Reaſoning will lead us. 
If chere are no Parts beſides the P- oftate, 
that can afford the Matter of a Running, 
or to which a Running ſhould nor prove 
dangerous, if not faral; then perhaps the 
Proſtate may be the Scar of the Diſeaſe: 
So that it is barely probable, upon rhis 
Suppoſition, that they are the Sear. But 
if there is any part omitted, in the fore- 
going Enumeration, that may be the Scar 
of 2 Gonorrhea , the Pr oſtate are not 
neceſſarily ſo; and ſuch a Part fhall be 
quickly named, and inſiſted upon. Be- 
ſides; if the 7 Proſtate are cqually ſubject 
ro the frightful Inflammations, as the 
mentioned Parts; they are as much to 
pc excluded from this Scat, as the reſt; 

and

and that they are equally obnoxious, with 
ſome of the reſt, is very evident. More- 
over, if any one, or all of theſe Parts, 
render'd uncapable of this Privilege, may 
ſtill be inflamed, without the dangerous 
Conſequences formerly alledged; then 
they have ſtill a right to be the Seat of 
a Gonorrhæa. Now that they may be 
ſo, take the fame Author's Words. 


"Tis true, indeed, that a Gonorrhcea 
is ſometimes accompam yd with an Injlam- 
mation of the Bladder, with a Painful 
Flux of Fiumonr's upon the Teſticles, and 
many Ulcers in the Urethra, and yet theſe 
Parts are exempted from all theſe Acct- 
dents, vig. the Dangers and Mortifica- 
tion juſt before recited. And therefore 
if any one will complement Monticur de 
Bleguy, with his Proſtate, as the Scat 
of a Gonorthea, it will be very civil; for 
his Arguments put no manner of Force 
upon our Belief, and Perſuaſion, of their 


being this Scat. 


"Tis very remarkable, how fully the 
Teſticles are rejected from any poſſible 
Share of being this Sear, and how freely 
the Paraſtatæ or Epididymedes are ad- 
mitred; though they adhete to and by

ſome Authors are reckoned a Part of 
them. But to proceed, let us obſervc 
farther; that it is only for greater Con- 
venience, the Poroſity of the Paraſtatæ 
and Proſtate, that he leads the Venereal 
Matter to them; and acknowledges, that 
its getting thither is after a very parti- 
cular manner: And as it is for this par- 
ticular and immechanical Progreſs, the 
Proſtatæ have already been excluded from 
entertaining this Corruption, we ſhall 
leave him to diſengage himſelf from an- 
other Abſurdity that crowds upon him, 
after this Suppoſition. For, ſays he, what 


ſhall we ſay to the Women, their Teſti- 


cles are likewiſe very porous, and there- 


fore fit Receptacles of this Poyſan: But 


he acknowledges they are roo remote. 
Why may not his particular Manner 
ſerve him in this Difficulty, as well as 
formerly? The one is juſt as cafily ſup- 
poſed as the other. So He and I are now 
agreed: Both of us think the Proſtate, 
Seed-Bladders and Paraſtatæ, might pro- 
perly enough be the Sear of a Gonorrhea, 
by the help of a ſmall Quantity of Poy- 
fon, if they were not too remote to be 
come at; or that the corrupted Matter 
could mix with the Liquor of theſe Parts : 


and therefore, they are not the Seat of

oy Diſeaſe even upon Monſieur De 
eeny's Hyporheſis. 


I grant the Proſtate are not fo re- 
mote as the Teſticles of Women; but an 
Inch too remote is the fame as an Ell, to- 
wards not entertaining the Poyſon, and 
producing the Diſeaſe. But not to pur- 
ſue this Author at preſent, into an- 
other Streight, he drives his Readers, 
about a Gonorrhea being ſeared in the 
Homb of Women; I ſhall conclude with 
obſerving, that his Arguments being 
precarious, if not contradictory, and his 
Hypotheſis ſo limited, that it does not 

wer in both Sexes; we may freely aſ- 
fert, that he Seat of a Gonorrhcea is not 
in the Proſtatæ, Seed-Bladders, or in any 
Parts beyond them.

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both Sexes: The Natnre of the

HE Proſtata, Seed-Bladders, &c. 


being acquitted from entertaining 

the corrupted Matter, that excites a Co- 
norrhea ; becauſe it can neither reach 
their Place, nor affect their Liquor. The 
fame Arguments conſpire, at the ſame 
time, to ſettle the true Seat of the Di- 
ſcale. Was a CGonorrhea produced by 
corrupting the Liquor of the Pyoſtata? 
The whole Urethra muſt contain cor- 
rupted Liquor from the part it is ſup- 
poſed to flow, to the place of its Efflux; 
which has been found to contradict Ex- 
perience. Does an Injection ſtop the 
Running, and yet cannot reach the ſup- 
poſed Seats? It is very manifeſt, that an 
Injection acts only in the Urethra, where 
it may be lodg'd. That Seat of a Gonor- 
h 
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hd therefore is in the Urethra, on this 
{ide the Bulb. 


But if we conſider another Experi- 
ment, we mentioned in the foregoing 
Chapter; we may not only conclude, 
that the Seat of a Gonorrhea is in the 
Urethra ; but alſo, that this Seat is not 
halt the Length of the U7ethra from the 
Glans. 


Procced we then to inquire by what The Seat of a 


G1 


Means the Urethra is affected? How the ner com 


Contagion is convey'd thither? and whar 
Affection it is of the Urethra, whereby 
it can ſupply the greareſt Quantity of 
Running obſerv'd during a Gonorrhea ; 
with all other Circumſtances of Co- 
lour, c. And firſt; as a Gonorrhea 
can only be produced by Coition; lo the 
Urethra cannot otherwiſe be hurt than 
by ſomething communicared at that time. 
It has indeed remain'd unexplain'd, by 
Authors, what the contagious Cauſe itſelf 
is; and as little could they account for 
the Manner of its Conveyance. I don't 
know whar volatile Parts have been ſup- 
poſed, that, like Des Cartes's Ather, 
could malte its way through every thing, 


and could no where be reſtrained. As 
Phyſi- 
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Phyſicians found the Urethra ſtrongly 
{queez'd together in the time of an Ere- 
ction, and were fully convinced that the 
groſs Liquor could not paſs to the Pro- 
ſtata ; lo they fell into a very groſs Sup- 
poſition, of rhe yolatile Parts penetrating 
even the Penis itſelf. But this Suppoſi- 
tion is not only very abſurd, and imme- 
chanical; but a Gonorrhæa never could 
be produced that way; for was it poſ- 
ſible for the ſuppoſed volatile Parts to paſs 
through the Subſtance of the Penis, they 
muſt mix with the Blood, and form the 
Lues; but they never could be conyey'd 
to the Seed-Bladders, and Proſtata ; nor 
produce a Gonorrhea. 


This Difficulty will quickly vaniſh, by 
recollecting ſome of the anatomical Diſ- 
coveries, mentioned in the preceding 
Chapter; for thereby it plainly appears; 
that a part of the groſſeſt Corruption of 
a Gonorrhea may be convey'd the full 
Length of its Seat, diſcover'd by Ex- 


periments. In that Caſe, we muſt be 


perſuaded that the Seat of a Gonorrhœa 
is in the Urethra; and we may hope to 
draw every thing wanted from this preg- 
nant Truth. 


We 
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We muſt remember; that the Caver- 
nous Bodies ended in a Tendon, and thar 
the Glans ſticks at its end when it is ſe- 
parated from the end of the Penis, and is 
diſengag'd from the Urethra. As allo; that 
the Spongions Coat of the Urethra grows 
thinner towards the Glans ; but truly 
becomes membranous ar the terminating 
of the Nervous Bodies of the Penis. And 
therefore the Compreſſion of the Ure- 
thra under the Glaus is very inconſide- 
rable, and, on that account, may caſily 
admit any Liquid into it. 


But this Opening in the Urethra is 
greater by the Structure of the Glaus, 
for if we return its firſt Appearance, after 
it has been ſeparated from the Penis, 
we may find the Urethra and the doubling 
back of the Glans on the tendinous Bo- 
dy, when the Glaus is apply d to the 
Penis, form that thickneſs perceptible in 
the Foſſula. Now as the Glaus, by this 
its Structure, and its inveſting the Ten- 
don, can never compreſs the Urethra ; 
it is very manifeſt, that the Urethra, 
running under the Glans, is never ſhut, 
while its inner Surfaces are cloſely preſs'd 
together, in the reſt of its os 2 
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It we then conceive a Penis paſſing in 

the Yagma, where there is corrupted 
Matter of a Gonorrhea, we muſt con- 
feſs that ſome part of it will be admitted 
into this patent place in the Urerhra. 
But in this place are my two firſt La- 
ome, and immediately beyond them the 
great Lacima, Which is the firſt of Mor- 
ga ni. It is therefore evident, that the 
corrupted Matter may be conveyed to 
the mentioned Lacuna, a place well a- 
greeing with all the foregoing Experi- 
ments; whether this Corruption, after- 
wards, occaſions a Gonorrhea by a Dil- 
charge of true Pus, or of the corrupted 
Liquor of the Lacimd. But this Truth 
of the Seat of a Gonomrhea, and of the 
corrupted Matter of irs Efflux, will be- 
come more conlpicuous , hereafier, It 
explaining the Symproms of the Di- 
ſtemper. 


The Seat of a Gonorrhea being found; 
we ſhall next endeavour to diſcover how 
this new Seat, whoſe Streams are com- 
monly unheeded, becomes ſufficient to 
furniſh us with as great a Quantity of a 
Diſcharge as we ever obſerve in the 
Courſe of a Gonorrhæa. We have ſeen 

alrcady 
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already that the Seed, and the Liquor of 
the Proſtata, the ſuppoſed Matter of all 
the Ancient, and of many Modern Phy- 
ſicians, have no Share in this Supply. 
Let us therefore conſider, if there be any 
Pus bred, where the cermunicated 
cauſe can operate; and how Liguons, na- 
turally prepared and ſeparated in thelc 
Parts, arc corrupted, and become the 
Matter of this Efflux. Our Diſcoveries 
about Pus, the ſuppoſed Matter of a 
Conorrhua by many, and a farther ac- 
count of the true Matter, now {hewn, 
will fully determine our ſudgment about 
the Nature of a Gonorrhea.

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its Nature. This Difference ſhould be- 


come ſtill more manifeſt, by comparing 
more Propertics of an Ulcer, and of a 
Gonorrhea. 


One thing I muſt obſerve; that the 
Veſtige of a Sore is never obliterated by 
Death; yet it we look for the Scat of 
a Gonorrhæa on a dead Perſon, it can 
no where be tound. Ancient and modern 
Obſervations agree in this Article; but 
the Reaſon of this extraordinary Phæ- 
Nomenon will become obvious in the Pro- 


greſs of this Diſcourſe. 


Without doubt; there is no manner 
of Analogy between the Matter of an 
Ulcer and the corrupted Efflux in a Go- 
norrhea; yet it is very certain, that 
there may be ſome ſort of Ulcer in the 
Penis. A Sore of this fort has been an- 
cicntly oblery'd by Hippocrates, and by 
Phyſicians in all ages atter him; but the 
Matter of it never appears in any conſide- 
rable Quantity; and far leſs, to have 
any Reſemblance to a Gonorrhæa. Be- 
ſides; the Method of curing ſuch Ulcers 
is altogether impracticable in the Cure 
of a Gonorrheua. Galen is very accurate 
in diſtinguiſhing Dilcalcs of this kind, ap- 


pearing 
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pcaring about the Penis, that frequently 
create Difficulties and Confuſion among 
Phyſicians. * An Ulcer of the Penis is 
manifeſtly to be diſcovered by the Pam it 
occaſions in that Part ; eſpecially if any 
Matter of an Ulcer is voided in the Wa- 
ter. This Matter may thus be diſtinguiſh'd 
from that which comes from the Blad- 
der; for the Pus of the Ulcer at the firſt 
making Water, comes before the Water ; 
whereas whatever comes from the Blad- 
der we find mix d in with it: But like- 
wiſe there is a very ſharp Pain in an 
Ulcer of the Penis, all the time of making 
Water. 


In all this Account, the Quantity of 
Matter that flows from an Ulcer in the 
Penis, is ſo ſmall, that it ſeldom appcars, 
but when its puſh'd out by the Urae, 
when Men make Water. On the other 
hand, the mention'd Author gives us 
this plain Deſcription of a Gonorrhena, 
(not the Virulent, which was then un- 
known) that it is an involuntary Dise 
charge of Seed; or, more expreſly, tha! 
it is a continual Evacuation of Seed, Ait. 
out the Penis being extended.

Hod Poctor Ji eind known any thing 
of this Account of ait Tice in the Penis 
being given by ancient Phylicians; or of 
Cale 5 {crtling proper Symptoms to di- 
ſtüngtiiſh it from the Gonorrhoa, we 
mig Tie neither have been rrou! bed with 
his long and injudicious Cavils about the 
firit Appearance of the Lues: Nor with 
his contounding a Simple Goz2077 he: 
with the Nir went of later Ages; again! 
the Senſe and Expcricnce of every Man, 
whether a Phyſician, or any other. Any 
one ſhould, at this time, be reputed very 
unkno wing, who could entertain an 
Opinion of a Perſon's Innocency found 
with a Virulent Gonorrhea ; notwith- 
ſtanding of Dr. Hcind's afirming, Þ that

Thus being depri ed of the two com- 
mon Fountains cf a Cc hea, Which 
have, hitherto, been thought ſo Coons 
to ex plain che Nature and Symptoms of 
it, chat every Author has reſorted to 
them, and has acquieſc'd in them; how- 
ever falſe and detective they arc found,

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upon this Inquiry: But our Endeavour 
is, either to diſcover the real Source of 
thoſe corrupted Streams; or never to 
acquieſce in ſuch flattering and falſe Ex- 
planations, that neither inform our Un- 
derſtandings, hor help us to a better Me- 
thod of curing the Diſtemper: Let us 
try if there is a Liquor nat ally ſepa- 
rated in the Urethra, capable to be cor- 
rupted by this Infection; and that may 
now become the Matter of a Conot- 


hd. 


We are already diſpoſed to acknow- 7h- true Maz- 
ledge that there is ſuch a Liquor, liable 0 0 
n thœa. 
to be corrupted; if we remember what 
was formerly obſerved; that ſeveral Ope- 
ings, and ſome of them very large, were 
found in the Urethra ; which, naturally, 
diſcharge a Liquor white and viſcid, tir 
to defend it againſt the Acrimon) of the 
Seed, and Urine. Beſides; it has been 
proved, that the contagious Streams of 
the Woman have an caſy Acceſs to the 
very largeſt of the Holes: And therefore, 
if the productive Cauſe of a Gonorrhea 
can, any ways, encreaſe the Quantity of 
this Liquor, render it more thin, or change 
its Colour, we at once have all the Symps. 
toms of a Gono'thea : A thorough En- 


F 4 quiry 
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quiry then into this Queſtion will lead us 
directly iito the re of a Gonorrheas 
without being put upon the Neceſſity of 
taking up with any one Part, for fear we 
ſhould not find another more proper: 
Which Method may puzzle, but never 
can inform our Underſtanding. 


This Conſideration will be mightily 
ſtrengthen'd, by diſcovering that, in the 
Practice of his Diſcourk ic, the Thic knefs, 
Colour, and Qrantity, return as former- 
ly; and in chat Order the Cure 
Abatement of the Malignant Cauſe, 2 o- 
ceeds: A Demonſtration, that the true 
Matter of a Gonorrhea conſiſts in the 
Corruption of the Liquor of the Lacunæ, 
and the Cure of it in removing that Cor- 
ruption; whereby the Liquor is gradually 
reſtor'd to its firſt natural State. Moreover ; 
the Gonorrhea in Nomen will be ac- 
counted for on the ſame Principles; which 
cannot be done in any known Hyporhe- 
ſis; and ſhews that Harmony of Nature, 
whereby various Works of a like Sort are 
produced in different Places, and on dit- 
ferent Occaſions, by the ſame Methods; 
as far as the Places will admit. Vet all 
this is cvident by recollecting what was 
formerly obſerved; that the Vagina, as 

| wel! 
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well as the Urethra, are provided with 
many of theſe Openings. Thele of the 
Vagina have been longer known, and 
are always diſtinguiſhed by the Name of 
Lacuna. It will be proper hercaftcr, to 
make ule of a Name already received a- 
mong Phyſicians; when an Inquiry is 
made in common to both Sexcs; and by 
proper Changes may be apply'd to cither : 
And that becauſe the Lacimæ cqually 
ſerve to produce, and carry on, the Symp- 
roms of a Gonorrhæà in both. 


The only Difficulty in this Syſtem is, The neceſſary 
. Prantity of 
Running af- 


to conceive how ſo ſmall Reſervatories 
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can furniſh ſuch a Quantity of Matter, ſarded from 


as that which flows in a Gonorrhea ? Or the Lacunx. 


how an inſenſible Liquor, which is na- 
turally ſeparated in time of Health, ſhould 
be increaſed ſo immenſly in this Diſcaſe 2 
But in removing the mentioned Difficul- 
ties; we might oblerve that the Quantity 
of the Liquor of Lacunæ is naturally great, 
and we have formerly ſeen why it is voided 
in the Urethralo ſparingly: conſequently. 
that any proper Means for provoking a 
Dilcharge being employ d, the Quantity 
of the Running muſt be very great, and 
may be equal to the greateſt Quantity 


of Efflux cver obſcry'd in a Gonorrhea. 
Yet 
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Yet as the Liquor of the Lacunæ is ſe- 
parated from the Blood without the help 
of any Gland, and the Laws of ſuch 
Secretions being obvious from my Doc- 
trine of Secretions; I will ſhow the dif- 
ferent Quantitics of a ſecreted Liquor 
that may be at two Places of the Secre- 
tion; on the account of the different 
Places of Diſcharge of the ſecreted Li- 
quor; which Account will render it very 
caly to diſcover a Quantity, anſwering 
the Diſcharge in a Gonorrhea : We mult 
then conſider, that ſome Glands in the 
Body do not conſtantly cmit the Liquor, 
as it is ſeparated from the Blood; but 
retain it for ſome time either within the 
Glands themſclyes, or in ſome Cyſtis, or 
Bag, made for that Purpoſe, from which 
it flows only on proper Occaſions. Ther- 
are others again that have Excretory 
Ducts; which open externally, and let 
the Liquor that is ſecerned continually 
flow from them, without retaining any 
of it. Of the firſt ſort are the Proſtate, 
the Teſticles, and the Glands that open 
into the Seed-Bladders. Ot the ſecond 
fort are the Milian) Glands of the Skin; 
and the Ducts of the Lacunæ in the / a- 
Lina of Women, and in the Urethra ol 
Men. 


Hence 
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Hence it plainly follows: that if there 
be two Glands, one of each ſort, that 
ſeparate, in equal determinate Times, 
equal Quantities of Fluids, that the Bulk 
of the one ſort muſt be much greater 
than that of the other. And the leaſt 
Exceſs that can be (ſuppoſing the Mat- 
ter of the Glands nearly the ſame in both) 
mult be equal to the Quantity of Liquor 
that is ſecerned in that time, and is re- 
rained within the Glands. Bur though 
that be the leaſt Exceſs, yet the Diffe- 
rence between their Bulks may be much 
greater, according to the Capacity of 
the retaining Gland to hold a Doublc, 
Treble, Quadruple, ec. of that Liquor 
which is commonly diſcharged at once 
from that Gland. Upon which account 
there may be any aſſignable Proportion 
between the Bulk of the Glands, tho 
the Quantity of Liquor ſecerned in a 
given Time, may be the ſame in Both. 


Hence the Lacunæ in the Urethra 
and Vagina may ſecern as great a Quan- 
tity of Fluid, in a determinate Time, as 
that which is ſeparated both by the 
Proſtate and Teſticles together. 


To 
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To illuſtrate this Matter a little more, 
I ſup po it will caſily be allowed, that 
the Lacunæ may ſeparate as much Li- 
quor in one Minute as will weigh but 
one half Grain: This in an Hour will 
be thirty Grains, or half a Drachm; in 
twenty four Hours, or a natural Day, it 
will amount to twelve Drachms, or an 
Ounce and an half; which is more than 


the Seed-Bladders, Teſticles and Pro- 


ſtatæ, can continue to furniſh in any con- 


ſiderable Space of Time. Hence it is 
evident that the Lacunæ of the Urethra 
and Hag ina, are as capable of being the 
Springs that ſupply the Liquor, that 
flows in a Gonorrhea, as the Proſtate, 
Teſticles, &c. 


But ſtill it will be ask'd, how theſe 
Lacunæ can diſcharge ſo great a Quan- 
tity of Fluid in the Time of a Gonor- 
rhea, above what they do in their na- 
tural State: Which Difficulty preſſes 
thoſe as hard, who place the Seat of the 
Diſeaſe in the Proſtatæ, as it does them, 
who {et it in the Urethra or Vagina, 


for, by what we have ſhewn, it will ap- 


pear, that the great Quantity of Mat- 
ter which flows in a Gonorrhea may bear 
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as great, it not a greater, Proportion to 
that which is naturally ſecerned in the 
Proſtatæ, as it docs to that which is ſe- 
cerned in theſe other Glands ; and indeed 
place the Seat of the Diſcaſe where you 
will, the Difficulty will remain the ſame, 
and is only to be removed by conſider- 
ing, how the Quantity of Liquor that flows 
from any Gland, may, by a Diſeaſe, or by a 
Medicine, be prodigiouſly encreaſed. 


We learn from the Animal Oeconomy, 
that if any Gland or Excretory Dutt be 
ſtimulated, the Quantity of Liquor that 
ir diſcharges, by that Stimulating, is con- 
ſiderably augmented; in proportion to 
the Greatneſs of the ſtimulating Force, 
whereby its Glands or Duets arc affec- 
ted. We find by Experience, that a little 
of the Powder of Cantharides, apply'd 
any where, ſoon excites a Bliſter; and, 
by its ſtimulating, makes the Glands there, 
diſcharge a Quantity of Mari: :mmenfly 
greater than what would naruraity flow 
from that Part, by inſenſi Pertpiration. 
We find alſo that ſo ſmal 2 Quantity of 
this ſtimulating Matter as can be con- 
veyed by the Blood to the Bladder, and 
Parts of Generation, is ſufficient to pro- 
duce an Inflammalion and Heat in thoſe 

Parts, 
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Parts, to provoke an Eret7:on of the 
Penis, and even to cauſe a Smart, Pain, 
and Heat of Urine: And, no doubt, but 
if ſome of this Powder were laid on the 
Urethra or Vagina, it would immediate- 
ly inflame thoſe Parts, and produce a 
great Flax of Liquor, not unlike a Go- 
n0rrhea ; though the Fluid would nor 
be Malignant and Virulent, or of ſo long 
a Duration, as the Eflux in a Venereal 


Gonorrhæa. 


All chis Reaſoning is drawn from what 
was commonly known about the Ope- 
nings into the Urethra ; but what we 
concluded in that manner is now mani- 
feſt to Sight by the Account I have given 
of theſe Openings, if we conſult the Figure 
inſerted in the foregoing Chapter: For 
the great Number of the wide Proſtate 
not only convinces us how caſily a con- 
ſiderable Diſcharge may be made, but 
likewiſe that the Sum of the Orifices of 
theſe Lacunæ being fifty times greater 
than the ſum of the Oriſices of the Ducts 
of the Proſtatæ, ſo are they infinitely 
better fitted to yield a quantity of Li- 
quor, equal to that of the greateſt Run- 
ning, more eſpecially when any of them 
is {timulared; cyen though the 2 
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could be come at by the corrupting Li- 
quor of a Woman. 


Since then, the Venercal Poyſon is 
of an Acrimonious, Corroding Nature, it 
may raiſe Ulcers in the Urethra and Va- 
gina, ſtimulate the Lacimæ, and produce 
as great an flux of Liquors as Can- 2 
tharides can do. But this Venereal Con- I 
tagion being more malignant than Can- 
t har ides, and being able to augment it 
ſelf, by being ſtopp'd in any new or old 
Place, produces a greater Change and 
Corruption of the Liquors that are con- 
rain'd in the Lacunæ, than the Powder 
of the Flies can poſſibly do. It to theſe 
Conſiderations we add that of the great 
Number of Lacimæ, the immenſe Num- 
ber of Lacunulæ, and the Wideneſs of 
ſome of them, the greazneſs of this Ef- 
flux, and its Continuance, will be more 
manifeſt; and therefore it is obvious to 
any unprejudiced Thinker, that the Force 
of a ſtimulating Matter is able to pro- 
duce as great a Flux of Humours from the 
Lacunæ in the Urethra and Jagina, as 
is obſerved in any Gonor rh. 


Cor. 1. Hence we have an caſy Solu— 
tion of an Experiment, mentioned by de 


Bleeny, 
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Blegny, of ſome Women who were 11 
mnfetted, though the Coition was not fol. 
low'd by an jection ot Seed. This Fact 
altogether deſtroys the e laid 
down to be ſupported by him, and his 
Followers, but includes no manner of 
Difhculry, after admitting the preſent Ac- 
count of rhe Seat and Matter of the Go- 
norrhea. 


Cor. 2. By this Doctrine, we are alſo 
deliver d from any Necefity of placing 


the Gonorrhea of Women in the Womb. 


Thereby making two Hypotheſes for ex- 
plaining the ſame Phenomenon in two 
Caſes of the ſame ſort; neither would his 
Suppoſition agree with the Facts of a 
Gonorrhea, in the Caſe of Women; as 
may appear from what has been ſaid in 
this, and the foregoing Chapter. 


After all: Some Pcople, not acquainted 
with the mention'd Practical Obſerva- 
tions, and far leſs with theſe Speculative 
Theorems, will find it hard to form an 
Idea of a Liquor bcing a hundred or a 
thouſand times augmented, merely by ſti- 
mulating Glands, their Excretory Ducts, 
and Lacune, howloever obvious I ſay 
they are. And therefore, if they are not 

3 alto- 
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altogether unexperieric'd in theſe Mat- 
ters, they muſt be perſuaded of the fore- 
going Truth; if they be pleaſed to re- 
member what happens to Women in 
caſes of the I Hhites. Let them compure 
what Proportion the Quantity, voided 
in that Diſeaſe, bears to the Quantity 
commonly found in the Vagina. Yer it 
is certain, that the M ites are a Secretion 
made there in ill Health; and their Co- 
lour , and other Effects, reſemble a Go- 
norrhea fo much, that Phyſicians are 
under great Difficulties, in knowing the 
one from the other. This immenſe Quan- 
tity, in the preſent Caſe, cannot but 
give us ſenſible Notions, of what paſles 
not only in the Gonorrhæa of Women, 
but even in that of Men allo. 


Thus all the Difficulties about a Go- 
norrhea are overcome in a very few 
Words; its Symptoms become obvious 
upon a ſmall Suppoſition that carries E- 
vidence along with it; ſo that a farther 
Inquiry is only wanting to make this Ac- 
count more manifeſt, not more true; to 
find how Experience confirms this Truth; 


how it __ with every Symptom in 


the Diſeaſe and Recovery; which ſhall 


be my next Endeavour to diſcover. But 
8 before 
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before we procced to this Explanation ot 
Symptoms, it will be very agreeable to 
the greateſt part of my Readers, if I brict- 
ly inform them what Notions Authors 
have about conveying a Gonorrhea, and 
the Relation it may bear to the Lnes 
VYenerea. We have already (cen how dif- 
ficult it was to give any tolerable Ac- 
cout, how a Gonorrhea was communi- 
cated from a Woman to a Man: But as 
the Conjecture of Fernelius has been fol- 
low'd by, almoſt, every Author, it will 
be proper to give it in his Words. Va-

But as this Opinion 
is not only conjectural, but falſe; and 
that the groſs Liquor of the Gonorrhæa 
is actually convey'd into the Urethra, we 
muſt be perſuaded that the Account 
given, by me, is manifeſtly true. 


What is more ſurpriſing, we find this 
truly learned Phyſician very defective in 
3 deſcribing 
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deſcribing the Gohan with the Lues 
Venerea or the Gonorrhea cannot, 
nor ne vas found to appear in this 
time of the Lues.

HIS Acrimony, and its Opera- The Nature of 

tion formerly ſuppoſed, will beſt ä 
appear by its Effects, if we compare it 
with other Acrimonious Liquors; whether 
they be the Humonrs of a human Body, 
or Liquors artificially prepared. And firſt, 
we find that, when the Matter of the 
Running is mixed with a Tinctire of the 
Howers of Violets, or the Juice of the 
Sun-flower, it makes the laſt of a Cop- 
per-couler, and the other of a brighter 
Red. Now it being the Property of all 
Acids to change the Colours of theſe 
two Liquors into a Red Colour, when 
they are mixed with them ; we may con- 
clude, that the Matter which flows in 
G 2 a (ge 
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a Gonorrhea has a Quantity of an Acid, 
Corroſive Salt in it. 


Bur becauſe we find, that a large Quan- 
tity of the corrupted Matter apply'd to 
the Hand, and to the Penis itſelf, often 
more than is neceſſary to produce 3 
Shanker, and a far greater Quantity than 
produces a Gonorrhea, docs not excite 
a Bliſter, an Ulcer, or any other Effect 
of Liquors of great Acrimony ; nay, ve- 
ry frequently, it has no Efle& on the 
ſenſible Glaus itſelf, in ſuch People as 
have it always uncover'd, when a Jhan- 
ker is formed on the Glans of others, 
whole Fore- kin always covers it, but in 
time of Coition; we may therefore con- 


clude, that this Acrimony is not ſufficient 


to produce a Shanker in two Nuts equal- 
ly, though their Subſtance is the ſame, 
but only differs in the Hardneſs of their 
Skin; and yet operates ſo powerfully, as 
to reduce the Sore Part to the Dryneſs 
of a Coal, a common Effect of Burn- 
ing, or of applying moſt Corroſive Li- 
quors. 


But as any fleſhy Part may be thus 
burn'd by applying Spirit of Vitriol, 
Butter of Antimony, Lapis infernalis, or 

any 


, e 
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any other Eſcharotical Medicine; fo it 
is very maniteſt, thar this Acrimony of 
the Matter of a Gonorrhea is nothing ſo 
great, as that of the mention'd Medi- 
cines: Yet this Acrimony ofa Gonorr hn 
is very particular in one Reſpect; that 
it can generate more, when it is mix'd 
with any Liquor of a human Body. On 
the other Hand; if we compare the Cor- 
roſiveneſs of this Contagion with the 
moſt Corroſive Humour, to be found in 
the Body, we mult oven that this is fat 
the moſt Corroſive; the moſt Acrimo- 
nious Corruption of Scorbutical Ulcers, 
of a Herpes milia/is, an Ulcerated Can- 
cer, or of any Phagedenicular, or Chi- 
ronian, Ulcers being applied to the moſt 
tender Parts, in the greateſt Quantity, 
never produces any kind of Ulcer, or ſo 
much as a Bliſter. 


From what has been ſaid, the Nati: 
and Degree of this Acrimony are very 
evident; but they will become more ſo, 
by the following Account of the Symp- 
toms of this Diſcaſe. And thereforc, let 
us conſider the Operation of this Acri- 
monious Liquor; which has this Pccu- 
liarity, in ſome Caſes, always to cucreatc, 
and ſooner puts an End to Lite, by cor-

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rupting all the Juices of a human Body, 
than to come to any Stand, or Period, 
in its growing Corruption; but more 
| eſpecially let us conſider how this ſmall, 
| but Acrimonious, Contagion at firſt at- 
lj fects, and forms a Gonorrhea, with its 
| | numerous Symptoms. 


T av hbew The common Effect of an acrimonous 
28 4 55 Liquor, working on a Part, is the more 
frequent and forcible Contraction of its 
Veſſels; which being more or leſs reſtor'd 
by the Goodneſs of their Springs, and 
the Velocity of the Liquids flowing 
through thoſe Veſſels, cauſe a greater 
Efflux of any Liquors ſecreted in, or flow- 
ing through them. And therefore, the 
Dutts of the Lacunæ bing ſtimulated by 
the acrimonious Liquor, communicated 
in a Gonorrhea, caule a Diſcharge of 
the Liquor flowing out of theſe Ducts in 
a certain Proportion to this ſtimulating 
Power, cæteris paribus. For, not to men- 
tion the Caſe of a Shanker in Urethra, 
the Running is in a little Quantity when 
the Force of the Stimulus is little; as al- 
ſo the Quantity of the Efflux is little when 


the Thickneſs of the natural Liquor is 
augmented, let the Degree of the &i. | 
mulus be what it will; even to run little 

| 0¹ 
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or nothing at all: And, univerſally, the 
Running will always be proportionable 
to the Quantity of the HHmulus, while 
the Liquor of the Lacunæ is of a natu- 
ral thickneſs. 


This Doctrine of exciting an Effiux of 
a natural Liquor, merely by a Sharpneſs 
greater than natural, is not only evident 
from what we know about the Effects 
of a Stimulus; but explains a vaſt Scene 
of Difficulties never before accounted 
for; nay, ſuch as forc'd all Authors into 
an incredible Jealouſy of human Impiety; 
far above what human Experience can 
atteſt. For the Liquor of the Lacinæ 
acquiring either àa Sharpneſs from with- 
out, or that a ſharp Liquor is ſeparated 
from the Blood, in both which Caſes, 
the Lacunæ are ſtimulated, and there is 
à greater Efflux of the Liquor; in pro- 
portion to the ſtimulating Power. This 
Sharpneſs convey'd into the Liquor of 
the Lacunæ, from without, forms the 
Matter of a Gonorrhæa, bur if it is ſe- 
creted at the Lacunæ of Women, it 
plainly occaſions the Fluor Albus, and 
at the Lacunæ of Men, a Diſeaſe that 
equally deſerves that Name with tho 


former.

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From this Account it plainly follows ; 
that a Female of any Age may have a 
Secretion of this Nature in the Vagina, 
and a diſcharge by the Lacunulz ; and 
therefore a Woman, at any age, may 
have the Fluor Albus ; without any Im- 
putation on her Chaſtity, as ſhe is com- 
monly liable to from the falſe Opinions 
held among Phyſicians, of that Diſeaſe 
never falling to the Share of a pure Vir- 
gin. But as this Notion has been ſup- 
ported againſt all Senſe and Experience, 
Phyſicians have gone farther; even to 
ſuſpect that Girls, found with ſuch a 
Running, have been corrupted by Men; 
contrary to all Nature, and Poſſibility: 
Whercas, all ſuch Accidents are cafily 
accounted for by this Theory; which 
I will ſupport by unqueſtionable Expe- 
rience; and I doubt not but that it may 
be confirmed from the Experiences of 
many Phyſicians; that can ſet them- 
ſelves at Liberty from the Slavery of O- 
pinions taken up by Education, and that 
ſeem to have received the ſtamp of a 
general conſent ; bur what really are 
maintain'd by Cowardicc and a feartul- 
neſs in Thinking.

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It is ſtill more ſtrange to be told; that 


ſuch Runnings happen to Men; bur it 


plain Experience vouches for this Truth, 
there can lie no Objection againſt it; 

nay it muſt eaſily obtain Belief, aftc: the 
Probability ſet forth, in the forcyoing 
Account, of exciting a Running of the: 
Liquor of a Lacina greater than natu 

ral. And ifa Man has a fort of Fluor 
Albus as well as a Woman, we may 
readily believe that a Girl may have 
ſuch a Running; without any ſupicion 
of her being corrupted by a Man. And 
as I have met with ſome Inſtances of ſuch 
Runnings in both Sexcs, it will be very 
agreeable to be informed of cxtraordi- 


nary Caſes of this kind. 


His rer I. 


One, who ſuſpected he had taken a 


Gonorrhea, addrefied himſelf ro me fo 
Advice. The G92077hea appear d three 
Days before he ſpoke to me; but as it 
continued to be in a very ſmall Quantity, 
he was willing to ſec plainly whether he 
was ill, before he ſhould put himſelf un- 
der the Rules of a Cure. The {mallneſs 


of the Running, which was not of a very 
il! 
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ill Colour, gave me a Suſpicion of an in- 
ward Shanker : eſpecially that the Glans 
was more inflam'd than to be owing to 
the Sharpneſs of the Running. This Ap- 
prehenſion made me take the moſt cau- 
tious Meaſures I could contrive; ſo that 
I order'd a Method that beſt ſuited the 
Notion I had of the Matter. But, to 
my Wonder, the Running diſappear'd 
the fourth Day of the Practice, notwith- 
ſtanding that all my Endeavours were to 
excite it. There was not any Inflamma- 
tion left on the Glans, nor any other 
Symptom I had obſery'd. On the other 
hand, the inſide of his right Thigh, and 
the S$crotum on that ſide, were full of a 
Pſoriaſis Humour, that ſhed a ſlimy 
ſtinking Matter. | | 


Being perfectly well appriz'd of the 
Sharpneſs in a Pſor:aſis, I was perſuaded 
that any Tranſlation of that ſharp Hu- 
mour into the Urethraand Lacunæ, muſt 
not only make an Inflammation there, 
as we find it does on other Parts; but 
likewiſe, that, ir muſt excite a greater 
Diſcharge of the Liquor of the Lacung, 
or a Running, becauſe of its Sharpneſs : 
Accordingly, I had a great deal of Plea- 
fure to fee ſeveral of thoſe Tranſlations, 

while 
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while I had an unexpreſſible Trouble and 
Difficulty in curing the Diſcharge made 
by the Sharpneſs. While the Pſoriaſis 
ſtuck to the Scrotum, or the Thigh, 
there was no Running; but there neyer 
failed ofa Running when ir left cither of 
theſe Parts, and poſſeſſed itſelf of rhe Ure- 
thra. Thus the Running appear'd, as 
often as the ſharp Humour rerurn'd into 
the Urethra ; and the Liquor, diſcharg'd 
at the other Parts, was always ſo like 
the Diſcharge in a Gonorrhea, that it 
could not be diſtinguiſh'd, upon Linen, 
trom it. 


I might relate ſix more ſuch Caſes of 
Gentlemen that have fallen under my 
Conſideration, in the laſt three Years. 
though none of them have been atten- 
ded with fo ſtrange Symptoms, as the 
Caſe I mention in che Chapter of a Car- 


noſity, 
HisTory. II. 


was conſulted for a Lady ſome Miles 
from London. She was ill of a Pſora ; 
for which ſhe was flux'd by a Phyſician 
of Character; and was very much worſe 
for that Method, as it is always pernicious 
in 
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in Caſes of this Nature. While the La- 


dy was under my Care; ſhe rold me 
that her Daughter, of three Years old, 
was ill of a ſtrange Humour that run 
from her; which 3 in a very 
great Quantity, and very ſharp, ſo as to 
give her much Pain when ſhe made Wa- 
ter. It was of a deep yellow, and pretty 
thick. 


As I have no Notion of the ſtrange 
Attempts Authors ſuſpe& on this Oca- 
ſion, and as this young Lady could not 
become the Prey of any ſuch Monſters 
I had no difficulty in reſolving the Cauſe 
of the Running to the Pſora-Humonr, 
convey'd to this Infant from her Parent, 
which ſtimulating the Lacunæ, excited 
this very great Quantity of a Fluor Al- 
bus; though the Child her ſelf had ne- 
ver bcen troubled with any breaking our 
of that kind on any part of her Body; 
as her Mother often had been, while ſhe 
was big with this Infant. 


T have ſeen a ſecond Caſe of this Na- 
cure, in a Girl of four Years old; both 
which Patients I cured, without having 
any Regard to the Practice of a Go- 
norrhbea. 

This 
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This Spring alſo I had the Care of a 
Lady often troubled with a Fluor Albus, 
who had ſeldom been free from it for 
many Years : This Lady was formerly ill 
of a Cutaneons Diſtemper which was re- 
pell'd by Dr. Hobs, when ſhe was an 
Infant; upon which followed a [ior 


Albus. 


To theſe I ſhall add two Hiſtories from 
Terraneus ; becauſe they further illuſtrate 
and confirm this extraordinary FaQ®. The 
firſt is of a young Halian Count of ſeven 
Years old; who was afflicted in that man- 
ner with a Simple Gonorrhea ; that he 
continually voided a whitiſh Matter, 
which was attended with a Heat of 


Urine, and he became very lean. Now 


as it cannot be alledged, that a Youth 
of this Age had either Deſire or a Ca- 
pacity for Coition; ſo we muſt grant, 
that the Running altogether proceed- 
ed from the Sharpneſs of the Liquor 
in his Lacunæ: Which is a Simple Go- 
norrhæa. | 


The ſame Author, without being able 
to explain ſuch Caſes, gives us this other

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remarkable Hiſtory of the Daughter of 
Auguſtin Aymer, a Child ſeven Years 
old ; which had a copious Diſcharge of 
the Fluor Albus, like Whey ; not with- 
out ſome Heat of Urine, and Itching in 
the Parts. 


By all theſe Examples it is very mani- 
felt; that any ſharp Humour, being diſ- 
charged at the Lacunæ, ſtimulates them, 
and excites a great Quantity of their 
Liquor. Nor is it hereafter neceſſary to 
have Recourſe to that incredible Depra- 
vity of Mankind, Authors have too caſily 
alledged; in Caſes, more eſpecially, that 
are very common. 


Tze compara- From hence we may draw a good Ac- 
ove Degree 4 count of all that happens in Time of a Go- 
making 4 Go. 20 Thea, whether it be duly ſtopp'd, or 
notrhœa and ever ſo improperly. For as this ſtimulating 
« Shanker. Power is the communicated Contagion, 
and is apply'd to a Part very much ſofter 
than the tendereſt Glans, we may con- 
clude that the Quantity of Liquor, cau- 
ſing a Gonorrhea, is vaſtly leſs than that 
which cauſes a Shanker. So that the 
Quantity of Contagion to cauſe a Go- 
norrhea may not be 4 Grain Weight. 
For if that Quantity were any thing * 

E 
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che Quantity that makes a Shanker, no 
Gonorrhea could enſue, as is very ma- 
nifeſt from whar is already ſhewn. 


The Doctrine of an Inward Shanker 
obſtructing a Gonorrhea tollow'd plainly 
from my Theory; but no ſuch Shanker 
had been obſerv'd at that time; though 
it has, no doubt, frequently occur d, 
much to the Prejudice of the Patient's 
Health, and Reputation of the Phyſician. 
On both which Accounts I will add the 
Hiſtory of that Caſe as I firſt obſerved 
it; becauſe if due Care is had to this 
Relation, we may infallibly be appriz'd 
of its Symptoms, and by them directed 
in the Cure.

The firſt Appearance was very ſmall, 4» olſerva- 


but on the lower Part of the Glans near 
where it joins the Penis, and was eſteem'd 
ſo very inconſiderable, that no Advice 
was ask'd in ſeveral Days, there not being 
any Mark of a Gonorrhæa, nor of any 
Venereal Symptom beſides. Though this 
little Speck of a Shanker promiſed an 
eaſy Cure, it did not yield to my Oint- 
ment as greater Shanbers do, but ſpread 
and was very cortoding; which Marks 
of Malignity firſt made me ſuſpect the 

Root 


tion. 
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Root of all to be in the Urethra, and 
that very probably a Gonorrhæa would 
enſue its Diſlolution. To which purpoſe 
I gave my Patient Medicines internally; 
which had the good Effect to check the 
Corroſion of the Part in ſight, and to 
bring on a Gonorrhea after three Weeks 
trom rhe Coition. And it. muſt be ob- 
lerved, that the Running did not increaſe 
gradually as is common at other times; 
but was in a very great Quantity, as we 
daily ſind in Relapſes, when the Matter 
has been ſtopp'd up by Reſtringent Me- 
dicines, no leſs than about two Spoor- 


fuls in twelve Hours; a certain Argu- 


ment, that the Liquor in the Lacunæ 
was corrupted , Ma. ſecreted in a preat 
abundance, but could not run off, becaufe 
of a cruſty Shanker, and till it could be 
diſſolved. 


When TI firſt communicated this Ob- 
ſervation to a Friend, very eminent for 
his Practice in the Venereal Diſcaſe, he 
confirmed it by ſome Caſes of the like 
Nature, which ocurred to himſelf, but 
what he never could account for. And 
therefore I will add Onc which is very 
conſiderable; becauſe the Patient and 
Phyſician are now both alive. 


3 Mr 
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My Friend's Advice being deſired for 
One who had the Pox, he found the 
Gonorrhea was cured chiefly by purging 
Medicines, and that he had taken very 
few Reſtringents during the Courſe of 
the Running. That the Gonorrhea 
ceaſed in good Order, and in a reaſon- 
able time; bur thar it return'd after three 
Weeks. The Relapſe Running was again 
ſtopp'd by the ſame Method , and kept 
oft for a Month; bur it appear'd again 
after that time, and was again cured by 
the former Medicines; after this Stoppage 
there was a Swelling on the Forehead ; 
which vaniſh'd on a freſh Eruption of 
the Gonorrhæa, and this was again re- 
ſtrain'd by repeating the mention'd Me- 
thod, and kept oft for ſome Months, 
but was then eee with the Pox, 


Neither the Phyſician who treated 
this Gentleman, nor my Friend, could 
ſay there was any Miſmanagement in 
treating the Gonorrhea ; or that it did 
not go off in a kindly way enough; ſo 
that it was very ſurprizing to both of 
them, nor could they apprehend from 
whence the Pox could proceed. Beſides, 
a Gonorrhæa continuing for ſo long a 

H cime 
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time is commonly deprived of ail its 
Malignity ; and therefore the Cale is the 

more Extraordinary, that a Pox ſhould 
ſuccecd after ſo long a Running; if the 


Skill of the Phyſicians might be que 
ſtoned. 


But all this Surprize and Admiratior: 
vanithes by this Knowledge of a HHan— 
ker in the Urethra; for the Acrimonz, 
of the Shanker may be abarcd, and the 
Running cured by that or any of thc 
Practices hereafter mentioned; vet, the 
leaſt Quantity of the Vencereal Taint, left 
undeſtroy d, multiplics into the great- 
eſt Quartity, and affects the whole Maſs 
of Blood. And therefore all farther Ut 
of Medicines appearing W 
when the Running ccaſes, the Matter 
of the Shanker corrupts again, and ex 
cites a Gonorrhea ; which may often be 
repreſſed and renewed after the foregoing 
manner, till an abſolute Cure is perfor m- 
ed. Seher trie we have continual Suc- 


ceſſions of a Gonorrhea, or elſe the Por 
muſt enſue.

But to return to the Thread of our 
Diſcourſe, to explain; why the Matter

Continnal: Both thetic become evide At, 
by conſidering that the Stimularing F OW-= 
er is continual, and its Effects muſt be 

proportionable ro their Cauſe; and con- 
ſequently the Efflux of Matter, the Tet 
of the Stimulus, mult likewiſe be con- 
tinual, Night and Day, and in any State 
and Condition of the Member, as we 
daily find it to be. But hat is more con- 
ſiderable; the flowing Liquor not only ap- 
pears ſooner than it poſſibly could do by 
forming an Ulcer, but is likewiſe & hiter 
and thicker than che Matter of an U ler can 
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be, as we have already proved. And 
therefore it is evident that this White 
and Viſcid Liquor, thus early appear- 
ing, and conſtituting a Gonorrhea, is 
the Liquor of the Lacund, little or no- 
thing corrupted by the Contagion, but 
only produced by its Acrimony. 


This fixſt Symptom, however con- 
ſtant, is not accountable from the men- 
rioned Hypotheſes. For if every thing 
conſpired to make the Yeſicule Semi- 
nales the Seat of this Diſeaſe, yet the 
Gonorrhea is not ſuppoſed to follow, 
till after corrupting the Seed, or the Li- 
quor of the Proſtate. Now if it was 
corrupted, it muſt run out in the Co- 
lour it always does when corrupted, or 
it muſt run out Te/bw or Green, which 
is contrary to the preſent Experience. 
Likewiſe; if this Corruption was Pus, ir 
ſhould be always worſe conditioned at 
firſt Appearance, moſt Tellou or Green, 
which we find is not ſo. And therefore, 
this Appearance being thus cafily ex- 
plain'd, we have a new Confirmation 


of the Doctrine lately eſtabliſh'd. 


N the Mat. In time, this whitiſh and viſcid Liquor 


wy bag becomes Thinner, Tellow and Green: The 


firſt 
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beſt is entirely to be had by angmenting 
the Quantity of the ſecreted Liquor; tho 
the Nature of the Liquors, or Salts, that 
make the Tellowneſs, may dilute it, and 
help ſomewhat to this Thinneſs. The 
Tellowneſs is partly owing to the Tellow 
Liquors of our Blood, and to the acri- 
monious Salts that produce a Gonorrhea. 
As to the firſt; it is known, that when 
the Secretion at any Part is more ha- 
ſt ly perform d, and that ſome of the 
Glands are hurt, the Liquors will be ſe- 
parated more pure and mix d, than 
they were formerly at the ſame Glands. 
And therefore it is manifeſt, how Gall. 
mixing with the Liquor, makes it run 
out in a 7ellowiſh Colour. This is no: 
only, in Reaſon, poſſible, but what we 
find true by daily Experience: For in 
Scrophulons, and many other Ulcers, the 
Liquor that runs out of them is very 
Tellow ; even more Tellow than that of a 
Gonorrhea, though the Liquor of thoſe 
Ulcers does not dry fo Tellow on Linien, 
becauſe it is much thinner, is more dit- 
fuſed in the Linen; and evaporates more 
with the thinner Liquor in drying. Let, 
as we ſee the Telloumeſs has ſomething in 
common with contagious Ulcers, and 


thoſe rhat are not; we may conclude, 
H 3 chat 
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that the Teilwr os in both may pro- 
ceed tom che fame Cauie, the Bilows 
parts ot the Bl lood. And what makes this 
Aſici tion more probable, and more caly 
to be belicved is; that a Running or a 
Cronori Pea is often cured, when the 

Telluam fs has continued to che lalt drop; 
whic bi could not be if the Tellowne!s 
were always a Part, or a Mark, of the 
Contagion. In at I have ren a Li- 
quor voided from the Scrotum, affected 
with a! V ſoriaſis, that could not be di 

ſtinguith'd from that of a Gorarhee ; 

either by its Colour, or Conſiſtence; ic 
former whercof old nor otherwiſe Fr. 
produced than by the natural Liquors 
the Body. Morcover, it is well worth: 
our obſerving, thar the Quantity du 
charged, w hen all the Srrotmm is affecten 
with a Fſbriaſis, is not the fortieth Pai: 
of a moderate Gonorrhea; a certain 
Argument that this is not the Effect of 
an Inflammation or Ulcer of the LU7ethy-. 
but is really the corrupted Liquor of the 
Lacunæ, as I have formerly proved ; the 
Surface of the Urethra not being the 


hundredth Part of the Surſace of th: 
Scrotum.

But what happens more frequently, a 
Poxcnfucs the ſtopping this yellow Liquor 
that is diſcharg'd in a Crono7rhen: And 
therefore we may likewite be perſuaded, 
that the corroſive Cauſe may be of ſuch 
a Nature as to produce the Tellownefs. 
As allo, that this cor79/rve, yellow Sub- 
ſtance is an Acid: Becauſe it becomes 
Creen (che other Colour of the Running) 
by the Mixture of the Salt of the Urine, 
or the Alkali, and animal Particles of 
the Lympha. 


Cor. 1. From hence it follows, chat the 
ſooner a Clap appears, the greater the A- 
crimony, cæteris paribus; and the longer it 
is in appearing (the Liquor of the Lacimæ 
keeping its natural Conſiſtence) the Acri- 
mony is leſs, except in the Caſe of an 
inward dhankcr. 


Cor. 2. The gradual Increaſe of the 
Running, for the firſt four or five Days, 
is in Proportion to the Degrees of the 
Sharpnels. 


Cor. 2. The Augmentation of the 
Deepneſs of the Colour, in each of theſe 
Days, ariſes from the continnal Increaſe 
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of rhe Quantity of the infecting Salts, 
whoſe Proportion to the Quantity of 
Fluids becomes every Day greater. 


Cor. 4 A Pox cannot be produced, 
while the Running continues; the Con- 
tagion being then voided by the Geni- 
rals. But the Diſcharge that way being 


flopp'd and interrupted, it flow into the 


Blood, corrupts it, and is the Cauſe of 
the Lues. 


Schol. And in Conſcquence of all theſe 
Conſiderations, taken together, the Mat- 
ter of the Pox, is a Poyſon, which has 
a Power to change all our other Liquors 
into its own corroſrue Nature, and is, 
on that account, ſeldom or never cured, 
but by the Help of Medicines properly 
adminiſtred. 


Before we put an End to the Sub- 
ject of this Chapter, it may be proper to. 
relate an Obſervation of Monſieur De 
a 5 5 Which indeed is very ſingular, 
and abſolutely deſtroys his own Aſſertions 
about the Nature and Sear of the Diſcale.

rhœa, we obſerve a continual Deſire to 
make Water, and the Flux of Matter 
which corrodes the Parts, through which 
it paſſes, of a greeniſh, yellow Colour; 
we may be aſſured that the Bladder, and 
adjacent Parts, are inflamed. Now, by 
what has been formerly ſaid, it is very 
manifeſt, how little the preſent Aſſertion 
agrees with the Bladder being concern'd, 
as the Scat of the Diſcaſe. Let it like- 
wiſe be obſer vd; that he here ſuppoſes 
this greeniſb, yellow Liquor to be a cer- 
tain Mark of the Bladder being inflamed. 
hat ſhall we then ſay of Women? who 
likewiſe have this greeniſh, yellow Run- 
aing, whoſe Bladder he does not ailow 
to have any Share in this Diſeaſe.

tions on the Inſufficiency of his Hypo- 
theſis, it may be noted, that all Phyſi- 
cians relate, as ſomething very conſide- 
rable, this Eu of Matter in a Gonor- 
rhea to be without an Erection of the 
Penis, or any Senſe of Pleaſure in either 
Sex. Now as this always happens in the 
True as well as in the Virulent Gonor- 
rhæa; there is nothing peculiar to the 
laſt, why it ſhould be related as a Symp- 
com. But the Reaſon for both, is, _ 
˖ 
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the Runnings are the Effect either of a 
Relaxation of the Yalves of the Seed- 
Bladder's, or of a Liquor produced by 
ſtimulating the Lacunæ, which Efflux 
being, in neither Caſe, the Cauſe, or Ef- 
fect of Deſire, is perform'd without any 
Senſe of Pleaſure. It might have been 
more properly obſerved, that this ſtimu- 
lating Acrimony produces fo great a 77. 
tulation in the Penis at the beginning 
and ending of a Gonorrhea, that very 
ſeldom it either begins or ends, wichour 


nocturnal Pollutions. 


Having diſcover'd by the molt gene- 
ral and ſimple Apprarances of a Conor- 
rhea, its Nature, Seat, and the way it 
is produced; I proceed, in the next place, 
to ſhew; how the Symptoms, we find 
attend this Diſtemper, flow from its Na- 
ture thus found out; as alſo, how theſe 
Symptoms give way, or are cured, by 
changing the diſtempered Condition of 
rhe natural Liquor; becauſe, by this Ac- 
count, the Theory becomes perfect and 
complete. 
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HE Pain in making Water is 16 

conſtant and eſſential a Symptom 
of this Diſeaſe, that it paſſes reciprocally 
for the Conni he itſelt, eſpecially among 
trench Authors. But as the Pain does 
not proceed, nor appear at firſt with the 
Running, but after the Liquors are fully 
corrupted, and always ccaſes as the A- 
crimony abates, and the natural Liquor 
is reſtored, it cannot be any thing more 
than a Symptoni of a Gomorihœa. 


We ſhall caſily conceive how rhe Wa-

ter produces the Sharpneſs and Pain, it 
we conſider the Saltneſs of the Urine 
and the State of the Urethra ; for as its 
Membranous Coat is fretted and cor- 
roded by the corrupted Liquor of the 
Lacunæ, fo the ſalt Water paſſing over 
thoſe hurt Parts affects them with Pain. 
This Explanation becomes very obvious; 


by 
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by conſidering, how the Nervous Fibres 
of any other Part produce Pain, if they 
are diveſted of the Scart-skin, and waſh'd 
with ſalt Water. Thus the Caule of the 


Smart in Urining becomes very manifeſt. 


This Pain muſt be greater and more 
conſtant, beauſe rhe Liquor, which is 
naturally deſign'd to preſerve the Urethra 
from the Sharpneſs of the Urine and 
Seed, is corrupted and becomes the chief 
Cauſe of the Pain: So that rhe Liquor 
of the Lacunæ is not only wanting in its 
natural Uſe, and by irs Want expolcs the 
Urethra to Pain; but is likewiſe become 
ſharp, and a greater Cauſe of Pain than 
the ſharp Urine and Seed could other- 
wiſe poſſibly be. And therefore it is again 
evident; how the fore Urethra is affected 
with the Saltneſs of the Water. 


But as the Urine flows hot from our 
Bodies, the feeling of irs Heat being con- 
founded with that of its Smartmg, the 
Heat of the Urine has often been ſup- 
poſed the Cauſe of the Smarting. Nay, 
Phyſicians obſerving how the heat, and 


ſinarting of Urine was encrea'sd by drink- 


ing hot and ſpirituous Liquors, took this for 
a great Confirmation of their Opinion, and 
for

for the Propricty of the Expreſſion, as 
well as for the Manner of producing the 
Symptom. This they thought ſtill more 
maniteſt; by the Pain and Heat abating, 
after drinking a Quantity of ſmall Li- 


quors. 


Now the real Cauſe of the Smarting 
being formerly eſtabliſh'd, it will not be 
difficult to account for theſe Expriences, 
from which ſo falſe Concluſions have 
been drawn. For if this Salt and Brin) 
Liquor can affect a Part with ſmarting 
Pain, when it is diveſted of its defendiny 
Membrane; then the more ſalt that Li- 
quor is, the greater, or at leaſt the more 
certain, will the Smarting be: And, on 
the other hand, the leſs Salt the Liquor 
is, the leſs apt it muſt be to excite Pain. 
Now, it is very certain that all ſtrong 
Liquors leſſen the Quantity of the Serum. 
in the Urzne (if they are not drank in an 
exceeding great Quantity) as all watry 
Liquors encreaſe this Quantity, and the 
more they are drank in a great Quantity. 
And therefore, the Quantity of the Se- 
rum being leſlen'd by ſtrong Drinks, and 
encreas'd by ſmall and watry Liquors, 
the Salt Parts, in the Compoſition of 
Urine, muſt abound more than naturally 

in 
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in a Quentity made in the firſt Caſe, or 
the Urine is more Salt, and therefore 
excites more than ordinary Pain; but it 
is quite otherwiſe in the Cale of a quan- 
tity of watry Liquors. So that this Pain 
in Urining, is excited by leſſening che 
Quantity of Serum in the Urine, and 
taken off by augmenting its Quantity, 
without any other regard had to the Heat 
or Colaueſs of the Liquors we drink. 


This is ſtill more manifeſt, by produ- 
cing the fame Effect by ſolid Medicines. 
For let any Medicine be given, whoſe 
Powers are to provoke Urine, and an- 
other Medicine taken, whoſe Faculty is 
co waſte a Quantity of Serum by other 
Secretions, the different Effects of eaſing 
the Smart by the firſt fort, and raiſing 
it by the ſecond, are always conſtant, 
And therefore, on all theſe Conſidera- 
tions, it is {till more manifeſt, that the 
Pain of Urining is from the Salzneſs of 
the Urine, and that the Pain is taken off 
by diminiſhing the Saltneſs: So this Ar- 
dor Urine, and Chande-piſſe, are ill ac- 
counted for by Latin and French Au- 
thors. What Heat may do in diſſolving 


Salt in the Urine, or impelling it into the 


naked Fibres, is a Conſidcration of another 
{ort - 
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ſort; but ſtill aiding to this foregoing 
Explanation. 


As the Pain in Urining is always the 
greateſt ar the firſt and laſt Drops, this 
occalion'd that Suſpicion Phyſicians had 
of a Stone in the Bladacr, which was 
then known to produce ſuch like Pain, 
as they now found in the Calc of a Go- 
norrhea. But an Account of this Symp- 
tom will caſily be given from what has 
already been cxplain'd : For as the Pain 
in Urining is excited by the Salt Urine 
paſſing over a ſore Part of the Urethra, 
ſo this Pain will be the greateſt when the 
Urine remains longeſt on that Part; 
eyen till the Salt of the Urine is difloly'd 
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yy the firſt 
ard laſt Drop: 
nale the 
rreateſt Pain. 


and dilured in the diſcharging Liquor. 


Now the Quantity of Matter at rhe Scat 
of the Gonorrhea, cauſes a Stop of the 
firſt Parts of the Water, and hinders the 
laſt to run off the Urethra, fo that the 
Salt Urine is more apply d to the tender 
Part at thoſe times, and the Pain in U- 
rining is the greateſt, when they firſt be- 
gin to make Water, and when Men have 
done making of Water, as we find by 
Experience. 


By 
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By the bye, we may obſerve, that this 
Smarting and Pain in making Water 
is where the Cavernous Bodies join the 
Nut, or Glans, ſo we may be perſuaded, 
that the Seat of the Dilſcaſe is there: A 


new and collateral Proof of this Scat, 


evincing the Falſeneſs of the Suppoſition 
that the Matter of a Gonorrhæa flows 
from the Proſtate, or other more re- 
mote Parts. 


The Reaſoning is the ſame concerning 
the Smart of Urine in Women as it was 
in Men; but the Pain does not ſo cer- 
tainly denote the Seat of the Diſeaſe, as 
it docs in the Caſes of Men, their Urine 
flowing over all their ſore Part: Whereas 
it is reaſonable to believe that a great Part 
of the Vagina in Women is affected; but 
the Smart can only be felt among the 
lower Lacunæ, which are under their 
Urethra, and therefore can only be 
waſhed with their Urine. 


This Smart of Urine, though conſi- 
der'd here only as a Symptom, is fo re- 
garded among French Authors, as to bear 
away the Name of the Diſeaſe, and is 
thought the chief thing we ſhould en- 
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deavour to cure. De Blegny makes ſome 
Difference between a Gonorrhea and a 
Heat of Urine, and is very perplex'd in 
ſhewing how poſlibly the one may be 
without the other; but he can, by no 
means, extricate himſelf from the Diffi- 
culty about which of them have the great- 
eſt Share in a Virulent Gonorrhea ; yet 
he is pleaſed afterwards to ſay, That 
he has made that Difference very ma— 


nifeſe. 


This Difference between a Gonorrhea 
and a Char:d-pifſe is not the particular 
Opinion of Monſicur Plegny, but is a 
favourite Notion among all the Frezxch - 
and another celebrated Author of that 
Nation explains this M. ter more tuliy, 
and therefore more abſurdly. + There 
are, ſays he, two Sorts of Gonorrhœa, 
one that is VIRULEMNT, end acqiir'd 
by impure Embraces ; the Matter flow- 
ing from the Penis in this [neſs 1s Tellow, 
or Green, and Virulcnt. he o!her 1s a 
Chaude-pifle or Heat of Urine, becarſ?

HE Binding Pain in time of E- 
rection, is a Symptom of ſuch

Inflammation of the Franum; contrary 
to all Experience, and ancient Deſcrip- 
tions. * odocus Lommius, and ſome 
other good Authors, ſpeaking of an Ulcer 
in the Urethra lays, The Pain in Erec- 
tion ſhews this Ulcer to be already form d, 
which Pain affefts the Penis in ſuch a 
manner, as if it were hard bound with 
a Cord, (ut veluti fune fubſtrings videa- 
tur. Now this Deſcription agreeing per-

and Corded in Euug liſp, the Impropricty 
in cither of thieſe Languages is very great 
when ee ſay, that any one has a Cher dee. 
But tlie Injury done to Practice is far great- 
er, by ſuppreſſing ſo ſenſible and obvicus 
a Symptom, and transferring it to another 
part; for hereby this proper Symptom is 
conccaled, merely to avoid a Difficulty 
ic were far better to confeſs; and Expe- 
rience is forced to give way to Hpecula- 
tion; which ought not to be done upon 
any Account whatſoever. 


Perhaps there is nat a more e 
Phenomenon ; than that a Part, having 
a Jore or an Ulcer in its very Subſtance, 
ſhould give ſuch a Feeling and Senſation 
as if it were ty'd round with ſomething, 
whilc its Parts are drawn from one an- 
other, as they ſurely are, when irs Bulk is 
encreaſed. In reaſon, the conrtigi:ous Parts 
recading from one another ſhould rather 
affect us with a tcaring Pain, than with 
that of being bound round with a Cord; 
a Cauſe of Pain altogether extrinſccal. 


But, to encreaſe the Paradox, the Cor- 
roſion is really inward in the very Ure- 
fora ; but the binding, the compreſſing

Cauſe which hurts this ore Urethia, is 
really without it; and thus the Myftcry 
is out. This Aſſer TION. is eviient from 
what was formerly deſcribed, about the 
Courſe and Situation of the I rethra ;

ous, to be hurt; but as they are not, it 
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is evident that the Matter docs not flow 
from thence. Indeed, the preſent Symp- 
rom of the Cording Pain never admitted 
of an Explanation before; nor can it be 
accountcd for at all upon any Hypotheſis, 
but it now becomes manifeſt by this 
Theory, drawn from the anatomical Ac- 
count formerly given, of the Parr. 


It might be very proper, on this Oc- 
caſion, ro conſider the continual Erec- 
tion or Priapiſm ſome People, labouring 
under a Gonorrhæœa, are affected with. 
Bur as the Perpetual Irritation the Penis 
ſuffers by the Matter of the Diſcaſe is 
very obvious, and ſufficiently accounts 
for this Appearance; I ſhall torbear any 
further Explanation of it, and rather pro- 
ceed in the next Place, to follow this 
corrupted Liquor, as it flows from its 
poiſoned Fountain, and farther propa- 
gates its Corruption, by producing Jcabs, 
Ulcers, and Rottenneſs in the Places ic 
runs over. 


When we trace thus its Courſe out 
of the Penis, the Acrimony ſhews itſelf 
in the [nf/ammation of the Nut, the fil- 
thy gaping of the Urethra, in the Shank- 
ers, Phimoſis and Periphimoſis us

While we follow the Courſe of the cor- The Inſtam- 


rupted Liquor of the Lacimæ, and ob- _— of the

ſerve the different Effects of its Acri- 


mony, we find no Part more affected 
than the Glaus, when the Matter of a 
Gonorrhea is apply'd to it: For as no 
Part is endued with a more exquiſite Senſe 
of Fecling, fo no Part ſuffers more with 
the preſent Acrimony. In every Stimulus, 
the Parts are violently drawn aſunder and 
contracted; and that, proportionably to 
the Degree of the Stimulus, and the Sen- 
ſibleneſs of the Part that is ſtimukted. 
And therefore rhe ſmall Nerves and Vi- 
bres of the Glans being ſtimulared, by the 
ſharp and corrupted Liquor, compreſs 
the Blood-Veſlcls by their Diſtraction and 
Contraction; and thereby retard the Mo- 
tion of the Blood in the Yes and Arte- 
ries of the Glans, H. e. occaſion an In- 
flammation in that Part. Moreover, the 
rwo Arteries of the Glans creep directly 
on the Back of the Penis, without any 
Ramification, or ever dipping into its Ca- 
vernous Bodies till they enter the Glans it- 
ſelf, and then it divides into a great Num- 


ber of very ſmall Branches; which Ra- 
„ mifications 
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miſications occaſion the Blood to flow 
very flowly thorough chein; or makes 
the mentioned Inflanaation. 


Beſides, as this Iuſlammaliou of the 
Glans is produced, by the ſtimulacing 
Force of the Kcrimonicits Liquor that 
a& on its Nerves and Jibres, fo the 
Contraction of theſe Parts, occaſton d by 
the ſame, will always be towards the 
Cavernous Bodies of the Penis to which 
the Glans is annex'd; and the Contrac- 
tion in each Fibre ll be ſtronzer, or 
weaker, in proportion to the Cauſes 
that 1915 it. And therefore, whatſocver 
the Force be with which theſe Fhres 
are contracted, they will always draw 
from the Orifics of the Nye hM] cowards 
their fix d Inſertion in the Cave nous Bo- 
dies; which drawing occaſions the Dila- 
tation at the Orifice of the Urethra, com- 
monly obſerved. By the drawing or 
widening of the Orifice ve may proper- 
ly enough judge of the Degrees of Ma- 
Iignity in the Matter of a Gono7rhea, 
and likewiſe of the Progrels Har is made 
in changing, or curing the Maligniry, 
and Acrimony, of thc Running; becaulc

CHAP. 
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CnuaePe, VIII. 
Of SHANKERS and CRY 


STALLINS. 


HANKERS are reputed among 
the firſt Symproms which appear 
in the Yenereal Diſeaſe, and an carly 
Author obſerves, that the Prſhes on 
the Prepuce, Glans, or on both, are oc- 
caſion'd from the Sharpneſs of Humours 
that are ſtirr'd in time of Coition, and 
the Malignant Quality of the Venereal 
Taint contained in rhe Neck of the 
Womb, or that flows from the adverſe 
Party. This being premiſed; it is cer- 
tain, that the Shankers on the Fr anum, 
and Prepuce difter very much from thoſe 
on the Glans, and other Parts. For theſe 
are a ſort of Tumour with hard Edges, 
and the former riſe not above the Skin, 
but arc likewiſe hard, and ſhed a watry 
Subſtance. They reſemble the Sores on 
the inſide of the Lips, we commonly

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call Cankers ; and all theſe Names vary 
little from thoſe of the Greek and Latin, 
firſt given them. Now as both kinds of 
Shankers are Hard, thcir Liquors Cor- 
roſtve, and agree in many other Quali- 
ties obſery'd about Cancers, they are pro- 
pe enough ſaid to zagzyzo And the 
common te of Cancers, and Carcinoma 
among Greek and Latin Authors, tut- 
ficiently warrants the analogical Name 
given to theſe new Sores, 


The Cure of $hankers, c{pecially of 
thole on the Fran and Före-sbin, 
having greatly perpiexed and puzzicd 
Authors, they did ot ſiifliciently artend 
to their Nature or Symptoms; by lich 
means the Deſcriptton, given of them, 
has been obicure, and their Names ill 
aſcertained, as I have obſerved. The 
Cure of Shakers is not our preſent Con- 
ſideration, but how the conupred Mat- 
ter of a Gono7t ia, flowing out vi itt:c 
Penis, produces a Shanker ; and it we 
reflect on their Hardneſs, and other Qna- 
lities, we mult be perſuaded, that this 
Acrimonious Matter either coagrlates 
the Liquors of the Part it is apply'd to, 
or diſſipates them; as we find Fire docs, 
and renders the Parts harder; fo chat it 

1 | bears 
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beats ſome Analogy to Oil of Vitriol, 
Oil of Origanim, Lapis lnternalis, and 
other Cauſticks, or ro Hs itlelt. 


This ſingle Coagnlarion, or eyon Diſ- 
ſipation of the Humus, fafficicntly ex- 
plain the Shanks ov the 17anrm, or 
Fore-skin, and other Membranous Parts: 
But the Coagulation of che Liquors in 
the Glands of the Nut, or their Ob'truc- 
tion, contributes more eſpecially to pro- 
duce the Shankers there, and to raiſe the 
Tumours that are obſerv'd in them, 
which are not to be ſeen in thoſe of the 
Fore>skin. 


From what has been ſaid of the com- 
parative Degrees of Corroſrueneſs in the 
Matter of a Gonorrha a, it is evident, 
that the Hardneſs ot Shankers is not fo 
much acquir'd by diſſipating the Hu- 
mours, as it is by their being coagulated. 
This is manifeſt from the Uſe of a Me- 
dicine which has bcen invenced ſome 
Years ago, but never before communi- 
cared to the Publick; for the Liquors 
may be reſolved again by this Medicine, 
without any Pain, and che Shanker cured 
without any Loſs of Subſtance; whereas 
when Eſcharotical Mcdicines are apply'd, 

they 
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they deſtroy the Part with much Pain, 
and give occaſion to Phyſicians to ſuſpect, 
that the productive Matter of a Shanker 
had ſome Reſemblance to Fire, in its 
Operation. 


Now as Shanhers arc occaſion'd by the 
Marp Malter of a Conor: han, that ſticks 


tothe Gene, or Fore-sle u, the fotcelt Nuts 


take the Infection moſt caiily, and the 
Corroſton will be the ſtronge % when the 
Quant: ty is the greateſt. This is the com- 

mon Calc of Men, who have : ir Glaus 
alway; covered 5 5 the Fu e- gin, tor 
they have the torres Claus, and their Fore- 
Skin detains the Matter longeſt upon it; 
upon which Account bath theſe Parts arc 
moſt corcoded with $5: 771 ters, By this Me- 
thod of Nea aoning WWE 1 POL ONIP * Aly © ap- 
priz d how & bankers are conummicated 
between the Scxcs, time of Coition, 
and the way of their being ſottu'd is a lictle: 
more obvious by what we often find 
when Merc. dulcis is improperly given, 
and when it is not duly cleared from its 
Corroſive Saits; for then ſuch Jores as 
Shanker's on the Fore-skm, are produced 
on the Jong e and Cheeks.

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Cor. Hence it follows, that we may 
eaſily determine when Shankers are as 
much Originals as the Gonorrhea itſelf; 
when they are Symptoms, and when 
they are independent of it, or are the Ef- 
fects of the Pox ; and all this by obſerv- 
ing the fimes wherein the Shankers ap- 
pear, and other Circumſtances in reſpect 
of a Gonorrhæa and the times of Coi- 
tion: A Difficulty ſo great at preſent, 
that it has cluded the Obſervation of the 
beſt Phyſicians, though they haye been 
converſant in the Practice of every part 
of the Venereal Diſeaſe. Mr. Blegny ac- 
knowledges all theſe different kinds of 
Shankers I have mentioned, however 
ſurprizing they will appear to ſome; and 
though he is not able to give us any Me- 
thod whereby we may know them from 
one another, yet it is very proper to re- 
cite his Words. * We know by Hp. 
rience, tays he, that ſome are effected 
with Paris, TETTERS, Warts, CI- 
CERS, and SHANKERS,, and yet after all 
are far from being Poxed. Blegciy, in- 
deed, talks in that Manncr, as if he was 
to give us ſome proper Marks, whereby

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the one fort of Shenkers may be known 
from the other; but he has not hitherto 
made that uſeful Diſcov cry; but this 
Difference is become very plain from the 
foregoing Account. 


\& 


Let us next conſider the Cyyſtallius, The Cryſtal- 
which we find always in the Number *** 
of the worſt Symptoms of a Gonorrhea ; 
they being little S Elied with Wa- 
ter, or Phhyctænæ, are Tranſparent, re- 
ſemble Cryſtal, and on that Account 
are called CV gallius. But as theſe Plad- 
ders are not always ſull of Water, they 
are flat when they arc preſled with the 
Finger, and are always without Pain. 
The Cyyſtallins ate only on the Foreskin, 
the Parts wherco!, on which theſe Blad- 
ders do not appcar, being very Red, and 
of a Blackiſh Colour, as all Parts are 
which have been ed. This blackiſh 
Redneſs is very different from the In- 
flammations of the Glaus and Foreckin, 
already mentioned; and therefore does 
not ſeem to be the Off-{pring of the 
Virulent Matter of a Gonorrhea ; and 
far leſs can we imagine, that rhe Blad- 
ders and C7yſtallins are produced by the 
Sharpnels ot che Corruption. 


N On 
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On the other hand; by conſidering 
the dark Redneſs, ſo very common in 
all Continſions, we may naturally con- 
clude that this Symptom is of the ſame 
ſort. On this Suppoſition of a Byuiſe, 
the Bladders will cafily become mani- 
feſt, cipecially if we conſider how plen- 
tifully L9mphatick Veſſels appear to be 
beſtowed on that part. Now a Cont u- 


ſion of ſuch Veſſels would certainly hin- 


der the Lympha to flow along them; 
and the Lympha thus interrupted, will 
diſtend its Veſſels in their natural Form; 
which is the very Figure of the Cynſtal- 
lins ; for the Lymphaticks are not equal 
in their Surface, nor Conical, nor Cy- 
lindrical like the reſt of the Veſſels; and 
though they be really Cylinders they are 
unequal and knotty, becauſe of the fre- 
quent Interruption their Liquor finds 
from the great Number of their Valves; 
which occaſion them to ſwell thus une- 
qually, when the Lympha proceeds more 
{lowly in its Courſe, or endeavours any 
Return or Reflux, and is the true Cauſc 
of the Cryſtal Knots, the Figure of the 
Cryſtallins. So the Cryſtalins may be 
the Effect of Coition, but are never the 
Product of Infection received at the ſame 


time; 
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time; but are more properly the Eyeci 
cf the Unfitneſs of the Parts of Genera- 
tion, and that that part of a Woman is 
ſtrait Naturally or by Att, as common 
Women frequently practiſe. | 


The way too how Cryſtals are cured 
confirms very much the foregoing Opi- 
nion; for as they are often got without. 
an enſuing Gonorrhea, ſo they are al- 
ways cured, without having any regard 
to it; which never could be done, if 
they were any Symptom of that Diſcaſe. 
All this will appear more fully, when 
the Cure of Cry/tallns is particularly 
conſidered. 


K 2 CHAP. 
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Of the Puiuosis and PERI / 
PHIMOS1S. 


IHE ͤNature of Shaukers and Cy. 
ſtallns being explained, we may 
ſoon be convinc'd that a Phimoſis and 
Heriphimoſis are more the immediate Ef- 
feet of Shankers and Cryſtallms on the 
Fore-skin, than of the Sharpneſs and 
Acrimony of the Running which pro- 
duced the Shankers, though ſome De- 
erce of thoſe Symptoms is really pro- 
duced by the Sharpneſs. For as the Phi- 
mus or Phimoſis is that Affection of the 
Fore- skin, whereby it is fo purſud on 
the Glaus, that it cannot be drawn back 
to uncover it; ſo when the Fore-skin 
choaks on the Neck of the Penis, and 
cannot return to cover the Glaus, it 
is called a Periphimoſis by * Paulis - 
gmeta.

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The Reaſon of theſe diſterent Affecti- 
ons will become perſpicuous, it we con- 
ſider what promotes and facilitates the 
Forc-skin paſſing caſily backwards or for- 
wards, when it is to cover and uncover the 
Glaus, and what the preſent Impediment 


may be. 


The Glands of the Nit were, foriner- 
ly, found to ſeparate a Mrcla? inotis Sub- 
ſtance that keeps it ſlippery, and con- 
duces to the Fore- kin patling bacxward 
and forward more caſily over it. Now 
when the Liquors of theſe Glands arc 
coagulated in any meaſure, and not di!- 
charged on the Nat, it becomes difficult 
for the Fore-skin to run over it; which 
Difficulty encreaſes by the Tumonrs 0: 
Shankers, that grow there; ſo chat ON 
their Account the Forc-skin is not {ly 
brought over the Nut, but choaks. © 
occaſions a Phimoſis, or Periphinrofes.

It is plain how the Showkers on the 
Glaus hinder the Fore-skin trom iipping 
over it, and the Han gens on the Fore- 
skin, as allo the C7 ſer. ins, thicken the 
1 cin and render i nb 
the Glaus, and there 


ſtopping before, or o 
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The PHIMOs1s, 


Glans, will be the Cauſe of a Phimoſis 
or Periphimoſis. Beſides, the Fore-skin 
not being a ſingle but a double Mem- 
brane, the inward doubling, which tou- 
ches the Penis, may be thickned, when 
the External remains unaffected; only it 
will lie in Pleats and Wrinkles upon the 
Glans while the inward choaks it. Thus 
its Thickneſs encreaſes by a new Afflus 
of Rumours, which comes by its choak- 
ing on the Part, and conduces to pro- 
duce a Phimoſis or Periphimaſis more 
powerfully. 


It will equally contribute to give us a 
lively Notion of a Phimoſis being occa- 
ſioned by the Dryneſs or Tu1mour's of the 
Glans, and to reconcile us to the Digreſ- 
ſion, that informs us of a Phimoſis, where 
there cannot be the leaſt Suſpicion of 
the Pox, or any Degrec of Venercal 
Sharpneſs. This Phimoſis was in a Calc 
of the Small-Pox, and it was ſo great as 
to hinder the Child from making Water 
for two Days. This Phimoſis happened 
in the time of the drying of che Small- 
Pox, and continued till the Scabs began 


co fall off.

and PERIPHIMOSIS. 


Nomen have a Phimofis in a Gomo 
rhea, and on ſundry other Occaſions. 
It was in theſe laſt Caſes of Women 
that we find it firſt mentioned; for their 
Phimoſis is, on any account, when the 
Entry into the Jug ina is thur up, fo that 
it docs not ſuffer any thing to pals into 
it. Afterwards, by Analogy, all Parts 

that are to open or to ſhut, being un- 
der a Difficulty of opening by a ſwelling 
of the Parts, taxe that Name. Hence 
it is that we hear of a Fhimoſis ot the 
Lips, Eye-lids, Anus, and Fore-skin, 3: 
well as one of the J"agna.

The CONCLUSION. 


Joy eu catch a Gonorrhœa 
ore eaſily than Women. The 
Difference berween a Fluor 
Albus aud a Gonorrioa, 


HE symptoms of a Gonorrhe&a 
being explain'd, and its Nature 
diſcovered in this Method of Reaſoning ; 
we find the Carſe of the Diſeaſe, and 


of irs Symptoms, to be the fame in Men 


and Women, as far as their Parts of Ge- 
neration can admit; which Account 
differs very widely from all others; for in 
theſe, different Hypotheſes are employ'd, 
for explaining the Gonorrhæa in cach 
of the Sexes; though they do not per- 
fectly well agree among racmſclves. The 
principal Regard in this Inquiry has 
been had to Men; though the Particu- 
lars in the Gonorrha of Women have 
been fo fully conſider d; that, by caſy 
Changes, whatever has been ſhewn con- 

cerning

cerning the Gono7rhea in Men may ealily 
be accommodated to that in Women, 
So that we might, next after this Theory, 
proceed to the Cure of the Diſcaſe in 
both Sexes; were it not firſt neceſſary to 
conſider two Cates, we have not hither- 
to found the proper Opportunity of cxa- 
mining. One is, The notable Difference 
We fi ad of Men being more readily mfected 
with «a GoNORRHOE A than omen. 
The other, n it is ſo difficult to deter- 
mine, whether Women have the Whutcs 
or a Gonorrlices: 


As to the hrſt; 3 We find by Experience. 
that few Men cicape the Contagion that 
have any Commerce with an "Infected 
Woman; notwithſtanding of the very 


inconſiderable Quantity they receive of 


the Infection On the other hand, Wo- 
men receive vaily more Contagion, yct 
often eſcape clear from being infected 
with a Gonorrhea. 


This Paradox will ſoon vaniſh; it we 
conſider, that the Contagious Liquor is 
convey d from a Man, blended with an- 
other Liquor in a Qanrity far cx 2 
the Poiſon convey'd along with ir: As 
allo; that the Liquor, with wi _ the 

nta- 
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Contagion is mix'd, is very ſoft and viſ- 
cid ; fit to ſheath and entangle the ſharp 
Parts of the Running. And theretore 
the ſharp contagious Parts may be ſo 
blunted in the other Liquor, as altoge- 
ther to defeat its ordinary Effects; eſpe- 
cially in the time they both remain in 
the Vagina: So that the ſharp Liquor 
cannot ſtimulate the Lacunæ, or infect 
the Liquour which naturally flows out of 
them; both becauſe its Quality is chan- 
ged, and its Stay is very ſhort in the Va- 


gina. It is then very manifeſt, how an 


Infected Man may have Commerce with 
a ſound Woman, without her ever ſha- 
ring in his Infection; whereas a Man, 
receiving the ſmalleſt Quantity of this 
acrimonious Stuff, is caſily infected; it 
being communicated in all its Force, 


without any Mixture, and meets with 


ſo much Moiſture only, in his Lacung, as 
is more fit to diſſolve and propagate the 
contagious Salts, than to prevent their 
Infecting. 


This Reaſon perfectly well explains 
to us, why ſome Women do not en- 
tertain the Infection, if they receive it 
when they have their Menſtrua ; for the 


Blood flowing from about the Botton: 
NES of 


Men ſooner [ufefted. 


of the Womb, not only ſheaths, bur 
waſhes and diſſolves, this acrimonious 
Corruption, and carries it along with it 
ſelf, as it flows out of the Body. This 
Prevention is ſtill more powerful, that a 
freſh Supply of Blood is always renewing 
in the Vagina, and is conſtantly flowing 
out of it De four, five, or more Days ; 
and, is on that account, a very proper 
Means to hinder the Contagion of a Go- 
norrhea from taking Placc. 


The Operation of ſuch ſoft and en- 
tangling Liquors cannot beget in us any 
Difficulty in apprehending cheir Ellect, 
for preventing the ſharp Parts of a Run- 


ning, from infefting the Liquor of any 


Parr, or from ſtimulating the Part itſelt; 
when we reflect, that {uch Effects arc 
not uncommon in our daily Experience, 
and that unſate Quantitics ot C o/rue 
Spirits, or Oils, are made not only fate but 
uſctul, by blending them with Mucilages, 
ſoft Oils, or the like entangling Subſtan- 
ces. And therefore we may catily un- 
derſtand, how the Effect of an acrimo- 
nious Liquor in the Gonorrhea is de- 
teated by Seed. or menſtr u Rlood. 


The 
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The next Difficulty that remains to be 
explained, is to find out the Ditterence 
between the Fluor Albus in Women, and 
their Gonorrhæa: As allo, by what 
Marks they may be known; ſince hither- 
to ſuch Signs, as can ſhew this Difference, 
are ſtill wanting. For the Humour that 
flows in the I/hites is thick, white, yel- 
low, and ſometimes green, often exciting 
a Heat of Urine: All which being Marks 
of the Matter of a Gonorr hea, make the 
CharaQeriſtick of the Whrtes more hard- 
ly to be found. 


Bagliviò pretends that the Fluor Al- 
bus is caly to be known in time of Men- 
ſtruating, becauſe ir diſappears, and is 
intimately mixed with the Blood; which 
he ſays is otherwiſe when Women have 
a Gonorrhea, the Running then ap- 
pcaring ſeparately in the time of their 
Courſes. But as this Obſervation is really 
tcigned, and alrogether inconſiſtent with 
daily Experience, and the Nature of the 
thing, it does not require our farther 
Conſideration; for how ſhould two Li- 


quors, that eaſily mix, paſs flowly in che

ſame compreſs'd Canal, and yet keep . 
funder and flow ſeparately; which Ob- 
ſervation alone ſhevws the Groundleſſneſs 
of this Suppolition. 


After all; upon due Conſideration, it 
will be found; that chere are not any 
Marks in the flowing Liquors, or any 
that can be drawn from the Seat and 
Jorrr ce of the Effinx, to be diſcover'd, 
which can point out the Difference in 
theſe two Diſeaſes. As to the Matter it is 
the fame with the Liquor of the Lacuna 
diſcharged in a greater Abundance. The 
Colours of this Matter were already ob- 
ſerved to be the ſame; ſo neither rhe 
Place from whence this Liquor flows, 
nor its Colour, afford the Diſtinction 
which has been ſo long, but varmly ex- 
pected from them. Yer as the Tu Al- 
bus, and all its Symptoms, are the Ef- 
fects of Cauſes that are within a Wo- 
man herſelf, and the Gonorrhea is pro- 
duced by Caulcs extrinſecal to her, that 
ſtimulate the Lacuna, and can poiſon 
their Streams; thele diſtinguiſhing Marks 
are only to be collected from the Man- 
ner of their being produced. 


This 


og 
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This Account agrees perfectly well 
with our conſtant Experience. For after 
the Colour and Acrimony of a Gonorrhea 
are cured in Women, there remains very 
commonly an Effiux of a white, thick 
Liquor, not to be diſtinguiſhed from the 
IWhites when they are an eſſential Di- 
ſeaſe; and, upon this Appearance, mer- 
cenary Clap-curers leave Women to be 
help'd by the proper Methods of that 
Diſcaſe, exacting their Reward of having 
cured their Gonorrhea ; though this Ef- 
flux is as much a Part of the Diſcaſe as 
any other we can aflign. 


Both theſe Obſervations are ſtill more 
obvious, from what we formerly men- 
tioned in treating of the Gonorrhea in 
Men; for in their Cafe, the Colours of 
the Running, and Heat of Urine being 
abated, the white Running, or a Run- 
ning without Virulence (as we always 
term it) conſtantly appears; yet theſe 
Authors never attribute the Whites to 
Men, which they might as juſtly do, as 
to Women, on this Occaſion. And there- 
fore as all the Symptoms in a Gonorrhea 
and Fluor Albus of Women are ſo much 
alike, (whateycr their Effects may be 

when 
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when improperly cured) they do not 
afford any Pathognomonical Sign, which 
can be taken from the Place of the Run- 
ning, or from the Difference of its Co- 
lour; but all Signs are prudential Col- 
lections only; unleſs the Running be at- 
tended with SHanbers, or other Symp- 
toms, peculiar to a Gonorr hæa.

N we have endcavoured 
in the former Part of this 
Diſcourle, to deduce the 
= Seat and Nature of a Go- 
norrhea trom its Symp- 


roms; without cngaging in any of thc 
Wk / Heor's ies or Fiypotheſes received at this 
time; ſo my preſent Endeavour ſhall be. 
to draw the Method of Cure from the 


. Narurc 
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Nature of the Diſeaſe thus diſcover'd. 
This Method muſt neceſſarily prove the 
moſt genuine and ſatisfactory; becauſe 
it proceeds from the Eſſence of the Di- 
ſeaſe; whereas all former Methods of 
curing, have not any Foundation cither 
in Reaſon, or in Experience. 


By the foreg 
formed, That the real and true Carſe 
of a Gonorrhoea is 4 Corruption of the 
natural Liquor, ſeparated from the Blood 
and contained in the Lacung, the Sharp- 
neſs of which Corruption ſtimulates the 
Lacunæ, and excites the Running : As 
allo, that a Gonorrhœa 41ill run off in 
time, or may cure of itſelf, if the Qnan- 
tity of the Effiux is greater than the 
Power of Corrupiing : Moreover, as the 
ſtimulating Power occaſions rhe Dil- 
charge into the Urethra ; the Pox can- 
not enſue in time of a Running, and not 
till it is check'd by improper Medicines. 
And therefore the Cure of a Gonorrhea 
muſt be obtain'd by deſtroying the Cor- 
ruption in this natural Liquor ;. or by 
helping it to rum off in the way it ſome— 
times does, when the Diſeaſe cures of it 
ſelf. The firſt of theſe cannot be done 
by any known Merhod; and the Medi-

going Inquiry we are in- Heu 4 Co- 
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cines in preſent uſe can only anſwer the 
ſecond Purpoſe, of running oft the Stock 
of Corruption. The Medicines executing 
this Intention of Curing have been at- 
rended with great Uncertainty and Dan- 
ger; becauſe Phyſicians are not ſufficient- 
ly apprized of the propereſt Ways of 
uſing them. Ir is to this Unskilfulneſs all 
our Diſappointments in Curing are ow- 
ing; and that the Symptoms are very 
often exaſperated, the Gonorrhea being 
attended with great Pain, Inflammations, 
and other very grievous Symptoms. And 
therefore in purſuit of the foregoing rea- 
ſonable Indications, I ſhall diſcover the 
moſt direct and moſt proper Methods of 
Curing; by ſtating the Conditions, and 
Circumſtances, of the Diſeaſe, when every 
kind of Medicine becomes moſt proper, 


and may be given to the greateſt Ad- 
vantage. 


The Method Medicines to deſtroy the Sharpnels of 


by deſtroying 
the Sharpneſs 
poſlible, 


the Corruption, or the Mcthods of curing 
on the firſt Indication, are altogether new ; 


nor could it otherwiſe be, Phyſicians be- 
ing altogether Strangers to the Mat- 
ter of a Gonorrhea ; and ſtill more to 
the Place from whence it flow'd; their 
Hypotheſes were but a Gueſs, and rather

ied them into a Belict of the Impoſſibi- 
lity of ſuch a Method, than to inform 
them in any true Practice, But as we 
are now convinced that the running Li- 
quor comes from the Lacmmæ, which 
are at hand; who can deny, that a Li- 
quor injected into the Urethra, may at- 
fect the flowing Matter in the Lacunæ, 
and may there deſtroy the Corruption, 
and the Running with it :

695 Injections is a very convincing 
roof, that the Place of the Running 
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may be afſected by Injections; and there- ion 


fore when cunning Practitioners rea- 
ſon againſt uſing Injections, they ſeem 
more inclined to frighten their Patients 
than to conſult their Health, their own Ex- 
perience demonſtrating the Power of In- 
jections; and the great Caution ſhould be, 
againſt improper Injections only; which 
have been known to occaſion the Lues, 
and pernicious Effects of many Kinds: But 
not to add knayiſh Pretences to their 
own ill Practice; as if no proper and 
uſeful Injection could poſſibly be deviſed. 
Now Reaſon, and Experierice, aſſuring us 
that a Gonorrhea may be well cured by 
Imiections, Phyſicians will be careful, how 

LS they 
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they expoſe their Veracity and Honour 
by denying what is thus reaſonable and 
poſſible; bur eſpecially when either the 
Materials of an Injection are propoſed to 
our Reaſon; or the Succeſs has ſhewn 
the Trurh of a fate and proper Injection. 
And therefore, as I have given many more 
Experiences than are nceſſary to eſtabliſh 
the Fact and Certainty of an Injection 
that will cure a Gonorrhea, it is not 
neceſſary to inſiſt upon a Matter ſo ma- 
nifeſt and well known, till ſome real Ob- 
jections can be offer d in Oppoſition to it. 


Moreover, as the Matter of a Gonor- 
rhea is the corrupted Liquor of the La- 
came ; Which Matter never mixing with 
the Blood, bur diſcharging from the La- 
came, while there is neither any Admi- 
niſtration of Medicines, nor of ſuch 
as are manifeſtly hurtful; it neceſſarily 
follows, that the corrupted Liquor may 
be diſcharg d of its Corruption in the La- 
cunæ: Which Method is very direct for 
curing a Gonorrhuea. 


We muſt confeſs, that a Method by 
internal Medicines can never be fo cer- 
tain as that by Injections; nor is the Safe- 
ty fo manitcſt during the Cure; for 1 

mu 
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muſt afterwards appcar, how good, and 
how unhappy the Succeſs of it proves: 
Whereas the Practice by Injections may 
always be manag'd with the greateſt 
Certainty, and Succeſs. 


But, in judging of the Sufficiency f 
1 2 


this new, but direct, Method of Curi 

the principal Conſideration is about its 
Efficacy, Safety, and the Time wherein 
we are cured, which is better anſwer'd in 
this Method than any other; for a Go- 
norrhea terminates much the ſooneſt 
this Way, and Women are as ſoon cured 
as Men, which never is in the other 
Ways of curing; nay, Women are very 
ſeldom cured in any other Method; as 
the laſting Running, without Virulence, 
ſufficiently proves, their Gonorrhea rarely 
ſubmitting to the common Methods of 


Cure. 


This Efficacy of a proper Injection is 
conſpicuous in any time of a Gonorrhea 
and the Quantity of Running never in- 
creaſes after the firſt uſing it; ſo much 
is the Sharpneſs blunted in a little time: 
And therefore the Practice of the Injec- 
tion being in the Days of the Encreaſc, 
or in the Beginning, the Cure will be 

. L 3 che 
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the quicker; if the Liquor of the Lacunæ 
is not thicker than natural, there being 
commonly a {maller Quantity of Cor- 
ruption to be ſubdued than after the 
Quantity is greater; whereas, the _ 
tity of Running mult always encreale by 


the Practice of Dinretical or Purgimng 


Medicines in order to the Cure. For 
Diureticks do not act by correcting the 
Corruption, nor do they excite the Run- 
ning, and the Gonorrhea only encreaſes 
by the Sharpneſs of its Matter, as we may 
be now convinced; and purging Medi- 
cines add their Himulus to that of the 
Running whereby the Quantity of the 
Running is vaſtly encreaſed. The different 
Operation by the Medicines of both Me- 
thods are very conſiderable; the one cor- 
recting and ſubduing the Corruption, the 
other promoting the Running off of the 
Corruption; both which make Aſtringent 
Medicines neceſſary ; which otherwiſe ne- 
ver ſhould be wanted ina right Method of 


Curc. 


But the Method by Injections is not 
only the moſt ſpeedy and effectual, but 
is likewiſe the moſt ſafe, as is evident 
hy moderating the Symptoms in time of 
the Cure, and the Conſequences after a 

Gonor < 
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Gmorrhea is cured; for in this direc! 
Method, by Injections, the Sharpnels is 
deſtroy'd, and conſequently all the Symp- 
roms which flow from the Sharpnels; 
but in the indirect Methods the Sharpnels 
is augmented, and the Symptoms with 
it; purging Medicines adding to the 
Sharpneſs, and Diuretical Medicines 
taking off the Defence againſt the Sharp- 
neſs; in both which Caſes the Cording 
Pain, Heat of Urine, and other men- 
tioned Symptoms are unavoidable, but are 
never feen in the direct Method; and 
the greateſt Heat of Urine is taken off 
in twelve or twenty four Hours, which 
often reſiſt the beſt Medicines that can 
allay theſe Symptoms, which are very 
common in all other Methods. 


If we further conſider the Safety of 
any Perſon cured of a Gonorrhea, this 
is better provided for by the Method 
of proper Injections, than by any other; 
the Deſign of this being to deſtroy the 
Sharonell and never to endeavour a 
Stoppage any way, otherwiſe than by 
ſubduing the Cauſe of it; ſo that air 
Ixregularity in Life, and the Greatnels of 
Corruption, may poſſibly make a longer 

3 Cure; 
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Cure; but never an unſafe one. On the 
other hand, Errors in living, and untime- 
ly Aſſiſtance from aſtringent, and balſa- 
mical, Medicines are too commonly the 
Cauſes of the ill Succeſs we find attends 
the Practice of a Gonorrhea. And there- 
fore as there is no Competition lies be- 
tween the Directneſs and Succeſs of both 
Methods, our Endcavours ought all to 
be employed, about the moſt effectual 
Injection, invented on the foregoing Prin- 
Ciples of a Gong rhea. 


But when we would determine abour 
the ſafeſt Method of curing a Gonorrhaea, 
great Care mult be talen, that we judge 
fairly between both Pretences; one 
cured by an mjcction is not to be fright- 
en'd for Lite, and another aſſured of his 
Safety, ſoon atter being cured in the o- 
ther Methods. Let the times be the 
fame; and becauſe modern Authors men- 
tioned no time, wherein we may reckon 
ſecurely of our Cure; we may imagine 
that the Blood is corrupted by an unſuc- 
ceſsful Practice in the like time it was 
formerly found to be corrupted, under 
the Practices of theſe times. In that 
Calc let us follow the Rule of the learned 


HV aca- 


Diref& Cure. 


Fracaſtorius, which well agrees with Ex- 
pericnce. : 


In primis mirum illud erat, quod labe receptà, 
Sepe tamen quater ipſa ſuum compleverat orlem 
Luna prius, quam ſigna ſatis manifeſia darentur. 


Thus we may ſafely conclude, as far as 
Experience can ſupport us, that a Go- 
norrhea will never be attended with ill 
Conſequences after it has diſappeared 
four Months, and that no Sign of the 
Pox has appeared in that time. 


The direct way of curing a Gonor- 
rh&a, by deſtroying its Acrimony, being 
conſider'd, we are led a Step farther; 
which is to believe, that a Medicine, 
which deſtroys the greateſt Quantiry of 
Corruption, will more eaſily deſtroy the 
leaſt; or, which is the ſame, that a pro- 
per Injection is able to deſtroy the Cauſe 
of a Gonorrhæa when it is firſt commu- 
nicated, and does really cure it before 
its Appearance, and is, in a proper Senſe, 


a preventing Medicine. 


This Effect, or the curing of a Go- 
norrhæa when it firſt appears, without 
encreaſing its Quantity, cannot be ex- 
pected from any other Methods; ey 

neceſ- 
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neceſſarily encreaſing the Quantity to- 
wards a Cure; as was formerly ſhewn, and 
a ſpeedy Stoppage by them is an unayoid- 
able Cauſe of the Pox. 


Through the Courſe of this Argu- 
ment, it well deſerves our Obſervation; 
that as the J/httes, and Gonorrhea, were 
found to be much alike in the foregoing 
Theory, ſo we find that they may be 
cured with the fame Injection; which 
Obſervation renders the Theory perfect, 
and ſhews the Genuinels of the Method 
of curing a Gonorrhea, and as both of 
them are produced by a like Corruption 
of the ſame Liquor; ſo they both admit 
of the ſame Cure: a double Proof of the 
mentioned Propoſition of the Nature of 
the Whites, and of the Gonorrhea ; and 
of the Directneſs of the Cure by Injec- 
tions; eſpecially, that the Indirect Me- 
thod of a Gonorrhæa is of no Uſe in the 
Cure of the Fluor Albus.

The indirect Method by mcrea- 
ſing the Running. 


| HE ſecond Indication of Curing, 
ariſing from the foregoing Theory 

of a Gonorrhea, is to excite the Run. 
ning, which being greater than the Cor- 
rupting Power, the Liquor of the La- 
cunæ is left clear in length of time, and 
ſtops without any other Help; if the 
Diameters of the Lacunæ are not en- 
larged by raiſing too great a Diſcharge 
of their Liquor. And therefore, as the 
deſtroying the Corruption, or the running 
off the corrupted Matter, or the doing both 
of theſe together, bcing the only poſlible 
Means whereby we can cure a Gonor- 
rhea ; we muſt next endeayour to diſ- 
cover, how far the Medicines, recom- 
mended to us from Experience, can an- 
{wer theſe purpoſes; becauſe theſe Me- 
dicines are the beſt, and moſt to be de- 
pended on, that produce their healing 
Effects with the fewelt ill . in 
their 
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their Operation. By this Method of 
Inquiry the Propriety of every Medicine 
may be found; and we may become ap- 


priſed of the beſt Medicines, with the 
beſt way of uſing them. 


But before we proceed, it will be 
very agrceable to know the Reaſons that 
firſt induced Phyſicians ro employ the 
Medicines, we find to have been ad- 
miniſtred; eſpecially, that we common- 
ly believe rheſe Medicines to have been 
invented in this, or the laſt Age; and 
that they were unknown in more early 
times: And therefore I will firſt relate 
the Grounds on which ancicnt Phy- 
ſicians founded their Practice of Pur- 
ging, Diuretick, Aſtringent, and Balſa- 
mick Medicines ; and I ſhall next relate 
the Pretences of later Phyſicians who 
purſue the ſame Method, with the fame, 
or the like, Medicines of former Phyſi- 
cians; without making an Improvement 
upon them, or adminiſtring them in a 
more rational way. Thereafter, I ſhall 
ſhow the Propriety of each Method, 
and Ad-niniſtration; for thereby they 
may be prattiſed to the greateſt Advan- 
tage, and to the beſt Purpoſes. 


The 


Indireft Cure. 


The Cure of a Gonorrhea is a lit- 
tle obſcurely mentioned by Bernardi- 
nus Tomitanus, more clearly by Pro- 
Jper Borgarutius; whoſhews us the Miſ- 
ortunes attending dH and ſtypticł 
Medicines. It is plain, that this Author 
had the Corruption of Seed in his view, 
the ſuppoſed Cauſe of a Gonorrhea down 
from Antonius Muſa, as I formerly ob- 
ſerved; and therctore he recommended 
cooling the Seed and Seminal Veſſels, 
warning us againſt Aſtringent Medicines, 
in the beginning eſpecially. He thinks 
the beſt way of preparing theſe cooling 
Medicines is with Guaiacnm and Jarſa- 
parilla ; both which Medicines he uſes, 
imagining the Gonorrhe&a to be a Symp- 
tom of the Pox. 


Borgarutius thinks the Medicines, re- 
commended by Galen, Aetins, and o- 
ther ancient Phyſicians for the Cure of 
a ſimple Gonorrhea, are of great uic in 
the Cure of this Virulent Gonorrhua ; 
which were properly ſuggeſted from the 
falſe Notion he had of rhe Diſeaſe, tho? 


they are continued to this Day; that we 
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we do not entertain any ſuch Opinion; 
as we ſhall hereafter oblerve: a maniteſt 
Proof, that the Phyſicians of later Times 
practiſed empyrically with Medicines 
invented on falſe Notions of the Di- 
ſcaſe. 


Purging Medicines are recommended 
by the foremention'd Phyſician for the 
Cure of a Gonorrhæa, more eſpecially 
Caſſia, that being eſteemed a great Spe- 
cifick for all Diſeaſes of the Kidne)s and 
Seminal Veſſels, among which he reck- 
ons a Gonorrhea ; and indeed he ſo much 
recommends this its Specifical Quality, 
that it happens to be the only purging 
Medicine he makes uſe of, and is ſacred- 
ly ſtuck to by our modern Inventors; 
Borgarutius gives the Caſſia in a ſmall 
Quantity, on purpoſe that it ſhould not 
work off, but that ir ſhould have time 
to exerciſe its ſpecifick Quality, in cleanſ- 
ing the Reines or Kidneys: And I doubt 
whether the Philoſophy of later Pra- 
ctitioners is much better, though they do 
not believe that the corrupted Matter 
flows from the mention'd Parts. Our 
Author proceeds further; and recom- 
mends Aſtringent Medicines to be given 
after Caſſia, when the Running has con- 

tinued

tinued a long time; and the modern 
Cures have not added to his Rules. 


* Alexander Trajanus Petronius as ex- 
preſſly relates his own Method as any 
Phyſician can do. We ought to uſe, lays 
he, cleanſing and laxative Medicines, and 
fuch as are moderately cooling, but eſpe- 
cially Caſſia, which cleanſes the Blad- 
der and Kidneys, and is likewiſc Purga- 
tive. Vet diſcourſing afterwards of the 
Cure of an obſtinateGonorrhea, he founds 
his Practice on this his Opinion, Aut 
enim, ſays he, ſemine vitiato, & parti- 
bus calidad intemperie male affects gig ni- 
tur, aut omni vitio ſeminis amoto, & par- 
tibus omnibus præter glandulas, quæ 
Sdeg di rci dicuntur ad integritatem re- 
ductis nihilominus perſeverat, tanquam 
ſemen per ulcera que in his pe rr ad- 
huc aperta manent non exire non poſſit ; 
and having given the Signs common to 
both Caſes, (which are truly the Symp- 
toms of a Gonorrhea) he adds, that the 
chief Indication is to be taken from the 
Ulcers of the Proſtate; bur leſt any 
Confuſion ſhould ariſe in purſuing the 
Practice, with regard to theſe Symptoms; 


— 
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he firſt endeavours to give the common 
Indications, and next thoſe that are more 
particular. In conſequence of theſe In- 
dications, he ſays; we are firſt to abate 
the Inflammation, then to aſſwage the 
Pain; and that we may make the Heat of 
Urine more caſy, we arc often to give a 


' Purge, or provoke Urine ; that all the 


Corruption may be carry'doft by them. 


Theſe being the Intentions of ancient 
Phyſicians, and theſe Foundations they 
were raiſed upon; we mult confeſs, that 
there is more good Senſe and Deſign in 
their Practice, than when this very Me- 
thod is follow'd, and theſe very Medicines 
adminiſtred by modern Phyſicians; who, 
inſtead of a ſober Analogy, obtrude 
upon us romantick Accounts, far leſs 
inſtructed than the former. I ſhall add 
an Inſtance of this falſe Philoſophy, from 
one of the beſt of theſe Authors; be- 
cauſe all others have borrowed from 
him

the Canſe by throuing out the Venereal 
Impurity, and to put a Hop to its pene- 
iratmg farther ; and becaulc the dan- 

erous Corruption could not arrive to 
0 great a Degree but by an znuiſual 
Fermentation, Fervency, and Iuflanumu- 
tion in the Spermaiuh Yeſſels, as lic 
ſpeaks, he therefore thinks 21 no leſs ne- 
ceſſary to endeavoir to remove this Hu- 
prom than to remove the Cauſe. Thele 
Indications are again repeated and mote 
exprefly, when he lays, Þ zt ig therefore 
neceſſary to promote the Effect of Diu- 
retick, by purging, Medicines. Bur when 
we judge the Impurity is ſufficiently 
thrown off; then, I ſuppoſe it is time 
+ to put a Stop to the Flux by ASTRIN- 
GENTS aud DESICCATIVES, Hal the 
relaxed Parts may be contiatted, and 
the Relicks of the Venerea! Matten ab- 


ſorbed, and that no time may be given to 


the Venereal Acids to cut and guate them. I 
am not at preſent bound to examine Mon!. 
de Blegnys Philoſophy, nor ſhall 1 long 
inſiſt upon a needleſs Compariſon berween 
the Indications and Methods of Cure laid 
down by him, and ancient Phyſicians, 
they being manifeſtly rhe ſame ; tor 
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where is there any Difterence between 
throwing off the Corruption by Purg- 
ing Medicines, ſo much recommended 
by both ancient and modern Phyſicians, 
and the Carrying it oft by Line by the 
Help of Dinretical Medicines approved 
by both? Does Caſſia difler from it ſelf by 
being chiefly depended on by Tyajanus, 
and the Moderns? Or do cooling, aſtrin- 


gent, and balſamical Medicines differ by 


being preſcribed by ancient and modern 
Phyſicians? If they do nor, but were 
given with the fame Deſign by both 
Phyſicians; then the Intentions of Cu- 
ring, and the Medicines, ate the ſame 
in both Ages of Phyſicx. We muſt ac- 
knowledge, there is more of Contrivance, 
and Reaſon appears in the Practice of 
the Ancicnts, than in that of the Mo- 
derns; it bcing more conformable to the 
Notions and Opinions both of them 
had formed of a Gonorrhea; whereas 
modern Phyſicians purſue the ſame Pra- 
ctice with theſe other, without any juſt 
Foundation; great Evidence of their fol- 
lowing this Traditional Method; and, 
in Length of Time, forgetting the De- 
ſigns it firſt began upon. Bur, if we 
diſcover the falſe Principles whereon the 
preſent Practice is founded, the Medi- 


cines 
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cines recommended by Petronius and 
Tomitanus have a great Appearance of 
being uſeful, in the Cure of a Gonor- 
rhea; for there is nor any fairer Pre- 
tence than the throwing off a malignant 
Humour by purging, or diuretical, Medi- 
cines; and it theſe Phyſicians could have 
adminiſtred them in their proper Cir- 
cumſtances, there had nothing been left 
to their Succeſſors, beſides a judicious ad- 
miniſtring them; according to the Rules, 
and Obſervations left them by preceding 
Phyſicians. Bur as we find the modern 
Phyſicians have not remedy'd the De- 
fects of their Predeceſſors; and that their 
Methods fail, and are ſometimes hurttul 
becauſe of Phylicians adminiſtring them 
without Reaſon and Experience; our 
next Endeavour is to find how, and on 
what account, purging, diuretick, and 
other Medicines are proper in the Cure 
of a Gonorrhea; then we ſhall know, 
how they come to be defective or hurt- 
tul. 

Now as Ant. Muſa Braſavolus is 
the firſt Author that expreſly men- 
tions the Gonorrhea; and Borgarutt- 
us, Tomitanus, and Petronius firſt gave 
us the Methods of Curing it; it is 
very ſurprizing to find Dr. Feind at- 
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firming, that they writ ver) little New 
or Material, and that they gave a more 
unſatisfactory Account of every Thing, 
than their Predeceſſors. Vet, we find 
nothing of a Gonorrhæa among the 
Predeceſlors of the mentioned Phyſi- 
cians, and far leſs could we expect from 
them, any thing concerning its Cure: 
While their Methods have not received 
any Improvement, even from the Phyſi- 
cians, that ſucceeded them. The great 
Eſteem modern Phyſicians had of the 
Authors the Doctor mentions with ſo 
great Contempt, is ſufficiently manifeſt, 
by their adopting many Preſcriptions, 
of Petronius eſpecially, into every Diſ- 
penſatory in Europe; and which have 
their Place ſtill in the greateſt Number 
of them to this very Time: So great a 


Regard had they to the Compotitions 


of the Men Freind preſumes to diſpa- 
rage. The Arguments offer'd againſt 
the good Opinion of all Phyſicians are 
very ſingular, and of no Weight with 
any . 0 of common Senſc. 


Braſavolus is repreſented to know 
nothing of a Gonorrhæa; becauſe he 
finds it with every Symptom of the 
Lues. Petronius has writ nothing New 

3 or 
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& Material; becauſe he puts the Que- 
ſtion whether the Venercal Diſcaſe is 4 
Diſtemper, or no; h. e. whether it be 
a new Diſeaſe? and whether it is a Di- 
ſeaſe, or its Symptom? Whatever may 
be the Importance of the Queſtions (as 
they are very proper) they do not bar 
his Inventions that every Body has fol- 
lowed fince that Time. This is a very 
new Manner of Argument, adapted to 


our own Times, and the Meridian of 


London; but that are moſt impertinent, 
in every other Account. 


Dr. Freind intends to ſhow great 
Judgment in obſerving, that he only 
thing untouch'd by others, is the Treat- 
ment of a Gleet, and that a virulent 
one; which ſometimes remains after all 
Methods of Cure, EVEN of A SAL1- 
VATION, have been ity d. But had the 
Doctor any Notion of a Gleet, or any 
Experience of its Practice, he would 
have known that a Salivation is not a 
proper Method for curing it; and as 4 
Gleet is the true Creatine of the Curer, 
not a Symptom of the Diſcaſc, but the 
Conſequence of an ill Method of curing 


it, he could not expect any ſuch Ac- 
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count from Borgarutius, or Petronius, 
eſpecially while the Cure of a Gonor- 
rhwa was left to Nature, or that it was 
managed by Caſſia; and that becauſe 
no ſuch Sympton could happen in ei- 
ther of theſe Caſes.

Of Purging Medicines for Curing 
a GONORRHOFA, and ſome 


of the beſt approved Forms. 


E have formerly ſcen by what 
Analogies, and other Views, 
Phyſicians firſt gave Purging, and Diu- 
retick, Medicines, after their endeavour- 
ing to aſſwage the Cording Pain, and 
to remove the Heat and Uneaſmeſs 
in making Water. But as thele Me- 
thods are often ineffectual, and ſome- 
times

times unſafe; becauſe their true Uſe is 
alrogether unknown, we muſt endca- 
your to diſcover how purging Medi- 
cines cure a Gonorrhea : How far it 
may be removed by excicing an cxtra- 
ordinary Quantity of Urine ; that we 
may not reſt contented in a general 
Phraſe of carrying off the Diſcaſe, by 
them. For if we can diſcover the Pro- 
perty of hin ging and diuretich Medi- 
cines, whereby they cure a Gomorrha, 
we ſhall then be able to adminiſter them 
to the greateſt Advantage, and to avoid 
the increaſing of Symptoms by them, or 
their having worſe Effects. Bor gafutius 
was ſoon able to inform us of the Dan- 
gers of Aſtringent, and of Drying Me- 
dicines; but we have been left to grope 


our Way, for avoiding the ill Effects of 


purging, and of diuretick Medicines : 
which arc at preſent to be cxanuned, 


It is well known, that purging Medi- 
cines make an extraordinary Diſcharge 
from the Blood into the Guts; and that 
they are, likewiſe, endued with a ſtimu- 
lating Power, very obvious in Inflam- 
mations of the Iuteſtines, and of other 
Parts of che Body. Now it being the 
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peculiar, and principal, Uſe of reaſon- 
ing in Phytick, to remove ſuch Difhcul- 
ries as occur in the Practice of Diſeaſes: 
So we muſt find, by which of theſe 
aorable Qualities, of purging Medicines, 
the corrupred Matter of the Gonor- 


he is affected, and cleared of its Cor- 
ruption. 


The Liquor of the Lacuna, which is 
:orrupred, is ſhut up from any Com- 
munication wich the Blood; otherwiſe 
than that the mentioned Liquor is, in 
Purity, ſeparated from it; and as no 
Power of a purging Medicinc can change 
this Liquor; conſequently, the corrupted 
State of it cannot be altered by a pur- 
ging Medicine. On the other Hand, the 
Stimulus of the corrupted Liquor bein 
the Cauſe of its greater Diſcharge; [ 
che Stimulus of a purging Medicine, be- 
ing ſuperadded to that of the corrupted 
Liquor, muſt ſtill occaſion a greater Diſ- 
charge of it, without adding any thing 
to corrupt it. And therefore purging 
Medicines affecting the Blood, their $77- 
mulus is conycy'd to the Liquor of the 
Lacunæ, together with the conſtant Sup- 
ply made to it from the Blood. Now 


the 
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the Stimulus of a purging Medicine be- 
ing in the Lacuna, diſtracts often and 
contracts that Part, or occaſions a great 


Diſcharge of its Liquor. 


But a greater Diſcharge being made, 
than that by the Sharpneſs of the corrupt- 
ed Liquor itſelf, the Diſcharge will be 
vaſtly diſproportionable to the Power of 
corrupting, H. e. the corrupted Liquor 
will be fatter diſcharged, than it can cor- 
rupt the pure Liquor ſeparated, into the 
Lacunc, from the Blood: And conſe- 
quently, the Liquor of the Lacunæ muſt 
in a little Time be left void of Corrup- 
tion; or the Gonorrhea, which ſubſiſts 
in that corrupted Liquor, muſt be cur'd; 


and that by purging Medicines. 


This is the true Deſign of giving a 
purging Medicine for the Cure of a Go- 
norrhea ; which is always cured after 
the mentioned Manner, whatever falſe 
Views Phyſicians had when they admi- 
niſtred them; and for the Want of know- 
ing the Operation of purging Medicines, 
in the Cure of a Gonorrhea, proceed 
all the bad Effects that have been known 
to attend chern. For if purging Medi- 
cines are either adminiſtred in improper 

Does, 
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Doſes, on the general Notion of carry- 
ing off the Diſcaſe; or if improper Kinds 
of them are ordered, a Multitude of 
grievous Symptoms muſt enſue; as we 
daily experience. Do not the Heat of 
Urine, the Cording Pain, and the grear 
Inflammation of the Parts, proceed from 
the Sharpneſs of the Running; if then 
ſharper Parts of ſome purging Medicines, 
commonly made uſe of among later Pra- 
ctitioners, are added to the mentioned 
Sharpneſs of the corrupted Liquor, a 
greater Heat, a more painful Cording, 
&c. mult neceſſarily follow, as will at- 
terwards be found. And therefore a 
promiſcuous Uſe of Purging Medicines 
muſt not be admitted. 


Such Misfortunes, ſometimes from 
Caſſia itſelf, might occaſion Petronius 
to adviſe the Cure of a Gonorrhea to 
begin with Medicines that afſwage Pain, 
and eaſe the Heat of Urine; but then 
they were ſo far from curing it (as ma- 
ny Practitioners among the French ima- 
vine) that the Gonorrhea muſt after- 
wards be cur'd with purging, or diure- 
tick Medicines. Indeed the Miſtakes 
committed by the Practice of the Medi- 


cines, we now conſider, ocealion a great 
Number 


Purgins Medicines. 
Number of grievous Symptoms, and ex- 
aſperate others: But by the toregoing 
Account, given of their Operation, it is 
very plain what Sorts of purging Medi- 
cines ought to be adminiſtred, and what 
ought to be their Doſes, in order to 
obtain the defir'd End of giving them. 
And as purging Medicines are the moſt 
uſeful of any, recommended for the Cure 
of a Gonorrhea; it will be very neceſ- 
ſary to give ſome Forms of them, and 
of theſe more eſpecially that come re- 
commended from practical Authors : be- 
cauſe they may both aſſiſt the Practice 
of ſome, and preſerve the Hiſtory of the 
Practice of the Diſeaſe to others.

S a general Notion, of carrying oft 
Malignity, induced Phyſicians to 

make uſe of Purging Medicines for the 
Cure of a Gonorrhea; ſo the exceeding 
Running, which commonly attends this 
Kind of Practice, made them have re- 
courſe to Reſtringent Medicines, tor re- 
dreſſing the Inconveniences that aroſe 
from the former. For however promi- 
{ng and uſeful purging Medicines have 
been found; yet another Sort are like- 
wiſe neceſſary: Which muſt likewiſe be 
given in due Circumſtances, or they will 
be far from having ſuch Effects as are 
expected from them; bur, on the other 
hand, they will be attended with worle 


Conſequences than can ariſe from rhe 
greateſt 
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greateſt Abuſe of purging Medicines ; 
tho' Phyſicians make Aſtringent Medi- 
cines their laſt reſort, in the moſt difh- 
cult Caſes of every Evacuation, and are 
given in ſo great Quantities, eſpecially 
in the preſent Caſe, as if they could not 
excced in Quantity. 


Aſtringent Medicines are no doubt of 
great Uſe for reſtraining the exceſſiwe 
unning in ſome Circumſtances ; but 
not that they are always the moſt pro- 
per in every Caſe of an Evacuation; for 
tho” great Diſcharges and Evacuations re- 
quire, in realiry, to be ſtopt and bound 
up; yer theſe are not always the moſt 
proper Means for that Purpoſe. It hap- 
pens very commonly in moſt of the 
great Evacuations, that the Cauſe of 
them is augmented by Reſtringent Me- 
dicines ; and the ſtrong Dole of them 
is the true Reaſon of their being inct- 
fectual. This Miſapplication, of Aſtrin- 
gent Medicines, is not only obvious in

So that great Care and 
Skill are neceſſary in order to obtain 
their real Benefit, and to prevent the 
Miſchiefs that often attend them. 


But that we may diſcover the pro- 
per Uſe of Aſtringent Medicines in the 
Cure of a Gonorrhea, we may only 
obſerve their viſible Effects; which is the 
ſtoping an exorbitant Effuſion of any Li- 
quor. And therefore their Operation is 
either by thickening the Maſs of Li- 
quors in general, whereby their Diſ- 
charge comes to be in a leſs Quantity: 
Or ele, by afleting the Place at which 
the Liquor is diſcharged, ſo as to create 
ſome Bar and Hindrance to its flowing 
out of them; which is the moſt com- 
mon Effect of Aſtringent Medicines when 
apply'd to any Part. 


And therefore as Aſtringent Medi- 
cines are of great Uſe, when we would 
either thicken the whole Maſs of Hu- 
mours, or the Liquor only that flows 


out of a particular Part; it is very ma- 


nifeſt that they may be properly admi- 
niſtred, and apply'd; ſo as to be very 
uſeful in many Circumſtances of a Go- 

N norrha d. 
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norrhea. Moreover; ſome of them vc- 
ry powerfully prevent a Relaxation of all 
the Veſſels, and reſtore them after they 
have been relaxed, by the very great 
and extraordinary Diſcharge of Liquor 
that has run out of them, in the Time 
of a Gonorrhæa; which Sort are eſpe- 
cially uſeful, in ſuppreſſing the exceſſive 
Running that proceeds from ſuch Re- 
laxations. 


Cor. 1. It plainly appcars from the 
foregoing Account of Aſtringent Medi- 
cines, that their Power on Liquors flow- 
ing out of Reſervatories, muſt be very 
inconſiderable: And therefore, they could 
not have been uſeful if the Matter of 
the Gonorrhæa had procceded out of 


the Proſtatæ or Seed-Bladders, accor- 
ding to the common Hypotheſis. 


Cor. 2. It is likewiſe manifeſt how the 
corrupted Running receiving any check 
from Aſtringent Medicines, will flow 
into the Blood, poiſon it, and produce 
the Lues; with Symptoms of different 
Degrees of Malignity, as the Stopage 
is early, total, or in part: And the Dif- 
ference of a partial and total Stopage is 
ſo conſiderable; that Misfortunes of Bo 

rſt 
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firſt kind are twenty tunes more caſily 
retrieved, than of the laſt, when there is 
a total Sropage, and Suppreſſion of the 
corrupted Matter. 


Many great Misfortunes have followed 
an improper Uſe of Aſtringent Medi- 
dicines, accordingly as they have been 
apply'd, and adminiſtred, under different 
Circumſtances of a Gonort hea ; but as 
the remedying of ſeveral of them falls, 
hereafter, under our Conſideration; l 
ſhall, at preſent, inſiſt only on theſe Caſes 
that are molt frequent in the common 
Practice of them.

Of Healing or Balſamic Me- 
dicines. 


Hyſicians having made uſe of A- 
ſtringent Medicines, hoping there- 

by to retrieve ſome Errors of purging 
Medicines; but finding their Succels 
very uncertain, and often unſafe, in the 
Cure of a Gono/rhea ; were driven up- 
on new Tryals of Mcdicines, and in 
cheir Judgment, of a difterent Nature; 
for ſome, perhaps, might imagine, rhat 
the Matter of a Gonorrhea was Ps, 
that flows from an Ulcer, they made no 
Difficulty to try the ſafeſt Medicines that 
are commonly apply d to an outward 
Sore, in order to digeſt it and to fill it 
up with Fleſh, which are therefore call'd 
Healing Medicines; not doubting to 
find the fame good Effect in healing the 
Sores, which they ſuppoſed to be the 
Eſſence of a Gonorrhea, that they had 
already found, when they were apply d 
iu} 
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in other Caſes. And as Balſams, Natu- 
ral, or Artificial, are the Medicines ap- 
ply'd on theſe Occaſions, Healing and 
Balſamick became Synonomous Expreſ- 


ſions. 


But if we mark tne Operation of 
Healing Medicines, adminiſtred on this 
Occaſion, we ſhall not obſerve their Ef- 
fects to be the fame as when they are 
outwardly apply'd; there is not any Di- 
geſtion precedes, the Matter of the Go- 
norrhæa does not become ſofter and 
ſmoother, however it becomes whiter. 
On the contrary; it is thicker and more 
tenacious, very much differing from what 
we ſee, when Balſamick Medicines are 
outwardly apply'd. To be ſhort; the Ef- 
fe&t of Balſamicks does not differ from 
that of Binding Medicines, lately men- 
tion d. 


If theſe things are duly conſider'd, to- 
gether with what is already prov'd, it 
cannot be doubted bur that the Healing 
Medicines muſt be otherwiſe accounted 
for than they are at preſent. For as it is 
now very certain, that Qrzttor does not 
make the Matter of a Gonorrhea, and 
chat the Healing Medicines produce Et- 

| tects, 
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fects, altogether different, from what 
they do when apply'd to a Wound or 
Sore; we may ſafely conclude, that the 
Good they do is not on account of their 
Healing Quality. On the other hand; 
as their Effects in ſtoping a Gonorrhea, 
the Manner of doing it, and the Relap- 
fes are perfectly the ſame as with Aſtrin- 
gent Medicines, it is far more proper to 
rank them in thar Number. 


The caſy Transformation of Balſamick 
Medicines into the beſt of Reſtrmgents, 
for ſome Ules, is a great Confirmation 
of the foregoing Proof. Becauſe if the 
Sulphur and Oylmeſs of the Ballams arc 
deſtroy'd by boiling them in common 
Water, they become manifeſt Aſtrin- 
gents, and ſtill remain as effectual in cu- 
ring a Gonorrhea. This is cvident in 
boiling Tin pentine, one of the moſt power- 
ful Digeſtives of the Tribe; the Powder 
whereof loſes its firſt Quality, and be- 
comes a binding Medicine, whether it 
be given inwardly, or it is outwardly 
apply'd. And many Practitioners preter 
che Powder to Turpentine itſelf in the 


Cure of a Gonorrhea, by giving it after 


tac Balſam has proy d ineffectual. 


And 
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And erefore our next Buſineſs ſhall 
be, to a proper Forms of this kind 
of Medicines, as we have done of the 
former : As alſo ſome Forms of Purging, 
Aſtringent and Healing Medicines toge- 
ther; ſince we find them given in that 
manner, in order to ſupply the Defects 
of cach other; or rather in the Opinion 
of Authors, that que non proſunt ſingula, 
multa juvent.

on Diuretical Medicines. 


Hyſicians finding their Eyacuation 
by purging Medicines, did not ſa- 
tisfy their Wants, even after they were 
helped with Aſtringent and Balſamick 
Medicines, but being till poſſeſs' d with 
the Notion that the Corruprion of a 
Gonorrhæa might be carry'd off, or di- 
vertcd to ſome other Place, took them- 
ſelves to an Evacuation of another kind, 
and try'd the Efficacy of Diureticks for 
waſhing, or carrying, off the Malignity 
of a Gonorrhea. 


The provoking a Quantity of Urine 
greater than ordinary, is the chief Effect 
both ancient and modern Authors have 
expected from Diuretical Medicines: In- 
ſomuch, that when the Cure of a Go- 
norrhæa does not proceed according to 
their Deſire, they have always perſiſted 
to promote that Effect, without any o- 
ther Deſign; and have. even ventured 

upon 
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upon the moſt dangerous of that kind, bo- 
cauſe they were ſ{uppos'd to produce 
moſt certainly the greateſt Quantity. 
Now a greater Quantity of Water, 
whether it be made at one time, or 
that this Action is oftner repeated, can- 
not affect the Matter of a Gonorrhæa 
direftly by changing its Acrimony, or 
by preſerving the Tenſion of the Ducts 
from whence the Matter flows; nor is 
it very ſubſervient to the Method Nature 
takes to throw off the Diſeaſe by en- 
crealing the Running; and far leſs can 
it anſwer the great Deſign Phyſicians 
have of carrying off the Malignity or 
Corruption, which they endeavour by 
every Evacuation, and therefore we muſt 
ſtill enquire how Diuretick Medicines 
conduce to the Cure of a Gonorrhea. 


A Quantity of Water, paſſing out 
from the Bladder, waſhes the Parts it 
runs over; and thereforc it is evident 
that a natural Quantity of Water, often 
repeated, better anſwers this Deſign of 
waſhing the Parts than a greater Quan- 
tity raade in the ordinary time. And as 
the great End of exciting this Quantity 
is ro waſh the Parts; it is very manifeſt 
that the Uſe of Diuretical Medicines 

3 15 
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is altogecher a mere waſhing of the 
Urethra, without altering the Corrup- 
tion of the Gonorrhea. And there- 
fore the Matter of the Diſeaſe being 
often waſhed off the Parts ; it neither 
flows backwards in its growing Quantity, 
nor contracts any new Acrimony by bc- 
ing too long lodged on the Parts. This 
Operation is nothing ſo good as waſhing 
the Part with fair Water; for, in this 
Caſe, the Water is thrown into the La- 
came, while the waſting of the Urine 
never affects them, and can only wath 
oft the Matter diſcharged from them in- 
to the Urethra. 


From whence it is evident that the 
Deſign of curing a Gon0r7 hea by Diu— 
reticks, contr adicts the Fhypotheſis of tho 
that a them for that end; becauſe no 
Parts, cxcept the Ur ethra, can be 
waſh'd to an 7 Purpoſe, by this extra- 
ordinary Quantity ot Urine; and con- 
ſequently the Scat of the Gonorr hu 
muſt be in the Urethra, which they 
could never imagine. This is likewiſe the 
Reaſon that Diuretical Medicines arc 
not found to be of any uſe for curing a 
Gonorrhea in Women; the Scat of it, 
in them, being commonly much higher 
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in the Vagina than can be waſhed with 
their Urine. 


This Aſſertion will appear more plain 
ly, if we look more narrowly into this At- 
fair: For let the Proſtate be a ſingle Gland 
or two, yet the Matter in its Ducts cannot 
be waſhed with the Water, unlcl(s the 
Body of the Proſtate, or the Valves of 
their Ducts were corroded. On that Sup- 
poſition, no cne will believe that any 
waſhing will reſtore the ruined Subſtance 
of the B oſtatæ. And therefore this waſh- 


ing, if it could be done, could not be 5 


any purpoſe. On the other hand, 
the Seat of a Gonorrhea was in 0 
Proſtatæ, and it voided its poyſon'd Li- 
quor into the Urethra ; yet the Liquor 
in the Proſtate having no Communica- 
tion with the Urine, it cannot be ſup- 
poſed ro receive any Benefit from the 
Water. By conſequence, Diuretical Me- 
dicines could not be of any uſe in curing 
a Gonorrhæa, which contradicts thev 
Experience. 


This Arguihent is of greater Force, in 
reſpect to the Z eficule Semmales ; be- 
cauſe the Sced is as little capable to bc 
touched by the Urine, as the Liquor o 
the 


; 
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the Proſtate. Beſides, the Urine docs 
not touch the Bladders chemſclves; and 
conſequently the Help given to the Cure 
of a Gonorrhea, by Diuretich Medicines, 
cannot be by correcting the Sharpneſs 
any where; cſpecially in the Veſiculæ Se- 
minales. In " ix Dinretick Medicines 
by waſhing the Urethra may prove a 
Stimulus ; for as they keep it void of its 
Mucus, it becomes affected with the 
Sharpneſs of the Urine, and the Quan- 


tity of Running is excited thereby ; bur 
then they prove dangerous on other Ac 


counts, eſpecially if the Matter of theſe 
Dinreticks is ſharp. 


I therefore proceed to fhew the Miſ- 
fortunes attending the long Uſe of Diu- 
retick Medicines; which are ſo many, 
and gricvous, that Phyſicians ought to 
be very cautious how they perſiſt in the 
Uſe of them. * Hippocrates was ſenſible 
of the Hurt Men received by drinking 
a like Quantity in Winter and in rhe 
Summer; and therefore alerts that Mex 
ſhould drmk little in the Winter; which 
Hurt could be none other than an exceſ- 


five Quantity of Water, as we may be

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convinced from ſtatical Phyſick; and this 
is always attended with many Diſeaſes. 
But as wy great Purpoſe is, to ſhew ſome 
Misfortunes ariſing from a great and long 
continued Quantity of Water in the Cure 
ot a Gonorrhea,l will only name one of an- 
other ſort mentioned by Hippocrates, and 
omitted by almoſt every Phyſician ſince 
his time, though it is frequently to be 
met withal, and is very painful, but 1 
molt commonly miſtaken for the Stont 
in the Bladder. Ir is plainly deſcribed in 
his * Book of the Nature of Man, s- 
TE 4 xe Yor FER c. but eſpecially 
if we compare that Place with what he 


ſays in his Þ Book of inward Diſeaſes 


which is ſufficient to convince any one 
how this unheeded, but moſt painful, 
Diſcale is produced. 


But to return to the bad Effects of a 


long ule of Diurctick Medicines in cu- 


ring a Gonorrhea, whereby the natural 


Mucus is waſhed oft the whole length of 


the Urethra, as well as the corrupted 
Running; for the Urethra being deprived 


of its Defence, and Coycring, is expoſed | 


to all the Sharpneſs of the Sced and

Urine, and is inflamed by their ſtimu— 
lating, from whence ariſes the great Pain 
often felt along that part up to the Neck 
of the Bladder itſelf. Beſides, this Irrita- 
tion and Stimulating continuing for ſome 
time cauſes a great Afflux of Humours 
to the ſtimulated Part, as was already 
explained when I accounted for the In- 
flammation of the Glaus and Franum ; 
which Afflux thickens the Coat of the 
Urethra, and makes its Paſſage narrower, 
and from both theſe follow a great Un- 
calincis of making Water, and often a 
total Suppreſſion of Urine; to great, 
that Recourſe muſt be had to Bathing to 
allay this Inflammation, and very often 
to the Puncture of the Perinamm when 
that proves inſufficient. And it is very 
much to be obſerved, that this Uncaſi- 
neſs in the Ur&hra and Proſtate ſeldom 
or never happens in any other Method 
beſides this by Diuretick Medicines; and 
among the French, who more eſpecially 
perſiſt in this Practice. But all theſe Ob- 
ſervations will be more manifeſt when J 
conſider the Effects of the Matter of a 
Gonorrhea flowing backward; towards 
the Proſtate and Bladder, and when che 
free Efflux of it is interrupted.

After all; ſome other Diuretick Me— 
dicines have been brought into Practice, 
which not only excite a greater Quan- 
tiry of Water, but chat, ſtimulate, like- 
wile, the Parts they pals over. Theſc 
have been thought more effectual in ſtop- 
ping a Gonos rhea, and for changing its 
Colour, than any ſimple Durretick that 
has not this Quality. The Effects of ſuch 
Medicines were diſcover'd merely by 
trying more powerful Diuireticks ; with- 
out having any thought of their ſtimu- 
lating Power; inſomuch, that Phyſicians 
rather deſtroy d them by coriecting their 

leanuluis, ſo far were they from think- 
ing them of any uſe in curing a Gonor- 
rhea ; whereas the Succeſs had by ſuch 
Diuretichs is altogether owing to the 
ſtimulating Faculty of thele Medicines, 


and not to their exciting Urine in a greater 
abundance. 


For the Himulus of theſe Medicines, 
ſuperadded to that of the Acrimony of 
che Gonoirrhea, makes a greater and 
quicker Diſcharge of Matter; which 

Matter 
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Matter having proportionably lels of the 


corrupting Principle in it, is more of the 
natural Colour of the Liquor ſeparated 
at other times, or it is whiter. Now by 
4 greater Diſcharge made by a Himulus, 
that does not poiſon the Liquors at the 
ſame time, the ſtimulating Parts of thoſe 
chat do corrupt it, are ſooner carry'd off, 
and more ſpcedily ſpent and exhauſted; 
ſo that a Genorrheua will ſooner ccaſe 
than it naturally could do; ard as ſoon, 
as the acquired Relaxation of the La- 
aun will allow. 


But this good Effect being g produced 
by adding a 3 timiiliis to that of the Co- 
norrhea ; the Promiſing Succeſs is com- 
monly eluded by Pain, and other grievous 
Symptoms, that arte ad the Operation 
of two ſtimulating Powers; ſo that cheſe 
Authors, not knowing how to doſe or 
correct their Medicines, have bcen forced 


ro diſcontinue them; before they Gan 


produce their Effects of curing. As Can- 
tharides, and ſuch ſharp Dinreticks were 
recommended for this purpolc, fo ſome 
Phyſicians have attempted to render 
de Medicines more mild, by mixing 
them with Oils, and ſundry other ſmooth 
things; ; bur, in this way of correcting, the 

Himmlus 
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Stimulus is deſtroy'd, and the Medicine 
becomes ineffectual, and of no Service. 
However, as eminent Phyſicians have 
made meniion of this method of Cu- 
ring, it is neceſſary to relate ſome of their 
Forms.

This Uſe of Cantharides was at firſt 
communicated to Tho. Bartholiuns, but 
on another Deſign. The way of pre- 
paring the Cantharides, and the Effects 
of rhe Tinfture arc fully related in the 
* Centurics of his Epiſtles. Now this 
Tincture was ſoon found to be attended 
with grieyous Pain, bloody Urine, and 
other ill Effects, and therefore they en- 
deavoured to prevent the Miſchief by 
mixing it with Oil, Juice of white Mul- 
lein, and the Syrup of Marſhb-mailows, as 
it is prepared by Fernelius.

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But as this Practice {cems rather to be 
highly commended trom the great Ex- 
pectations had of it, than from any Ex- 
perience they hitherto had found of its 
better Effects; fo the Method by Diu- 
reticks producing no Cure more ſpeedy, 
nor more eaſy than had been found by 
the forementioned Medicines, they quick- 
ly came to be diſcontinued ; both becauſe 
of the Pain excited by them, and that 
their promiſing Effects were likewiſe de- 
ſtroy'd, by what was to correct their 
giving Pain; till lately other Phyſicians 
have attempted their Correction as un- 
ſucceſsfully, but in more nauſcous Pre- 
parations; ſome whereof follow.

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Theſe indced are the Methods taken 


to correct the Inconveniences occurring 


in the Practice of Cantharides, but how 
far are ſuch Correctives from anſwering 
any reaſonable Deſign? How injudicious 
and nauſeous the Compoſition? This is 
mixing ſomething of every kind of thing 
that is cither given for the Cure of the 
Lues, or of a Gonorrhæa. 


* Galen tells us that one of his Ma- 
ſters uſed to put a ſmall Quantity of 
Cantharides among Diuretich Medicines, 
but we find that he did not approve of 
that Practice; and writing of this Me- 
thod to Piſo, he informs him F that 
Cantharides make an Ulcer in the Blad- 
der if they are given alone, and that they 
are particularly hurtful to that Part; as 
alſo that they often prove a very power- 
ful Poiſon: on the other hand, that they 
ſometimes are very uſeful to the Bladder 
when they are mixed with other things, 
and vehemently provoke Urine. 


But leaving the tireſome Subject of

ſuch 
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ſuch injudicious Attempts at compound- 
ing, give me leave to obſerve; that an- 
cient Phyſicians not only thought rhe 
Corruption of a Gonorrhea might be 
carry'd off by Dinretick and Purging 
Medicines, as well as the modern; but 
that their Forms too were fully as pro- 
perly contriv'd. I muſt likewite obſerve 
that many Preſcriptions may be found in 
daily Practice, as well as among late Au- 
thors, that do not agree with any Notions 
they have of a Gonorrhea ; nor are theſe 
Practices drawn from the Indications ot 
Cure laid down by them; but that arc 
very conformable to the Notions and In- 
dications of ancient Phyſicians: a mani- 
feſt Proof of theſe Practices being the In- 
ventions of the laſt. And therefore we 
muſt conclude that in many things the 
modern Practice is empirical; a fort of 
Tradition handed down from carly times; 
but the Purpoſes of it, and its Authors, 
loſt in the Conveyance, 


We know that a ſet of Medicines, 
reputed Specificks for checking an ex- 
traordinary Efflux of Seed, were recom- 
mended in the Practice of a Gonorrhua ; 
becauſe they thought it was ro be ſtopp'd, 
and that theſe Medicines were the moſt 


: proper 
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proper Means for that Purpoſc. And 
therefore we find them often adminiſtred 
by themſelves; often mixed with Diure- 
zick, and often with Pinging Medicines. 
We may likewiſe find among modern Au- 
thors a great ſtore of Diuretical Ptiſans, 
well provided with theſe Specificks; yet 
they never could be ſuggeſted by any 
Notions entertained of a Gonorrhea by 
modern Phyſicians. 


Alexander Trajanus Petronius con- 
trixed the Syrup of Agnus Caſtus (the 
Chaſt Tree ) tor that very purpole; which 
appears ſo contemptible at preſent, that 
it is not heard of in the Shops; yet it is 
a great Collection of that ſort of Medi- 
cines, and tlie great Foundation of all 
our modern PtiJans. Upon which ac- 
count, and that ſome Diſpenſatories vary 
in their Quantities from his Preſcription, 
and others invert the Order of the Me- 


dicines, it is very proper to draw it forth 
again for himſeltf.

Trajanus aſſiſts his Syrup with Cam- 
phire, Amber, the great WWater-Lilly, 
and other Specificks for repreſſing a great 
Quantity of Seed; and when modern 
Authors recommend theſe v cry Medicines, 
we are under no Difhulry to find out their 
Traditional Practice; though it agrees 
ever ſo little with their Opinions. 


Thus Ihave faitfuhlly delivered the Pra- 
ctices of ancient and modern Phyſicians, 
with the Indications on which they were 
founded; I have alſo given the true Ac- 
count of che Operations of all the Me- 
dicines, which is deduced from the Na- 
ture of a Conorrhaa; and hereby the 
Cauſe of their Succeſs is manifeſt, and 
we become equally apprized: why the 
Symptoms are augmented by them, 
and why they carry the Gonorrhea in- 
to the Lues. I hope I ſhall not longer 
be blamed for this Liberty; ſince by theſe 
Obſervations the Practice of all theſe 


Medicines becomes fate, and that every 
Phyſician 
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Phyſician is conducted by this Accoutr 
to the moſt proper Method, and the 
moſt proper Medicines to anſwer it; and 
thus all the Misfortunes, ſo common at 
this time, may be avoided. The candid 
and learned Inventers of the mentioned 
Methods can beſt, and moſt properly 
vouch for the Inſufficiency of their Pra- 
ctices; nor do they diſguiſe the De- 
fects, their Succeſſors either do not ſec, 
or would conceal. Thele are the Words 
of Petronius, * in his Chapter of curing 
an obſtinate Gonorrhea; eee 
neque Medicamentis Aluum ducentibus 
obedivuit, neque per cutim, neque per alias 
Corporis partes evacuantibus, c. aliis 
ingeniis, aliiſque modis inſiſtendum. 1 
hope that modern Practitioners, who 
proceed in the Methods of this learned 
Phyſician, and not with better Succels, 
will become more modeſt, in recom- 


mending Methods very defective, as in- 
fallible, and caſy. 


Thus having ſhewn what Method: 
have hitherto been made uſe of for curing 
a Gonorrhea, and the Means; where- 
by their fatal Imperfections may be re-

dreſſed: I proceed, in the next place, to 
conſider the beſt Means of caung the 
gricvous Symptoms formerly reared; 
while the great Buſinels gt che Cure is 
carrying on; all which cetlectuaily be- 
come eaſy in courſe, with the Amend- 
ment of the Running; as they were at 
firſt produced by the Sharpneſs of it. 
Before I begin this new Part I mult ob- 
ſerve, that mention is commonly made 
of a Practice in the Cure of a Go97r hea 
with particular Regard ro Women. Bur 
as I know of no ſuch different Practices, 
except we ſhould inſtance an indiſcreet 
Ule of Purging Medicines in Women 
with Child, (and even that is unneſſary) 
all ſuch artful Cautions cannot find any 
Place in this Book. 


Women indced, are cured with greater 
Difficulty than Men; yet they do not 
require different Methods; as is manifeſt, 
from what is already ſaid, both in the 


Theoretical, and Practical, part of this 
Diſcourſe. 
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CAA p. III. 
Of Zaſing the Pain in maln 
ater. 


T has been already prov'd, that thc 
ſharp Pain in making Water pro- 
ceeds from the ſalt Urine paſſing over 
the Urethra, corroded with the Matter 
of a Gonorrhæa. So that the Pain in 
making Water cannot be cured white 


the Matter continues to ſtimulate and! 


corrode that Part. On the contrary, as 
the Acrimony of the Liquor abates, and | 
the Gonorrhea is A* the Sharpneſs 

of Urine likcwiſe abates. Yet the Sharp- 
neſs of Urme being always very trouble- 
ſome, and often attended with ill Con- 
ſequences by irs continuing; means arc 
to be uſed, whercby the Sharpneſs may |

This Method of Allewviating the Pain 
malt either be by defending the Urethra | |

Urine, or elle by rendring the Water leis 
Salt. In the former Cale the Salt can- 
not Corrode the Urethra ; in the latrer 
the Salt, which is the Corroding Cauſe, 
is deſtroyed. 


In the firit, we imitate the daily Pro- 
viſion Nature makes to preſerve the Ure- 
thra from the like Corroſion it is ob- 
noxious to from the alte of Seed and 
Urine. The Deſign is the more: neceſſary 
that the ſoft Liquor itſelf is poiſoned by 
the Taint of the Gonorrhea, and chictly 
contributes to excite the Pain in making 
Water, inſtead of defending the Parts 


from the Acrimony of the Urine. And 


therefore if we either make the Urinc 


more mucilaginous, or inject Liquors in- 


dued with the like Quality; the Urethra 
will be covered with a ſimy and mucila- 


ginous Subſtance like that of Nature, 


and thereby be preſerved from any Hurt 
it may receive from the Saltneſs of the 
Water, and the ſharp Matter of the Go- 
norrhea. 


The laſt Deſign may be obtained by 
proyencing the Saltneſs from abounding 
o much in the Blood, ſo that the Liquor 


| ſecreted at the Kidneys may not be Salt. 
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Or elle the Quantity of ſalt Parts, com- 
monly conveyed with the Urine, among 
a greater Quantity of its watry Parts, 
mult be ſo divided that the Saltneſs may 
become imperceptible, and thereby the 
Urethra preſerved from being excoriated. 
Whatever the Means of bringing about 
che firſt part of this Deſign may be; it 
is certain that Salt may be ſo diluted in 
a Quantity of Water as to loſe its Salt- 
neſs; and thus we may obtain this Pur- 
pole by encreaſing the watry Part of the 
Urine; which is the Serum of the Blood 
for by this Encrcaſe, the Salt will be ſo 
diluted, as to ceaſe from ſtimulating; and 
the Heat, or Pain, of the Urine will bc 
leflened, and relieved. 


From hence and Cor. 3. it is very 
plain, why the Riſuning is not attended 
with a Pain in making Water, the firſt 
three or four Days after it appears. 


Authors have been unhappily miſled 
in managing the Heat of Urine, which 1s 
plainly a Symptom of a Gonorrhea, and 
an Effect of the Sharpneſs of its Matter 
only; tor they have made it their great 
Buſmeſs to deſtroy this Heat, as it therc- 
by they could cure the Diſeaſe on which

it depends, and which will certainly 
vaniſh as we proceed in the Cure. This 
their Miſtake did ariſe from their being 
perſuaded that the Pain in making Wa- 
ter, came from an extraordinary Heat in 
the Urine; which Heat, they think, is 
occaſioned by an Inf!unmarion of the 
Neck of the Bladder, nd of the Semi- 
nal Veſſels; as alſo, that the Inflamma- 
tion was produced by the Cauſe which 
produces the Cronorrhea. By, Conle- 
quence their great Deſign has been to 
cure the Hear of Urine by curing an 
Inflammation they rcok for its Cauſe. 
Indeed this miſtaken Obſervation is the 
Foundation of all the Theory and Prac- 
tice of Bleony and other Authors. But as 
this Suppoſition has formerly been ſhewen 
a Miſtake in Patronius, handed down in 
a conſtant Practice ro theſe later Au- 
thors; who have continued it upon a 
very falſe Hypotheſis, it was proper to 
make this Obſervation, in order to pre- 
icryc the Hiſtory of Practice. 


At preſent their Succeſs has been more 
fortunare than their Intentions were rea- 
lonable, and through a Multitude of Mi- 
takes they have hit upon a tolcrable 
3 good 
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To Eaſe the Pain 


good Practice. For from this falſe Prin- 


ciple, That Inflammations are only to be 
cured by Remedies actually Cold, they 
fell into the Uſe of Medicines, that ge- 
rally by their Coldneſs are proper to 
produce a greater Quantity of Water; 
and fome of thoſe cold Medicines being 
likewiſe mucilaginous, the effect of dilu- 
ting the Salrs of the Urine, and be- 
ſmearing the Urethra with a Mucilage 
was obtain'd withour the Meaning of the 
Practitioners. Happy they if all cheir Er- 
rors had been thus lucky, the Difference 
between a right Practice and a wrong 
one had not been diſcern'd, though no 
Body would deſire to be ſo much at the 
Mercy of Chance. But the Error in 
Bleeding, to abate this Inflammation, has 
been very unhappy ; for that Practice ha: 
not only failed che Phyſicians, but it has 
ſometimes brought in the Pox, as ſome 


of themſelves have confteſs'd. More of 


cheſe Miſtakes are often hid from them 
and more luckily from their Patients. 


Thus having eſtabliſhed the right Me. 
thods for eaſing the Pain of making Wa 
ter, from a true Theory; I proceed to 


araw forth a Store of proper Medicine: 
which 
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iu making Water. 


which may cure this ſharp Pain, whether 
it is occaſion'd from improper Methods, 
or that it is a Hmptom of the Gonorrhea.

The foregoing Medicines not only ap- 
pear very proper, upon the mentioned 
Theory, bur their Efficacy is as conſpi- 
cuous in the Practice, they feldom or 
never failing to quict the troubiclome 
Pain in making Water. But as I ſaid 
likewiſe before; Authors imagining this 
Pain to procced from an Inflammation, 
and that it was augmented by the Heat 
of the Blood, or any Means which aug- 
ment it, had Recourſe to Bleedmg tor 
the better allaying the Heat and Inflam- 
mation. Now, however an Inflammation 
may be the Conſequence of the Pain, or 
rather of the ſtimulating that occaſions 
ir, the Pain and irs Conſequences can 
never be allay'd any otherwiſe than by 
deſtroying the Salr of che Urine, or by 
raking off the Acrimony of the flowing 
Corruption; which is vainly expected 
from Bleeding, as the Succeſs fully con- 
firms, no Circumſtance in Bleeding be- 
ing healing, and very rarely exciting a 
greater Quantity of Urine. 

Beſides. 
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Beſides, ſome Phyſicians have found 
thar the Pox has often enſued Bleeding. 
The Reaſon of this Obſervation may be 
made appear from the Doctrine of Re- 
vulſion by Bleeding, anciently acknow- 
ledged, and excellently well accounted 
for by the great Doctrine of the Circu- 
larion of the Blood. 


The Uſe of Bathing for allaying the 
grievous Smart in making Water , but 
more eſpecially for relieving the great and 
dangerous Suppreſſion of Urine, which 
often happens in the Practice of ſome 
mentioned Medicines, is fo conſiderable 
that it well deſerves to be explain'd, in 
order to a more ſucceſsful Practice. For, 
by the Theory of Bathing, it is known 
that any Perſon plung'd in cold Water 
is provok d to make Water oftner, and 
in a Quantity greater than natural, the 
contrary whereof is the Effect of Bathing 
in very warm Water. But the Suppreſ- 
ſion of Urine is eſpecially cauſed by a 
ſtronger Conſtriction of the Neck of the 
Bladder, whereby its Sphincter acquires a 
new Reſiſtance to the Force that expels 
it, and this Conſtriction is the Effect of 
an Inflammation, which was — A 

y 
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in making Water. 
by the Parts being ſimulated in an ex- 


traordinary manner; and therefore the 
moderate Warmth of any Liquor being 
molt proper to allay ſuch Inflammarions, 
the Warmth of Water ſurrounding all the 
lower Parts of the Abdomen, proves the 
readieſt and moſt expeditious Relief to the 


Sphincter of the Bladder thus inflam'd : 


del conſequently the Reſiſtance to the ex- 


elling Powers or Machines becomes leſs, 
and the Urine is more caſily expell'd, 
to the great Relief of the Patient. The 
like Inflammation happening to the Ne- 
thra at the ſame time, and on the ſame 
Account is an additional Strength to chis 
Hindrance of the Urine being expell'd; 
but both Inflammations being avated 


with the gentle and: kindly Warmurh of 


the Watcy, theſe ill Symptoms 2:7 te- 
lieved. 


From hence we may learn to what de- 
gree of Warmth theſe Baths are to be 
made; as alſo to how little Purpoſe it is 
to medicate them with warm, and cven 
with diuretical Plants. 
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How we may relieve the bindino 
Pam in Hreclion, the Iuſtam— 


mation of the Nut, &c. 

HE binding Pain in Erection, or 

the Cording of the Penis, being 
really a ſqueezing of the corroded Ure- 
thra between the Cavernous Bodies ; and 
the Erection itſelf being often excited by 
the ſtimulating of the Matter of a Go- 
norrhea, the Cure of this Cording muſt 
be had, by preſerving the Urethra from 
being Corroded, or by ſuppreſſing the 
Erection, whereby the Preſſure of the 
Urethra will be prevented. 


The firſt may be effected by ſuch Me- 
dicines and Applications as have been 
recited in the foregoing Chapter; but 
the laſt can only be performed by thoſe 
Means that give rhe moſt ſudden Check 
to the Swelling of the Penis. It Men 
rherefore recollect what happens to them 

in 
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in immerging themſelves in cold Mater, 
a River, the Sea, and far more in a cold 
Bath, they cannot be in any Want of 
a ready Remedy on ſuch Occaſions. Cold 
Water thus infallibly anſwering our Expe- 
cations, we mult not think of loſing time 
when ſo ſpecdy and effectual Means are 
at hand, in our Parts of the World eſpe- 
cially. A Lady of Snow, St. Francis's 
Miſtreſs, is a certain Relief. However, 
to keep up to the Rule of our Method, | 
I ſhall relate ſome of the Forms which 

Authors recommend, though all of them 

tend to the ſame Purpoſc. 


But before I proceed to thoſe Forms, 
this is a proper Place to conſider the In- | 
Hlammation of the Nut and Bridle; both ) 
which, together with the 01 opening 
of the Urethra, are likewiſe produced by 
the ſharp Matter of the Gonorrhea, as 
it paſſes over the Parts, and very com- 1 
monly is a Continuation of the Inflam- 
mation of the Urethra ; inſomuch, that 
we may always make a right Judgment 
| of the Condition of the Urethra by the 
Thickneſs at the End of it, and the In- 
flammation of the Glaus.

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Though Women have no Glans or 
Frænum to be affected with the ſharp 
Running, yet the Sphintter of the Va- 
gina, Clitoris, and Lips themſelves, are 
infamed with the ſharp Matter, and at- 
ter the ſame manner, as are the men- 
tioned Parts. And therefore, the Me- 
thod of their Cure muſt be the ſame ; 
which is by ſuch Medicines as allay the 
prefling Inflammarion, and ſecure the 
Parrs againſt their being excoriated with 
the Sharpneſs of the Corruption; both 
which are to be attained by the follow- 
ing Medicines.

CHA P. V. 
Of the Cure of SHAN KERS. 


H O' Shankers appear in this place 
among the Symptoms of a Go- 
norrhaea, yet it has * already been ſhewn 
that all of them are not ſo; ſome of them 
being as much Originals in the Yene- 
real eaſe as the Gonorrhea itlelt; o- 
thers are the Conſequence of an unhappy 
Cure, or are Symptoms of the Pox; and 
the third ſort are, in great Strictneſs and 
Propriety of ſpeaking, real Symproms of 
a Gonorrhæa. Now though the ſympto- 
matical and original Shankers will be 
found, by what I am about to ſhew, to 
admit of a Cure without inward Admi- 
niſtrations, and the Pocky Shankers re- 
quire inward Medicines; yet, we may, 
properly enough, purſue their common 
Method on this Occaſion. For whether 
inward Medicines are neceſſary, or not, 
Practitioners have always endeavoured to 


* * 
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diſſolve them by proper Applications; 
notwithſtanding that they have been at- 
tended with grievous Pain, and that thei 
Succeſs has been very doubttul and un- 
certain: Bur if two thirds, at lcaſt, of 
the Shankers do not require inward Ad- 
miniſtrations, the ridding Mankind of un- 
neceſſary Salivatious, and of dangerous 
mercurial Vomits, mult be reckoned an 
unvaluable Happinets. 


Now, whether Shankers be produced 
by coagulating , or diſſipating, the Li- 
quors of the Parts, on which they ap- 
pear; no Method has been found ſuffi- 
cient to deal with them, beſides ſuch as 
conſumed them, and made them ſepa- 
rate from the ſound Part. In this Deſign 
of curing Shankers, there is not any Re- 
medy apply d for deſtroying the Cauſe 
of them; but they themſelves are extir- 
pated as a loſt and irrecoverable Part: 
not without great Waſte committed on 
that which is ſound. This is perform'd 
with ſo great Pam and Inflammation, 
that an Amputation of the Penis has 
been often the laſt Remedy for the ſharp 
Matter of the Gonorrhwea, and the ſſ arper 
Application; yet this is the only Method 
Phyſicians have been able to contrive for 

treating 
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treating Shankers. Blegny ſays, that a- 
mong all the topical Remedics for re- 
ſtraining the Virulency ot, and putting a 
Stop to, Shankers, F:{charoiicks are to be 
apply'd firſt; always oblerving to make 
them more or lels ſtrong with reſpect to 
the natural Diſpoſition of the affected 
Part, and Danger of the Diſtemper. That 
is, that the gentleſt Ac harotiſs arc to 
be apply'd to thoſe Places that are very 
delicate or ſenſible, and to new S/ankers, 
or ſuch as are very ſinall. And on the o- 
ther hand, more ſtrong and active Eſcha- 
roticks are to be apply'd to the more 
groſs and leſs ſenſible Parts, and to very 
old, broad, and deep Shankers. 


The Method of curing Jhanker's by 
Eſcharotic Medicines, is not only at- 
tended with Pain, and other ill Conſe- 
quences; but is like wiſe long and tedi- 
ous. Often People have not their Relief 
after one or more Years: The Eſchar, 
fays De Blegny, being fallen off, it will 
be proper to continue the Sippuratives, 
if the Shankers be ſmall, for eight Days; 
and if great for fix Weeks, and for a 
time proportionable to ſuch as are of a 
middling ſort. This is the moſt favor- 
rable Term in which we can hope to 
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cure a Shanker ; and frequently they run 
on for Years, under the Management of 
them by Eſcharoticks, with all rhe Con- 
ſequences already mentioned. But before 
Phyſicians and Surgeons are rid of this 
tedious and uncertain Method, by putting 
a very certain and caſy one in the place 


of it, I will add ſome Forms of Eſcharo- 
tick Medicines in preſent uſe. 


Phyſicians finding the Medicines, they 


commonly apply'd ro Shankers, inettectu- | 
al in deſtroying them, were forced to | 


F berg ſharpeſt that they knew, even 1 
ortis, and aq. Regia themſelves. Fal- 
loppius, finding the great Hurt of thoſe 
ſharp Applications, warns all Phyſicians 
againſt the Water that ſcparares Silver 
from Gold, and gives two different Forms 
of aq. Fort. One of Marianus Baroli- 
tanus, and another of Joannes de ego, 
and recommends a Tintture of Ver di- 
greaſe made with Roſc-water ; ſo that he, 
and every one ſince that time, being per- 
ſuaded that no good was to be done 
with SJhankers without Corroſeve and 
Eſeharotical Medicines, preſcribe the | 
following.

Theſe two laſt Preparations of Pyeci-

not having bcen ſufficiently deſtroy'd. Bur 
this Practice is more commonly managed 
by ſharper Medicines, whereby the Han- 
ker is Fn rooted up, and then the ſound 
but hollow part is to be healed, and there- 
fore I will add ſome Forms to anſwer that 
Deſign.

But Authors, while they dreſs with 
either of the foregoing Medicines, do not 
alrogether depend upon the moſt paintu! 
of them, for eradicating the Venerca/ 
Contagion; but likewiſe give divers mer- 
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curial Medicines inwardly to AP on the 
Cure, and to prevent ill Conſequences 
from the Blood being aflected. Now as 
all the different kinds of Shanukers, where- 
by the Blood is affected or not, may be 
known by the Theoretical Account al- 
rcady given, fo we are fully apprized of 
thoſe OHV, s which require inward Ad- 
minirarions, and of thoſe which may be 
cured by Applications only. 


We may conclude from the tedious 
Cure of Srankers by Eſcharotick Medi- 
cines, that Shakers do not corrupt the 
Blood and form the Pox fo readily as 
Phyſicians commonly believe. For it not 
being the Nature ot an E{charotick Me- 
dicine to deſtro- 7 the Sharpneſs of the 
Gonorrhea, which is the Cauſe of the 
Shanker, but mercly to make it fall off; 
the Pojſon of the Diſcaſe is altogether 
confined to the ſbanker'd Part, without 
going into che Blood; eſpecially {nce we 
find that a thorough Cure very often is 

made of al the Venercal Symptoms by 
deſtroying the Shaphkers. And therefore 
as a Pox does not commonly enſue this 
long and tedious Method of treating 
Shankers by Medicines, that cannot give 
any Check to the Actimony, we may 
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conclude that ſuch Yhankers as little diſ- 
poſe Men to be Poxed, as a Gonorrhea. 
Mr. Blzegny owns as much in theſe Words, 
{f wwe ſuppoſe, in Virulent Gonorrhceas, 
that the Acids, to which they are owing, 
have penetrated farther intothe Body than 
win they only cauſe Venereal Ulcers, and 
Hamers; it may be inferr'd that Go- 
norrhceas are more the Occaſion of a Pox 
thin Shankers are. So that I take the 
Fact to be paſt diſpute, and confonant 
to Mr. Blegny's Obſervation; but the 
true Reaſon of theſe Facts, is, that I have 
lately aſſigned Indeed this Fypothe/:s 
inclined him to follow an Opinion con- 
trary to his own Experience, as we learn 
by reading what immediately follows the 


Words I have quorcd. 


Bur to bid an eternal Farewwel to this 
long, tedious, and uncaſy Practice; I ſhall 
next communicate a Method whereby 
Shankers are cured in a very little time, 
with great Eaſe, without any Pain, Injlam- 
mation, Lois of Subſtance, or any Danger 
of Extirpating the Member, or any Part 
of ir. This Method does not require any 
Help from other Medicines for diſſolwing 
the Shanker, and healing the Parr. Ir is 
done by an Ointment not recommended 
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on an Opinion, or Perſuaſion, that it will 
ſucceed; but upon its Soccels for twenty 
Years paſt; the Efficacy er vill 
ſufficiently anſwer all the Expect: ation any 
Perſon can have fiom it, as ic has alicady 
done to ſome Friends io whom it was 
communicated ſome Years ago. The 
Method is ſhort and caſy, like the Me- 
dicine itſelf; for you are only to dreſs 
Shankers with this Ointment.

But betore [ proceed to any farther 
Account, or Defence, of this Ointment 
it is very proper to relate its Succeſs in 
ſome other and harder Ulcers; which 
Relation wil! be rhe more acceptable, that 
the Sore is as unknown in Europe as the 
Cure of it by my Ointment, and evinces 
the Efficacy of it at the ſame time. This 
Account was ſent me from my Conſin 
Dr. Cockburn in Jamaica; and becauſe 
he ſuſpects his own Partiality in ſo near 
a Concern as mine, he chuſes to give 
the Opinion of others about my Book, 
and then the Tryal of my Ointment, 
which Account I will therefore add in his 
Words.

Bur as ſuch Diſcoveries are moſt com- 
monly 
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monly attended with the Murmurings 
and Reproaches of envious People; who 
load Inventors with Calumny, inſtcad 
of returning them Thanks: So we find 
them, on this Occaſion, urging thus 
their Scandal. Were not Mercury and 
Tur pentine, ſay they, in uſe for curing 
the Venercal Diſcaſe, before this Author's 
Diſcovery? I grant they were, but they 
were not put together before for curing 
Shankers; And if Pain and Eaſe, Four 
Days, and Forr Months, and the Cut- 
ting off the Penis, and a Security againſt 
ſo great Damage, make no Difference 
in a Practice, I freely give up any Pre- 
rence I have to doing Good; by invent- 
ing a better, as well as a new Method. 


The whole Value of any Medicine is 
its Lſefulueſs; and if a known Medicine, 
by combining it with one or more Me— 
dicines, or by a new Preparation of it, 
is good for what it never was before; it 
is as much to be reputed a yew Medicine, 
as if its Materials had been new. On 
this Account, a neu Method being in- 
vented by the new Uſe of known Me- 
dicines, is a far greater Addition to the 
Stock of Phyſicians, than if a Number 

py

of new Materials were added to ſerve the 
Purpoſes of the known Methods. In 
ſhort, this is as much a e Medicine 
as if we had found out the Uſe of any 
known Plant, which was not formerly 
diſcovered. 


When! formerly defended the Good- 
neſs of rhis Ointment againſt the Preju- 
dices I jadged would ariſe from its S717p/e- 
neſs, or the Materials being anciently 
known; I never imagined I ſhould ever 
have been charged with taking it, or 
the Hint for making it, from any other 
Author. But ſince a Report has been 
ſpread, with extraordinary Induſtry, that 
chis Ointment was preſcribed formerly 
by Falloppius; but others, with a little 
more Modeſty, that I have improved up-

Now, after relating his Ointment, can 
any find wherein I have either improved 
upon, or taken from, Falloppius? Is it 
becauſe his Ointment and mine have 
both Mercury or Quichſiluer in their 
Compoſition? But then it were too groſs 
to think theſe Objectors believe Fallop- 
pius the firſt Preſcriber of it, even in an 
Ointment; yet if they do not, why did 
not I take my Ointment rather from 
Galen, or from later Arabian Phylici- 
ans, than from Fulloppius, fince all of 
them have preſcribed Ointments with 
Mercury? Nay, the very Ointment 
which firſt produced a Salvation was, 
at leaſt, taken from Avicenna, by the 
Teſtimony of the learned Hacaſtorius.

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There is nothing more abſurd than 
this malicious Calumny ; for let us ſup- 
pole that any one took a Fancy to make 
Hippocrates the Inventor of my Oint- 
ment, the fame Reaſoning will ſerve the 
turn: Hippocrates, it may be ſaid, and 
Ancient Phyſicians apply d Turpentine to 
Hores, which is the other part of the 
Compoſition of this Ointment; Where 
then is this late Invention? The Argu— 
ment is the ſame, though Turpentine be 
no part of Falloppins's Compolition. This 
manner of Reaſoning will hold againſt 
Rudins or Rufus ( Rhaſes according to 
Pereira) being the firſt Inventor of their 
Pills; becauſe they were nor the firſt that 
knew Aloes, the chief Ingredient in their 
Compoſition; nor indeed is Falloppius 
of his Ointment, ſince he does not pre- 
tend to have been the firſt that uſed 
Quickſilver ; either for the purpoſe of 
drying the Caries or Shankers, (the pre- 
ſent Deſign) or for any other Symptom 
of the Pox. 


But this Ointment of Falloppius does 
not anſwer, as himſelf acknowiedges, but 
likewiſe gives Pain; becauſe of the Hogs- 
lard and Aloes, which my N 
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does nor; they being no part of my 
Ointment: Beſides; the Mercury is the 
half of my Ointment, and is joined with 
the beſt Dizefizue, and is a tenth part 
only in his; ſo that, upon all thoſe Ac- 
counts, it cannot have the ſame Effect 
with mine. Moreover, the Frankimcenſe 
is a Specifick for deſtroying every kind of 
Tumour, according to Avicenna; which 
therefore Falloppius muſt have depended 
upon equally with the Mercury, becauſe 
they were both of them uſed on the ſame 
Authority. And herein, ſay they, con- 
ſiſts my Improvement; that I leave our all 
the unncceſſary Parts of the Compoſi- 
tion; that I have mixed the Mercury in 
a good and ſufficient Quantity, with a 
Subſtance, the fitteſt to make it into the 


Form of an Ointment, and to render it 


a more effectual Medicine. 


The urging thus their Objection does 
me ſufficient Honour. For have I im- 
proved upon the really Great Falloppins ? 
And has this Ointment wanted due Im- 
provement theſe 120 Years? Ar leaſt, 
then, I have brought an excellent Oint- 
ment to its Perfection, after it has been 
admired, they ſay, for 120 Years; and 
notwithſtanding that it has been * 

Or 
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for half the time, a grear Argument a- 
gainſt irs Uſefulneſs, ſo much applaudcd, 
on this Occaſion. Yet it the throwing 
away every Drug of the Compolition 
bur one, and uſing that in five times a 
greater quantity, and that with a more 
proper Ingredient, than can be found in 
the other Compoſition, this is indecd a 
very particular way of Improving; and, 
on any other Occaſion, may properly be 
call'd Inventing. But this I ſubaui to the

It is Doctor Mead's hard Fate to vouch 
for this alledged Practice; but it had been 
more proper to have appcal'd to Fallop- 


pins himſelf: And as no ſuch Practice 
can be found in his Works, fo the Miſ- 
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repreſentation is very groſs; whoſocyer 
is the Voucher. 


Indeed; the great Occaſion of Scan- 
dal is the Goodneſs of the Invention; 
and that it may bring a Reputation to its 
Author: So dangerous it is for a Phy- 
fician to contrive any thing uſeful to 
Mankind; that it unavoidably ſubjects 
him to the Hatred of many other of his 
Brethren; who reſtleſly purſue him with 
Calumny and Scandal; if not the Inven- 
cion itſeltf. 


But as People who are beſt at Ca- 
lumny, are like wiſe the greateſt Boaſters 
and Pretenders, I lay it down for a gene- 
ral Rule, that no Medicine is to be re- 
ceived for its ſingular Uſe till it has had 
many Trials in proper Circumſtances, i. e. 
till it has been uſed on a Number of Peo- 
ple equally ill, or that it has its Effects 
when no reaſonable Hopes are left of a 
Cure by the beſt of other Medicines, 
Skilfully adminiſtred. 


This has been the particular Fate of | 


Phyſick in all Ages, and many have pre- 
ended to cure Shankers by ſecret Me- 
thods, 
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chods, without Eſcharotichs. But it never 
was done before. And as De Blegny 
paints the Cuſtom of Quacks and this 
Pretence at the ſame time, I ſhall add his 
own Words: Quacks will tell you they 
wif Cure the worſt and moſt frig _— 
Shankers in eight or ten Days; and 1 
after this time they find that their Kna- 
very and Jenorance are like to be diſco- 
vered, they perſuade their Patients that 
their Remedies are Effettual and Cer- 
tam, when the Shankers are not owing 
to the Pox ; but their Diſtemper having 
been ſo obſtinate, the Recourſe miiſt be to 
the Cure of the Pox itſelf. 


Inſtead of applying this Hiſtory to 
tome Phyſicians of our own Times, I 
will add another; which, together, 
compleat the Character of Quackiſm. 
This is taken from Muſitanus, who

Now as thele Topicks are ſo neceſſary, 
that all internal Medicines will prove in- 
effeftnal in curing Cyyſtallins without 
them, and as he uſes Prrging Medicines 
only with a View to diſcharge the Wa- 
ter, which they cannot do; fo we may 
fately conclude, that Mr. Blegu has not 
made a right Uſe of his Experience, and 
that Cyyſtallius are cured only by Topical 
Medicines, without having any Regard 
to a Gonorrhea, a Shanker, or any other 
at their Symptoms.

Cannot conſent to the Opinion of 

Authors; who afhrm, that the A4. 
tural Uneaſineſs of the Pæputium to 
paſs backwards on the Clans, is any 
Degree of a Phimus or Phimoſis, ſince 
it may be puſh'd back, and reduced, 
without the leaſt Danger of its ſtrangu- 
latmg. But when the cloaking of the

ſpecial Care and Conſideration. 


This preternarnral Ineptitude of the 
Præputiiim, to cover or uncover the 
Gl:ys, proceeds from the Thickneſs it ac- 
quires by Shanxers on it, or the Glaus: 
Even the Scabs of the Small- po* were 
obſerv'd to produce a Th:r{efs, and a 
Phimoſis ; as really, as $5ankrs or Cry- 


ſtallins: and therefore equal Regard muſt 


be had to the Shanker's and C7:ſtallns, as 


to the Præpulium, in curing thole Sy mp- 
roms, 


Ir is true; our firſt Endewwour is to 
abate the Thickneſs of the Fore-s&r, in 
order to get at the Henkers which oc- 
caſion it. Bur, atter that, the curing the 
Shankers and Ci ſtallins are the only Se- 
curity againſt a new Thickneſs. How 
the Shankers and Cr1ſtallins are to be 
cured, has been already conſidered in 
the two foregoing Chapters. Now a 
Phimoſis or Periphimoſis are to be ma- 
naged with Medicines that can diſcuſs 
the Humours, and abate the Inflamma- 
tion; or elſe with powerful Syppurating 
Medicines. whereby the Humours are

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Parts, while the reducing of the Pre. 
putium is endeayoured by our Hand, wer 
likewiſe in cold Water. Others would 
arain the Humour that comes from the 
Fore-skin, by inſinuating green Gentian- 
Roots, the Pith of the Way-faring-Tree, 
or a bit of Spunge between the Glaus 
and Fore-skin. But as the former Me- 
thod may aſſwage the Erection of the 
Penis, but cannot contribute to the Cure 
of, or to the preventing a Phimoſis; and 
as the laſt proceeds (on a falſe Suppoſi- 
tion, that watry Humours congeſted in 
the Fore-Skin can be drained by ſuch 
Applications) the vain Expectations of 
ſuch Attempts become manifeſt. On the 
contrary, the Moiſture imbibed when 
theſe Medicines arc apply'd, (wells them, 
and thereby the Parts are diſtended; and 
Pain, with a greater Afflux of Humours, 
is occaſion'd; ſo that they rather in- 
creaſe, than abate, the Symptoms.

APPENDIX, 


Theſe are the Subject of our follow- 
ing Conſiderations; and it they can be 
drawn out of the Principles tormerly laid 
down, and the Account of the Medi- 
cincs already produced, fo that rhe par- 
ticular Cauſe of cach of thele ſtrange 
Effects may be aſſigned; we may mo- 


deſtly affirm, that the former Theory is 


compleat: it ſetting, before us, the con- 
ſtant Uniformity we always diſcern in 
the Works of Nature. Whereas, for the 
want of a true Theory, the Adminiſtra- 
tion of the moſt innocent Medicines, and 
of the beſt adapted Compolitions for a 
general Practice, have proved moſt un- 
certain, and often dangerous; even in 
the Hands of the molt experienced Pra- 
ctioners; inſomuch, that there is not a 
greater Varicty of Events to be found 
in adminiſtring any Medicine, in any Di- 
ſeaſe, than may be obſety'd in admini- 
ſtring the ſame Medicine, in the different, 
but unobſery'd, Circumſtances of a Per- 
lon ill of a Gonorrhœa, nor is a ſolid 
and judicious Theory more wanting for 
conducting us in the Practice of a Fever, 
than in the Practice of a Gonorrhea.

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Had not theſe Difficulties and Difap- 
pointments often returned, and brought 
along with them Reproaches nor to be 
ſuffered by Practitioners of a liberal Edu-

And therefore I will purſue thoſe Evils 
in the moſt eaſy Method, and propoſe 
them in the Periods and Order whercin 
they commonly appear. HFiſt, we will 
inquire into the grievous Symptoms, a- 
riſing from any Check given to the Run- 
ning, when it begins to ſhew itſelf, and 
we will find thoſe Symptoms always 
moſt grievous, when the Corruption, 
that is check'd, is moſt ſharp. Secondly, 
we will conſider Symptoms that appear 
after the Running has been in a conſi- 
derable Quantity, but that ſtops of a 
ſudden. Thirdly, the reaſon why the 
Running ſometimes continues in ſuch a 
Quantity, as is the Oozing of a Sore that 
cannot be heal'd up; and on that ac- 
count (I ſuppoſe) is called a Gleet. And 
Laftly, J will conſider what manner of 
Hurt happens in the Practice of a Gonor- 
rh&a, when the Patlage of Urine, along 
the Urethra, is hindred or interrupted; 
or how a Caruncle, and a Carnoſity, are 
produced. 
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The Algedo; or a Runame checks 
n the Beginning, and the 


Conſequence of us ſtopping. 
A last the various Accidents that 


happen in the Courle of a Go- 
aorrhea, none is attended with morc 
violent Pain, and more dirc Conſequences, 
than a Running ſtopping ſoon after it 
appears; which we may properly call thc 
Alzedo ; yet] do not find, that any Au- 
thor has offered any Obſervation of this 
kind to the World; which Neglect ve- 
ry much confirms the great Difficulty 
there is in making Obſervations; and the 
Unaccuratencis of former Authors, in 
relating the various Appearances, that 
occur in the Practice of a Gonorrhea. 
Muſilanis alone ſuggeſts the Symptom, 
but injudicioufly places it among thoſe 
that precede a Caruncle *. For he al- 
ledges that we may apprchend a grow-

ing Caruncle, Ex pragreſsd fada Go- 


norrhea, . / modo Strang uriam, modo 
Dyſariam, jam Jſchuriam fert. But I 
have obſcrv'd; that if the Running docs 
not proceed, after the common manner 
already related, but continues to be in a 
{mall Q Quantity, as it always ſhews itſelf 
ar firſt; or if it ſtops wichout any ſenſi- 
ble and obvious Cauſe of an improper Ad- 
miniſtration; in that Caſe, there is often 
an intenſe Inflammation on the Gans, 
and an inſufferable Pain ſtriking into the 
Anus, ſometimes into the Teſtic cles, with- 
but cheir being in the leaſt ſwell'd, and 
moſt commonly into the Bladder; Which 
laſt Pain is always attended with a fre- 
quent Deſire of making Water; but then 
it is made in a very (mall Quantity, and 
with much Difficulty. Theſe Symptoms, 
thus related, become very manifeſt from 
the ne formerly given of the Na- 
ture of a Gonorrhed, and if we rccollect 
what was + then ſaid of the Sharpneſs 
of the Liquor of the Lacimæ, we ſhall 
eaſily explain the Nature and productive 
Cauſe of this Symptom. For let the in- 
fected Liquor of the Lacuna be ty'd up 
by Applications, or Adminiſtrations, 0 
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any kind; or let them become grofler on 
a ſickly account, ſo that the HHimulus of 
the Corruption does not excite the Quan- 
tity of the Efflux in a duc Proportion; 
in that Caſe, the Liquor is ſtill more 
corrupted, and becomes more ſharp. Now 
this ſharp Liquor being conſtantly ap- 
ply'd to the Lacimæ, to the membranous 
Coat of the Urethra, always excites Pain 
and an Inflammation, as has been often 
ſhewn in many former places of this 
Bock. | 2 


Pain being thus made in the Urethra, 
we may caſily conceive how it is propa- 
gated into the Bladder, and other Parts 
mentioned in the foregoing Deſcription; 
for the Urethra is a continued Dutt to 
the Neck of the Bladder; and the In- 
flammation , being coramunicared thro' 
the Urethra, is caſily communicated to 
che Bladder; and with it the Pain. This is 
likewiſe the reaſon that the Yaſa Defe- 
rentia and Veſiculæ Seminales, that open 
into the Urethra, partake of this Inflam- 
mation, and communicate the Pain into 
the Teſticles: As alſo, that the Pain is 
convey d into the Anus by the Means of 
the Accelerating Muſcles of the Penis, 
which terminate in that part. 


But 
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Bur to explain theſe Symptoms more 
particularly, that the Deſign we have in 
curing may become more obvius, and 
direct; we will begin with accounting 
for the frequent Deſire of making Wa- 
ter, and why it is voided with great Pain, 
and in a {mall Quantiry. The reaſon of 
this Symptom is, that the Neck of the 
Bladder being vaſtly inflamed, is vehe- 
men:ly ſtimulated by rhe Saltneſs of the 
the Water, and by this ſtimulating, a fre- 
quent Deſire of diſcharging it is excited. 
The Bladder itſeif being alſo inflamed, it 
cannot be ſo caſily apply'd for expelling 
the Urine; and therefore it is thrown 
out in a ſmaller Quantity; and, upon 
both accounts is made with great Pain. 
Moreover; the Neck of the Bladder, be- 
ing thickned by the Inflammation, is 
opened or dilated with great Dithculry ; 
and therefore, the Urine is neither freely 
expell'd, nor without great Pain, | 


The frequent irritating the Bladder, 
with the ſharp Urine, occaſions the quick, 
and repeated, Pain; which Pain in ma- 
king Water is a more conſtant Symptom 
of the Stoppage of the corrupted Matter, 
than are either the Pain in the Anus or 
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in the Teſticles ; notwithſtanding that 
the Pain, in theſe, is produced as really 
by the Pain in the Urethra as that in 
the Bladder; but not ſo directly. For 
Pain made in contiguous Parts is occa- 
ſion'd, by the Himulus, or Compreſſion 
of adjacent Parts, that are affected; ſo 
that the derived Pain is cqually owing 
to the Inflammation, as is the Pain in 
the Part originally affected. Daily Ex- 
perience affords us various, and ſenſible, 
Examples of Pain derived to a contigu- 
ous Part, from another that is firſt hurt. 
A Pain any way produced in a Finger is 
not only propagated, by the common 
bending Muſcles that may ſend a Branch, 
to ſome diſtance, and is thus carry'd, di- 
realy, to a great length up the arm; but 
it likewiſe affects other Muſcles in the 
ſame Contiguity, and reaches farther than 
the Origin of any of the Muſcles of the 
Fingers, and may be propagated to Parts, 


very diſtant from that firſt affected with 
Pain. 


Bur, which is more ſurprizing, con- 
tiguous Parts affected mutually by the In- 
flammation of either, not only receive 
Impreſſions of Pain from each other, but 
will even adhere and ſtick to one an- 


other. 
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other. The Adheſion of the Lungs to 
the Pleura is an Affection of this kind, 
as is the Adheſion of an Iuteſtine to the 
Peritonaum, Bladder, and ſuch Adhe- 
ſions of many other Parts that have of- 
ten been found in diſſecting Bodies; efpc- 
cially thoſe that were morbid or ſickly. 


All thee grievous Symptoms being 
produced by the retarded Efflux of the 
Liquor of the Lacunæ, notwithſtanding 
that is ſharp and corrupted, and com- 
monly flows, at other times, in a greater 
quantity upon that account; yet as this 
Liquor is found, at preſent, in a ſmall 
quantity; for Reaſons afterwards to be 
aſſigned, it requires the greateſt Degree 
of Corruprion poſlible, and that by its 
not running oft in the ordinary quan- 
rity. Now as this very ſharp Liquor is 
conſtantly applv'd to the Urethra, by its 
continuing in the Lacunæ, which arc 
parallel to its inner Coat, the Pain is ren- 
der'd more and more intenſe. Our In- 
quiry therefore mult be why this Eflux 
is retarded, notwirhſtanding that the Li- 
quor is more ſharp, or is indued with a 
greater Stimulus, a Cauſe we formerly 
tound ſufhcient for exciting a Running. 
It will caſily be believed that * 

an 
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and Medicines, that are any thing A- 
ſtringent, inwardly adminiſtred, have ſuf- 
ficient Power to check the Diſcharge of 
the corrupted Liqour; nay Medicines of 
ſuch Qualities are eſteem'd ſo ſufficient 
a Cauſe that ſeldom any other has been 
aſſigned for rhe Interruption; ſo that we 
may aſſert that theſe Medicines are ſome- 
times the Occaſion of checking the free 
Efflux of the Liquor of the Lacunæ, 
though it be corrupted and were other- 
wiſe ſharp enough to produce a Run- 


ning. 


Bur another Cauſe never yet aſſigned 
for producing ſuch a Stoppage, is when 
the Liquor of the Lacunæ, even in this 
its corrupted State, acquires an extraor- 
dinary Groſſneſs, and on that account 
becomes incapable to flow, or flows on- 
ly in a very inconſiderable quantity. This 
Groſſneſs of the Liquor of the Lacunæ 
is acquired from a Groſſneſs of the Blood 
itſelf in a great many Diſeaſes, as in a 
Cold, a Fever, c. The way how this 
Groſſneſs is form'd by a Cold, or a Fe- 
ver, is obvious from the general defect of 
Secretions at that time; inſomuch that 
Hippocrates obſerves that Ulcers, and 1 
have obſerv d that Iſues, very commonly 


dry 
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dry up in the beginning of a Fever, and 
in great Colds, when a Fever is genera- 
ting, and in ſeveral other Diſtempers, 
the Liquor of the Lacunæ is become ſo 
groſs, that the Quantity of its Efflux is 
but moderately augmented; though it 
be corrupted and ſtimulates the Lacumæ, 
and thereby the Quantity of its Efflux 
ſhould be conſiderably augmented: Hence 
it is that the Pain, and all the former 
mention'd Evils, or Misfortunes are pro- 


duced. 


Some very good Practitioners who 
have been * of che great Dan- 
ger and Difficulty that ariſcs from the 
ſlow Running in chis Circumſtance of a 
Fever, have attributed the Slowneſs of a 
Running, or the Smallneſs of its Quan- 
tity, to the Heat of the Fever, which 
they ſuppoſed did lick up the Matter of 
the Running; but this flow Efflux is 
truly an Unaptneſs in the Liquors to run 
off, and that becauſe of their Thick- 


neſs. 


What was formerly ſaid of an inward 
Shanker ſuppreſſing the Running, may 
give ſome Suſpicion of its being an Oc- 
caſion of this terrible Symptom; but 


Shanker's 
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Shankers ſeldom give any great Pain, nor 
do they infect the Liquor of the Lacune 
till they begin to diſſolve; and this Li- 
quor not being infected during the Hard- 
neſs of the Shanker, there is not natural- 
ly any Pain produced on that account; 
or, Shankers in the Urethra never pro- 
duce this painful Symptom. All this is 
manifeſt from the Experience, of inward 
Shankers, eo Ba, in their proper 
Place. 


From what has been ſaid it plainly ap- 
pears, that the Inflammation and Pain 
in the Urethra, in the Glans, Bladder, 
Teſticles, and in the Anus, are altogether 
the Conſequence of this ſharp Liquor be- 
ing pent up in the Lacung ; and there- 
fore, that in curing theſe Symptoms, lit- 
tle or no Regard is to be had to the In- 
flammation in the mentioned Parts, but 
rather to what may make the pent up 
Liquor flow. Indeed, the Folly of endea- 
vouring to cure Diſeaſes, by taking Aim 
at their Symptoms, is as conſpicuous in 
the preſent Caſe as it can be in any other 
whatſoever. So that Bleeding, Emulſions, 
and other cool Adminiſtrations that are 
chiefly relied upon, almoſt, in every Caſe 
of an Inflammation are of very little Uſe 

againſt 
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againft an Algedo. Bathing, that com- 
monly goes along with the former, is of 
great ule; though not for cooling an In- 
flammation, as they think; it really ſa- 
tisfying the principal End and Deſign of 
unlocking the Lacunæ, and giving a Paſ- 
ſage to the ſtagnating Liquor. So vaſtly 
ditterent is a Practice managed upon 
Analogy, and a blind Experience, and 


when our Experience is directed by 
Reaſon, 


And therefore as the Indication of 
Cure is always beſt drawn from the Na- 
ture of the Diſeaſe, ſo I will endcayour 
ro deduce the Method of Cure from the 
Nature of this Symptom, thus explain'd; 
and as this is occaſion'd by the Diſcharge 
out of the Lacunæ being very little or 
nothing at all; and that upon the ac- 
count of an extraordinary Groſſneſs their 
Liquor acquires, either on account of 
the preſent State of the Blood, or that 
the Blood and the Liquor of the Lacunæ 
is become thicker by Medicines that 
bring this Quality of Thickneſs into the 
Blood. The Method of Cure therefore 
conſiſts in deſtroying the mentioned 
Groſſneſs of theſe Liquors; which will 
be found more caſily done, when this 

Thickneſs 
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Thickneſs is acquired by Medicines ; 
than when it is occaſionꝰd by the Means 
expreſſed, whilc I inveſtigated the Symp- 
toms of Inflammation and Pain. 


In conducting the Practice of Phy- 
ſicians for relieving this Symptom, I 
cannot proceed in the Method of giv- 


ing the Deſigns and Preſcriptions of other 


Authors, none other having ſpoke of this 
Accident before me; and, on that ac- 
count, we have not any Method for cu- 
ring what either they never obſerved; or 
that were obſerved ſo imperfectly, that 
Practitioners were afraid to relate Symp- 
toms ſo ſurprizing, and at the ſame time 
ſo new, leſt the Pa ſhould caſt ſome Re- 
flection on their Judgment in treating, or 
the laſt on their Skill in diſcerning them. 
Bur as I am ſure that no ſuch Symptom 


has been mentioned among Phylicans ; 


ſo the Miſtakes I might be under in firſt 


apprchending it, give more Credit to the 
reſt of the Relation to Men of worth, 
and to ingenuous Phyſicians. 


HisTory I. 


In Augiſe 1716. I was deſired to vi- 
lit a Patient, who had been long ill of a 
Gonorrhwua, 


„ 
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Gonorrhea, but which had been check'd 
by an Injection, made with Ag. Plantag. 
Mel. Roſar. and ſacch. Saturni. It was 
formerly check'd, beforc he return'd from 
a foreign Countrey. As I found the Run- 
ning of a very green Colour, and the 
Glans very much inflam'd; I was per- 
ſuaded, that the Inflammation was con- 
tinued from about the firſt Lacuna down 
to the Neck of the Bladder, and for that 
Reaſon the Running ought to be encou- 
raged. 


For this Purpoſe I preſcribed him a 
Doſe of Athiops antimonialis to be ta- 
ken every Night going to Bed, and in 
two or three Days the Running encrea- 
fed, and his Pains vanifhed.

This Anthiops is made with equal 
Parts of crude Mercury, and of Antimon. 
medicinale, as is the e #thiops mineralis. 
The Antimonium medicinale ſhall be de- 
(cribed in che Chapter, about the Swel- 


lng of the Teſticles. 
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HisTtoxy IL 


Auguſt 1716, 1 met with a very ſur- 
prizing Caſe of the Algedo, when a Gen- 
cleman put himſelf under my Care to be 
curcd of a Gonorrhea ; but finding he 
was ill of a continual Fever, I adviſed him 
to return to his Lodging and to go to 
Bed; the Cure of the Fever being chiefly 
to be purſued. 


Next Morning the Running was in a 
very {mall Quantity, though it had then 
appeared five Days; the Clans was pro- 
digiouſly inflamed, and the Fever of a 
low ſort, that was like to hold him a 
Fortnight, or three Weeks, 


I rold him char, in his Circumſtances, 
no Method for curing a Gonorrhea could 
agree with the Practice of the Fever, ex- 
cepting that by a proper Injection; but 
ſomething extraordinary appearing in the 
Running, I was not willing to make uſe 
of this new Method, in a Calc liable to 
a great Variety of Accidents; whereby 
both I, and the Method, might be ex- 
poſed to much Obloquy; and as the In- 
tection could not creep into the Blood by 


neglecting 
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neglecting to cure it, the ſafeſt Courſe we 
could take was for curing the Fever. 


Our Matters went very ſucceſsfully 
while we purſued this View, but I was 
ſurprized that the Running did not en- 
creaſe as the Fever came to its State, 
but that it was rather leſs, and the Gen- 


tleman began then to complain ofa Pain 


in making Water, and that he had often 
occaſion to make it. In a Fortnight the 
Fever went off, but my Patient was not 
yet in a Condition to enter upon any 
Courſe for the Gonorrhea ; which con- 
tinued ro be as at the beginning. After 
this Gentleman had been three or four 
Days about the Houſe, and the Scaſon 
of the Year warm, he was tempted to 
goa walking in an adjacent Garden, tho' 
the Wind was Eaſterly, and the Garden 
on the River- ſide. He took cold, and 
the Pain, and Deſire of making Water, 
encreaſed ſo vehemently, that he could 
not ſleep, but ſent carly next Morning 
for me. 


When I had conſidered theſe Symp- 


\ toms, I found the Bladder was inflam d, 


but did not dream of this Inflammation 


being derived from ſome other Part; and 
T therefore 
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therefore 1 order'd him Emulſions, Ba- 
ching, to be bled, and Clyſters, as is 
common in Caſes of an Inflammation of 
the Biadder. Morcover ; the Pain being 
exceſſive, he ſometimes took Clylters in 
a very {mall Quantity, in which were 
five Grains of Opium, to procure a little 

uiet and Reſpite from ir. Bur as theſe 
Methods and Applications aftorded {mal 
Relief, I was joyn'd with another Phy- 
ſician, who agreeing with me about the 
Opinion I had of the Bladder being in- 
flam'd, we purſued the former View 
with Changes of Medicines, and with as 
little Succels. 


The Pain darting ſome time into the 
Anus gave the other Phyſician ſfomc 
Suſpicion of the Pzles ; but I thought it 
paſſed into that Part from the Bladder, 
as I did believe the Pain he found ſome- 
times in ſome one of his Teſticles likewitc 
did. Nay; every Day ſuſpecting a new 
Diſeaſe, this Phyſician at length ſuſpected 
his having a Carnoſity, which J con- 
vinced him to be impoſſible in ſo little a 
time; yet thele Differences occaſion'd 
mention to be made of having As- 
ſiſtance from a Surgeon, which I rea- 
dily agreed to, and was mightily pions 

with: 
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with the Perio named, he having a 
very good Character, both tor his Ho- 
neſty and Skill. 


But before our Mecting the Diſeaſc 
ſhowed irielf; for in the Water appcar'd 
a great deal of Ruunine, and of a Slough ; 
ſo that, afterwards, we found we could 
have no other End to purſue, than that 
of exciting the Running. The Surgeon 
confeſſed he never had any ſuch Cale, 
but that the Matter of the Conor hes 
had been licked up by che Fever. Fog 
ded that the Fever had certainly hin- 
dred the Running; but in the 1 manner I 
have formerly cx plain, : nd that the 
flow Diſcharge did pr oduce the men- 
tioned Symptoms of Pain in the Blad- 
der, Anis and Teſticles; though I more 
openly declared my Opinion about the 
true Cauſe of all ſuch Accidents, which 
gave great Satisfact) 'on ro Mr. Blon#e! 
Shave "this new and difficult Caſe. He 
took Occaſion likewiis to declare to my 
Patient, that no Method could have beet 
taken the the Gonorrhea that would not 
put him in danger of iis b Life or have 


ended in the Lues Feta. 
'T 
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The Method therefore we took to 
provoke the Running, was by giving 


mercurial Medicines, and purging them 
oft,

We procceded in this Method almoſt 


a Month, before he was free from Pain. 


In all that time the Running never was 
in a great quantity. The Gentleman 
was obliged to perſiſt in taking Emul. 
ſious, Broth, and other ſoft Liquors that 
were formerly preſcribed for the Inflam- 


mation; which were proper enough to 


caſe this Symptom, though not to cur: 
it. When the Pain, and Difficulty in 
making Water, were removed, the {mall 
Gonorrhæa was cured by one of the com- 
mon Forms mention'd in this * Book.

In the ſame Month of Auguſt 1716. 
received a Letter from a Gentleman in 
the Countrey, deſiring my Advice for 
an intolerable Pain he had when he made 
Water; he having at the ſame time fre- 
quent deſire to make it; tho he always 


made it in a very little Quantity. He 


told me that he often was afflicted with 
a Pain in his Teſticles, or in the Anus, 
when he did not feel it about his Blad- 
der. He found he had a Gonorrhea that 


Morning, which ſtopp'd by Noon, and 


- ever ſince that time he has been tortur d 


with Pain. 


The Symptoms encreaſing to faſt up- 
on him before he could expect an An- 
ſwer to his Letter, he forthwith came to 


London, and acquainted me with his 


Torment. But it being manifeſt that the 
Pain was occaſioned by the Gono''rhya 
thus ſtopping by a very violent Cold, ] 
endeayour'd to excite the Running, ang 
by the mentioned Method of Calome! 
Bolus's he took four Evenings ſucceſſive- 
ly, which were afterwards purged oft 
next Morning after he had taken every 


5 Bolns. 
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Bolus. His Drink was as ſoft as we could 
contrive it, but not diuretical, and hi: 
Diet was chiegy Broth; yet we found 
no manner of Reipite from theſe terrible 
Symptoms in a Fortis ght. And there- 
tore 1 ordered mercurial Medicines of 
reater Effic cacy, and that he ſhould have 
aken a Bolus cvery otner Evening made 
with gr. vii. of Tui hit Mineral, which 
neither Purging nor Vomiting him, cach 
Dole was augmented to gr. xiv. in the 
turn of a For:ni ght; which very great 
Dole would purge him twice or N 
but never vomited him. I would gladly 
have put him into a Salivation, rather 
than have continued in a Courſe of {© 
vaſt Doſes of fo rough a Medicine; but 
ſome Buſineſ he had then depending did 
not admit of ir, fo that I was forced to 
procced in this Method for a Month cr 
five Wecks before he found any Benefit 
from it. After that time he had no dart- 
ing into the Anus, he made his Water 

y freely and without Pain, bur * 
aſp pected chat he ſometimes Grd a dat 
ing into one of his Teſticles. He run a 
little for three or four Days, but it after- 
wards ceaſed of its (elf, 


When 
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When our Matters were brought to 
this paſs I had him purged four or five 
ſcycral times, intermitting always a Day 
between the purging; and after he had 
taken this Phyſick, I order'd him gr. xv. 
Titrp. miner. twice a Weck for a Fort- 
night. After all, he drank a very ſtrong 
Decoction of the Woods for ſix Werks 
together. 


Notwithſtanding the great Quantity 
of Mercui) this Gen rleman had taken, 
which he took as well as the Dict-drink 
with the utmoſt Exactneſs of Diet and 
Manner of Living, he broke out all over 
his Body four Months after he had fi- 
niſned this Courſe; yet he found noching 
to complain of, but that he had at times 
a {mall darting Pain in ſome one of his 
Teſticles. This Misforrune pur us under 
the Neceſſity of a Saliuation for a more 
perfect Cure, and his Affairs now favour- 
ing this Method, he went ſtraight under 
that Courſe. 


He ſpit about rwo Quarts every Day 
for about a Month, and about a Quart 
in a Day for three Weeks more; in che 
laſt part of this time he felt no manner 
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of Pain; yet in leſs than {rx Weeks after 


the Salvation, he broke out again in his 


Legs and Arms, but was cured by the 
Merc. diaphoret. of Paracelſus.

4 Swelling of the T:ſticles has 


never yet been explain'd upon any 

H pot heſis, and is a Symptom that in 
all appearance is as hard to ſubmit to 
my Theory. The choaking up the Li- 
quoc of the Pycſtatæ, or of the Veſiculæ 
Seminales,  Froweles better the clearing 
up this Difficulty, than any Accident that 
can happen to the Liquor of the La- 
cunæ ſo remote from che Teſticles, which 
have aſſign'd to be the Subject Marter 
of a Gonorrhæa. It has already been 
evinced that there is not any other poſſible 
Source for the Running beſides the Li- 
quor of the Lacunæ, and I hope at 
preſent to ſhew that ſome Accidents 
which happen about its Efflux are very 
ſufficient to produce the Swelling of the 


3 Teſticles. 
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Teſticles. Upon which Account the 
Theory will become complere and uni- 
form, every Symprom and Accident 
flowing from the ſame Original, 


In order to make this Account clear 
and ealy, it is proper to take a more par- 
ticular View of ſome Parts of Genera- 
tion than was formerly neceſlary to be 
done. Theſe Parts are all that lie between 
the Penis and the Teſticles themſelves; in 
the firſt being placed the original Seat of 
the Diſeaſe, and in the laſt the moſt re- 
mote Symptom. 


It is more than half a Century that 
Anatomiſts have found that a Teſficle is 
nothing elſe than a Clew of Veſlels, 
which are {1x in Number; three of which 
run in the outward part, and three on 
the under: Theſe, after having perfora- 
ted the Albuginea, creep to the top of 
it, and there inflect a multitude of (mall 
Veſlels, that enter and form the Sub- 
ſtance of the Teſticle. The firſt Coar 
which riſes from the Perotinæum is call'd 
the Erythrois or Vaginalis; its inner 
Coat which nearly incloſes it is whitiſh, 
and is therefore called Albug inea. 


Upon 
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Upon the Body of the Teſticle lies 
the Epididymis, which ſticks to ir more 
firmly at cach end than it docs in the 
middle, and its cnds are moderately de- 
prefied. The Windings obſerved in the 
Eipididyms are the Origines of the Vas 
Deferens, and fcem deſign'd by Nature 


to collect and pertect the Seed. 


The Vas Deferens is white and hard, 
its Capacity is {mall when it firſt. riſes 
out of the Fpididymis, but it grows lar- 
gcr and wider as it procceds towards the 
Seminal Veſlels and Urethra. When it 
approaches the firſt of theſe, it becomes 
Varicous, and at length is inſerted into 
the Urethra. At its end a Caruncle is 
affixed, which, like a Valve, hinders the 
Urine to ruſh into the Yas Deferens, and 
the Seed from falling continually into the 
Urethra. The Seed does not remain in 


this Veſlel, bur is convey'd by it into the 
Heſiculæ Seminales, 


The Veſiculæ Seminales, as was for- 
merly obſcry'd in the firſt Part of this 
Book, are ſituated backwards on the end 


of the Neck of the Urinary Bladder. 
In

In examining the Penis, the nervous 
Body was formerly deſcribed as far as it 
then ſuited that Occaſion; but a more 
particular Inquiry being neceſſary for the 
preſent Purpoſe, it mult be obſerv d chat 
this Nerweo-ſpongiors Body has two 
Branches which arc broad and flat, and 
are firmly ty'd on both ſides to the Os 
Pubis and Iſchium. They unite as they 
join the Pubes, but not ſo intimately but 
char they may be ſeparated, each Part 
having it proper Membrane and Veſlels. 
The Subſtance of the Cr1ra is very dif- 
ferent from that which conſtitutes the 
ſpongious Bodies; for it ſeems to be more 
glandular than even the glandular part 
of the Penis ſhewn by Mr. Ruyſch. The 
Penis is faſten'd to that Bone with mem- 
branous Fibres, and with a ſtrong Li- 
gament which proceeds from thence up- 
on the Back of the nervous Body. 


The nervous Body and Urethra have 
Blood Veſſels from the Hypogaſtricks. 


The ſpongy Subſtance, which is con- 
tained in the nervous Body, and its 
Thighs is altogether an heap of Blood- 


yeſlels, that communicate with one an- 
: other,

other, and are inveſted with their pro- 
per Membrane; propagating from the 
Subſtance of the nervous Body, and a 
fibrous Net -· work, which ſupports theſe 
Veſſels, and keeps them in a fit and pro- 
per Situation A great number of ſmall 
Arteries run through the Nervous Bo- 
dy, two large Arteries entring into the 
ſpongy Subſtance of the Penis, on each 
ſide one; but there are two more Arte- 
ries that go directly to the Glans, with- 
out ever dipping into the Subſtance of 
the Penis. 


It is needleſs to mention the Urethra 
or its Lacung, after the particular Ac- 
count given of them in the beginning of 
this Book; and therefore we ſhall pro- 
ceed, to explain the Swelling of the Te- 


ſticles, and that from this Anatomical 


Account of them, together with ſuch 
Affections of the Lacunæ by their Li- 
quor, the Matter of a Gonorrhea. For 
every Tumour, on any Part, is always 
occafion'd when the Liquors of chat Part 
do not paſs out of their Veſſels, in the 
quantity they enter them; upon this ac- 
count, the Veſlels of the Part are al- 
ways diſtended in proportion to the quan- 
tity of the Liquors that remains in _w_ 
an

and thus ſwell it. From all which it fol- 
lows, that if the Matter of a Gonorrhea, 
or the Liquor of the Lacunæ, is check d, 
on any account whatſoever, in a time it 
was flowing in a quantity greater than 
natural, thoſe Excretory Ducts will be 
fuller than natural, and by their Ful- 
neſs will compreſs all the Lacunæ and 
Blood-· veſſels in the Urethra, down to 
the Vaſa Deferentia, and YVeſicule Se- 
minales. Now the Liquor of the Vaſa 
Deferentia being interrupted at their O- 
rifices, by the Preſſure of the Lacung, 
flows ſlowly; or is choaked up in thoſe 
Veſlels, and is interrupted in the Albu- 
ginea, Epididymis, and the Body of the 
Teſticle itſelf; and conſequently the Lym- 
phaticks, and Blood-veſlels, of theſe Parts 
are compreſſed, and rhe Liquor inter- 
rupted in its Motion. And cherefore the 
Liquors of the Teſticles not flowing free- 
ly through them, when Blood is conti- 
nually flowing into them by the Yaſa 
Præparantia, and other Veſſels, theſe 
Veſlels muſt be diſtended in an extraor- 
dinary manner, or a Swelling of the Te- 
ſticles muſt needs enſue, So that every 
Cauſe which gives a ſudden Check to 
the Matter of a Gonorrhea, while it 
flows in a quantity greater than _— 
Wi 
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will produce a Swelling in the Teſticles ; 


25 Was to be ſhewn. 


This being the Mechaniſm of a ſwelld 
Teſticle, we may become apprized of its 

eat Bulk, whether that be on account 
of the Veſſels of the Teſticles being im- 
mediately affected in that Part; or that 
the Teſticle is well d by a Cauſe working 
at a greater diſtance. I proceed there- 
fore to ſhew, more particularly, how the 
Swelling is produced by all rhe particu- 
lar Caulcs, that arc alledged in the time 
of curing a Gonorrhea; and we may 
find, chat nor only aſtringent, and bal- 
ſamick Medicines, but that even purging 
and dmretick Medicines are truly Caulcs 
of this Swelling; though taking Cold, 
and ſundry other Accidents, often occa- 
ſion it. 


The Medicines moſt commonly ob- 
ſerved to occaſion the Swelling are thoſe 
that are Balſamich and Aſtringent, and 
are very commonly thought the on- 
ly Cauſcs. The way how they occaſion 
the Swelling may be collected from what 


has formerly been ſaid ®; for there it was 


* Chap. II. Part II. 5. 3. 
8 ſhewr: 
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ſhewn that aſtringent Medicines reſtrain 
the Quantity of the Liquor of a Gonoy- 
7he&a, either by thickning the Maſs of 
Liquors in general, or by affecting the 
flowing Liquors at the Place where they 
are diſcharged; and therefore Aſtringent 
Medicines, giving a ſudden Ch *. x ro 
the Liquor of a Con hen in any of the 
Lacine, that interrupted Liquor will 
interrupt the Liquor in the next Lacima, 
and fo on to the Lisa Deferentia, and 
by them to the Tefticles themſelves; as 
has already been ſhewn. Now as Balſa- 
mick Medicines act 1 in the Cure of a Go- 
norrhea as common Aſiiragents, they 
produce a Selling of the Teſticles, after 


the ſame manner as thoſe do. 


It will appear more difficult to ac- 
count, how prirging Medicines, likc wiſe, 
occaſion a Swelling ofthe Teſticles, v hen 
they ſeem more readily to thin the Blood, 
and other Liquors, as well as to excite 
the Quantity of the Running. But if we 
conſider the general Quality of all pur- 
ging Medicines, and which is to eſſential 
to them that none of them are cver found 
altogether without it, we may reaclily 
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find how they likewiſe are a Cauſe of 
a Swelling of the Teſticles. 


This eſſential Quality of purging Me- 
dicines by which they are diſtinguiſh'd 
from all other, is their ſtimulating Pow- 
er, with which ſome of them are in- 
dued to a very great and indetermin'd 
Degree. Now if any of theſe Medicines 
the more ſtimulating eſpecially) are ad- 
miniſtred in the Cure of a Gonorrhea, 
they often produce an Inflammatiou in 
ſome Part; and even moderate purgative 
Medicines, or ſuch as have a Himulus 
to a moderate Degree, being given when 
the Parts are already A in either 
of theſe Caſes, the inflamed Parts be- 
come thicker, and their Liquor paſs thro' 
them more ſlowly, and thus occaſion a 
Swelling of the Teſticles, the Urethra be- 
ing inflamed by purging Medicines, or 
when the Urethra is already inflamed by 
the Corruption of the Gonorrhea : Be- 
cauſe if either the Urethra itſelf is thicker, 
or the Coats of the Lacunæ are ſtreighar; 
in that Caſe, the Orikces of theſe Dutts 
become ſtreighter, and the free Diſcharge 
of their Liquor is impeded. And there- 
fore the Liquor itſelf, being pent up in 
its Ducts, (ell them; they compreſ- 

ſing 
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ling the next Lacunæ interrupt the Li- 
juor in them, and ſo on by the Vaſa 
Deferentia, which are ſwell'd to the Te- 
ſticle irſelf, and likewiſe ſwell the Blood- 
veſſels, and other Veſlels, that are com- 
monly found in the Tefticles. Now as this 
is what is only ne ary to produce a 
Swelling in the 7. les, it is now ma- 
nifeſt, how ping? Medicines produce 
the Swelling : As allo; which of all thar 
Tribe moſt readily produce that Effect. 


It is on this very account that diure- 
tick Medicines are often the Cauſe of a 
Swelling of the Teſticles ; for they & waſh- 
ing off the mucilaginous Covering of the 
Urethra, expoſe it to the Saltneſs of the 
Seed and Urine; whereby an Inflamma- 
tion, and other tertible Symptoms, men- 
tioned in the foregoing place, are pro- 
duced, and by them a Selling of the 
Tefticles, in the way we have ſhewn. 


Thus the Symptom of a Swelling of 
the Teſticles is produced, without the 
leaſt Suppoſition of a Swelling of the 
Profiata ; though Phyſicians, and Sur- 
geons, have, hitherto, thought its pre- 
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vious Swclling the only Cauſc that could 
occaſion a Swelhng of the Teſticles ; but 
it is very plain, that neither of them at- 
tend to Experience in reſting ſo eaſily in 
this Explanation, which they ſeem to take 
up with; becauſe they never examined 
their Sufficiency, in producing this Ef- 


fect. Indeed; it we did not grant them 


their Suppoſition, it could never have 
been concluded, that a Swelling of the 
Proſtata was the Cauſe of a Swelling of 
the Teſticles; eſpecially if they were to 
account for their Swelling by purging 
and diuretick Medicines. 


But it is very manifeſt by what has 
been ſaid, * that Aſtringent Medicines 
could not have any ſuch Effect if the Mat- 
ter of a Gonorrhea flowd out of the Pro- 
ſtata, their Power over Liquors flowing 
out of the Reſervatories being very in- 
conſiderable; and therefore if Aſtringent 
Medicines, which were unanimouſly be- 
lieved to produce this Effect, have little 
or no Influence on Liquors ſtor'd up in 
the {mall Ducts of the Proſtata ; what 
tolerable Account can we expect to have 
of purging and other Medicines, we like- 


—— 
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wiſe find are the Cauſes of a Swelling 
of the Teſticles? On the other hand; 
Phyſicians will be much ſurprized, when 
I prove, that a Swelling of the Teſticles 
ncver was, nor ever can be produced by 
a Helling of the Proſcata; though I 
ſhould admit, that its Liquor was affec- 
ted, by Aſtringent Medicines; fo as to 
be lock'd up in the Proſtata. 


I his is manifeſt upon Experience on- 
ly; for that ſhows us, that a Swelhng of 
the Proſtata cauſes a Suppreſſion of the 
Urine, and it is at preſent ſuppoſed that 
it occaſions a Swelling of the Teſticles. 
And therefore; let the Swelling of the 
Proſtata, that makes a Suppreſſion of 
Urine, be greater or ſmaller than that 
which occaſions a Swelling of the Teſticles; 
if the firſt, there may be a Suppreſſion 
of Utine by a Swelling of the Proſtata, 
without a Selling of the Zefticle ; bur 
there cannot be a Swelling of the Teſti- 
tles, becauſe of a like Swelhng of rhe 
Proſtata ; but there muſt be a Suppreſ- 
ſon of Urine, which is contrary to Ex- 
perience. On the other hand, it the 
Swelling of the Proſtata, that makes the 
Selling of the Teſticles, is forewhat 
greater than that which produces a Sup- 


preſſion of Urine, there might be a 
U 2 Swelling 
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Swelling of the Teſticles when there is 
no Suppreſſion of Urine; but when the 
Urine is ſuppreſſed, there muſt always 
be a Swellmg of the Teſticles, which is 
likewiſe contrary to Experience. So that 
the Swelling of the Teſticles, and a Sup- 
preſſion of Urine, are not equally pro- 
duced by a Swellng of the Proſtata. 


Indeed, the Swelling of the Proſtata 
muſt be vaſtly great before it could pro- 
duce a Swelling of the Tefticles, and a 
very {mall Swelling of the fame Part will 
compreſs the Neck of rhe Bladder, and 
ſtop the Urine. The laſt is obvious, and 
granted; the firſt will be made manifeſt 
if we remember the Bulk of the Proſtata, 
its Diſtance from the Yaſa Deferentza, 
which it muſt touch before it can poſ- 
ſibly produce a Swelhng of the Teſticles ; 
and how much its additional Bulk muſt | 
be in order to compreſs the Vaſa Defe- 
rentia. The common Bignels of the Pro- 
ftata is an Inch, its Figure Spherodal, 
and its Diſtance from the Yaſa Defe- 
rentia an Inch. It then a Spherodal | 
Body of an Inch has irs Diameter en- 
creaſed an Inch, and encreaſes uniformly Þ 
inits Bulk (as all Bodics of this kind com- 
monly do) the Capacity of this Body, or | 
its new Bulk, is eight Inches, too large 
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fo be contained in the Urethra; and 
therefore the Suppoſition of the Proſtata 
being ſwell'd, fo as to produce a Swelling 
of the Teſticles, is abſurd. Thus we find 
that a Proſtata mutt be eight times its 
common Bigneſs when it comes to touch 
the Vaſa Deferentia, and it mult become 
ſtill larger before it can compreſs them, 


ſo as to ſtop its Liquor that is diſcharging 


into the Veſiculæ Seminales. 


There is an Experiment that confirms 
the whole Mechaniſm in making a ſwell'd 
Tefticle ; as far as an healthy Animal can 
do, one eſpecially whole Blood is natu- 
rally more fluid than that of a Man; tor 
if we take a Dog in full Purſuit of his 
Luſt, and tie the Vas Deferens, not only 
the Canalicular Veſſels of the Teſticle be- 
come manifeſt, but the Body of the Te- 


ſticle is likewiſe ſwell'd conſiderably for 


the time wherein that Experiment is com- 
monly made; ſo that the Sum of the 
Doctrine is not only true, but obvious 
alſo. 


This Symptom is, I hope, plainly de- 
monſtrated upon the general Principle, 
about the Seat and Nature of a Gonor- 
rhea ; though it could not hitherto be 


accounted for upon any former Hypo- 
U 3 theſis,

theſis, and in appearance {eem'd, of all o- 
ther Symptoms, more eſpecially to contra- 
dict my Theory. By no means can the 
Helling be explain'd from an Affection of 
the Proſtata, tho every thing were grant- 
ed that Authors beg ſor that purpoſe. 
All the Account Authors give of this 
Symptom is, chat the Matter of the Co- 
norrhea is en eee or thrown back 


upon the Teſticles ; or in ſome ſuch ge- 


ncral and analogical Expreſſions; which 
is nothing informing, and which they 
manage as they find their Occaſion re- 
quires. Monſ. Blegny tells us, that 7he 
irregular and licentions manner of Living 
of ſome Patients, or putting an univerſal 
Step to the Flux of the pur uleut Matter 
by Aſtringent Injeet:ons, or violent Pur- 
gatives, have often thrown this very 
Matter on the proper Membrane of one or 
both Teſticles; and thus have cauſed a 
great, hard, and painful Tumour, which 
ſometimes is very difficult io diſcuſs. 


There is a double Fault in this Account 
of Bleany ; for he does not inform us 
whether the Matter of a Gonorrhea is 
truly and properly thrown into the Te- 
ſticles or not; nor does he tell us from 
what Place, or by what Means it is ſent 
thichcr. But, which is more unpardon- 
„ „ -";* -- blE 
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able in a practical Author; he neglects 
to relate thoſe Cauſes that commonly 
produce the Swelling; ſo that Phyſicians 
are often ſurpriz'd to 6nd this Symptom | 
is occalion'd by Practices they might think 1 
more ready to prevent, than produce it. 
Hercatter let us not wonder, that the 
Cure of the ling of a Teſticle has been 
obtain'd with ſo great Difficulty. What 
Relation docs the Bleeding , Bathing , 
and Clyſtering Method of Ii ene Sur- 

geons bear to n Opinions of the Mat- 
ter of a GenGThea being thrown into 
the Teſticles? Or how do they think i 

is to be recall'd from that place by ſuchi 
Adminiſtrations? In effect all the Wri- 
ting about the Production of this Symp- 

tom is mere Cant, their Practices has no- 
ching to do with the Account they bring 
us of che Symptom. They ps tiſe for 
an Inflammation in general, without hav- 

ing the leaſt Regard to the W. ay they tell 
us how the Symptom! is produced. This 
Practice gave occaſion to this Joke of 
Muſuanus, Peccaut Teſies, Ann ple— 
unt. 


Aiuſitanns is far more exact in oblery- | 
ing the different Caules of a Swelling of | 
the Teſticles ; but as he could not diſco- 
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yer by what Means theſe Cauſes | an 
duced their Effect, neither could he draw 
the Method of Cure directly from tho 
different Circumſtances of the Swelling. 
Experience had taught him the Inſuth- 
ciency of former Methods, as well as 
ſome other that, indeed, were more 
proper in their Nature; but he could 
never perfect that Diſcovery, nor ap- 
ply his own Medicines to the beſt Ad- 
vantage. 


And therefore, as we now underſtand 
the Particulars how any Perſon is affected, 
when a OSwellng of the Teſticles is oc- 
caſioned; and that the Matter of the 
Gonorrhea itlelf can never be thrown 
into the Teſticles to produce a Swelling, 
or any thing elſe, in that Part; the Ind 
cations of curing are purely to remove 
an Obſtruction in the Lacung, or the In- 
flammation of the fame, or of the Ure- 
thra ; at the ſame time, Care muſt be 
taken to promote the Velocity of the Li- 
quors flowing {lowly in the Veſſels of 
the Teſticles, for thereby only can they 
be reduced to their natural Bigneſs. 


Hence we ſee at one View that the 
chief and only Aim of Practitioners could 
only 
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only be uſeful in one of theſe Caſes, and 
that the moſt inconſiderable, and even 
then they did not ſeem to have the leaſt 
Regard to it; ſo that however uſeful 
Bleeding and Bathing might prove, they 
were adminiſtred without any Reaſon or 
Deſign. Their cooling Cataplaſms that 
are apply d at the ſame time, are nothing 
ſo innocent, and far leſs are aſtringent Plai- 
ſters; which rather retard the Motion of 
Liquors (if they have any Effect) in the 
Veſſels of the Teſticles, than prevent a 
more free Diſcharge of Humors in them, 
as they that apply them pretend. Tor 
muſt open a Vein in the Arm, lays Blegny, 
and repeat the Bleeding, to divert and 
put a Stop to the Flux of Humours and 
22 Matter. Here is an End to be 
rought about, but by Means as extraor- 
dinary and ſtrange as the Means whereby 


we are to obtain it. 


The obſtructing Liquors of the La- 
eunæ may not only be render d fluxil, and 
be made to flow by purging and mercu- 
rial Medicines, already noted for this their 
Effect; but by ſuch Medicines likewiſe as 
moſt powerfully produce a greater Flui- 
dity in the Blood, and raiſe its Velocity; 
which arc the beſt, on that Account, to 

remove 
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retaove any Obſtruction whatſoever, Ei- 
ther of theſe ſorts of Medicines may al- 
molt always be given at firſt, when the 
Swelling has been produc'd by Altringent 
Medicines, which were taken inwardly, 
or were outwardly apply'd by an In- 
jection. | | 


The ſame Method will be uſeful, eſpe- 
cially the laſt ſort, when the Swelling is 
occaſion'd by raking Cold, or by pur- 
ging and diuretick Medicines, if it were 
not for other Symptoms that attend the 
Swelling. In that Caſe we can only take 
Care of the Swelling without having any 
Conſideration to its Cauſe; for as a con- 
ſiderable Fever commonly attends thoſe 
Caſes, the Practice of a Day or two muſt 
be chiefly for that, while we give ſome 
Eaſe by topical Medicines, viz. Fomen- 
tations, Cataplaſms or Ointments ; and 
thereafter to return to the direct Practice, 
for curing the Obſtruction of the La- 
cunæ. e 


The Medicines to be apply'd to the 
Teſticles, in order to promote the Velo- 
city of the Liquors in that part, are com- 
monly ſuch as are emollient and diſcuſſing. 
The only Caution we mult be under, 

on 
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on this Occaſion is, that tlieſe Medicines 
be not the molt powerful of the kind; 
for in every Medicine there is a Maxi- 
mum and a Minimum that is to be con- 
ſider'd, ro render them all proper in their 
Times. This has not been duly con- 
ſidered, though Experience has often 
ſhewn ic. 


But that I may not be wanting either 
to young Phyſicians, or to the Method 
of giving the Hiſtory of the moſt proper 
Medicines, as I have hitherto done; I 
will here preſcribe ſuch Medicines as arc 
drawn from the Nature of the Symptom, 
and relate ſome of the Forms recommen- 
ded by Authors; which are moſt con- 
ſiſtent with Experience and Reaſon; for 
on this Occaſion the Medicines are not 
always innocent, as we find them in the 
Cure of the Gonorrhea, theſe only want- 
ing a good Account of the Dilcale to 
render them always fafe and uſeful; 
whereas many of the Medicines, com- 
mended for reducing the ſwelled Parr 
to its natural Size, are often unfit, if not 
hurtful, for that purpoſe. Mr. Ee is 
honeſt enough to confeſs this Charge, 
and having recommended ſome Medi- 
cines as molt uſctul; he bids you after- 
EY b wards 
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wards beware of them, and adviſes you 
rather to make uſe of thoſe Medicines 
* that prevent a Coagulation of the Hu- 
mours, whereby they are fixed upon the 
Scrotum,which is very drfficultly diſſolved 
and diſcuſſed. Here immediately follows 
a Cure, for the ill Practice, he ſo highly 
commended before. Bur to do Juſtice to 
Blegny, this Error of applying 4ſtring ent 
and cooling Medicines in the beginning 
of every Tumour and Inflammation, in 
order to repreſs an Aﬀux of Humours, 
is very ancient, but very groſs. This is 
not the proper time to ſet forth this ge- 
neral Miſtake; and therefore I procced 
to add Forms of Medicines that may 
properly be apply'd, and adminiſtred, on 
this occaſion. 


It is plain, by the foregoing Theory, 
that emollient and diſcuſſing Medicines 
ought to be made ufe of from the very 
beginning of a Swelling of the Teſticles ; 
eſpecially if we reſtrain their Power by a 
ſmall Degree of an aſtrmgent Medicine, 
fo that the Power of this laſt fort may be 
a Tenth of the former. This is eaſily 
done by having ſome kind of aſtringent 


* Chap. ix. Part ii. p. 160. 
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Powder in ſuch emollient Cataplaſins, or 
elſe that the Cataplaſm is boyl'd in a 
Liquor endued with ſome degree of A- 
ſtringency. Though this Caution is a- 
together unneceſlary, if we promote the 
Diſcuſſion by Medicines inwardly taken; 
for it is well known that we can often 
prevent a ſwell'd Part coming to Suppu- 
ration by Medicines internally admini- 
ſtred only. 


Firſt then, almoſt every Cataplaſyr 
mentioned for curing the Phimus and. 
Periphimoſis will ſerye our preſent occa- 
ſion. Riuverius commends the following 
Cataplaſm, which has been commonly 
made uſe of with good Succeſs.

After the Part has been duly fomented, 
we may either apply a Cataplaſin, or 
anoint it with this, or the like, Oint- 
ment.

While the Swelling is managed by 
ſuch Applications, we muſt give inward 
Medicines that can excite the Running. 
The Method by mercurial Medicines, 


mentioned in the foregoing Chapter, is 


what Phyſicians commonly have Re- 
courſe to; though the following Medi- 
cines better agree with the Fever, and 


other Symptoms that often attend the 
Swelling.

Break the Crucible, and knock 
off the Hcoriæ that are on the outſide 
of the Lump, and keep the reſt for the 
mentioned, and other, proper Ules. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. X. 
Of a GLEET. 


Leeting or Weeping are analogical 
Expreſſions, and are put to ſigni- 
fy, on this occaſion, a very ſmall Re- 
mainder of the Running; for this thin 
and ſmall Remainder reſembles a Tear, 
or the Oog ing of an old Sore; ſo that ir 
was diſtinguihed from any other Symp- 
tom of a Gonorrhea by this Name, very 
long before I aſſerted a * Gonorrhea to 
be a Sore in the Urethra. 


Authors do not determine the preciſe 
Quantity, Colour, or any other Condi- 
tion that denominate a Gleet, nor aſſiſt 
us to any Method for curing it: In ſhorr 
they are altogether ſilent on this Subject, 
and ſeem to be ignorant of its Nature, | 
and of the Manner it is produced. Ob- 
ſervation is here defective; for Authors 
ſaying nothing of the different ſorts, as 


Sea Diſeaſes, 1694. 
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if every Gleet was the ſame, and equally 
caſy to be cared; the contrary whereof 
is too well known to Practitioners, all 
of them being very hard to cure, and 
ſome of them never admit of any 
Cure, 


The Nature of a Gleet may be collec- 
red, in gcneral, from what haz been for- 
merly ſaid about the Nature and Cure of 
a Gonorrhea; tor the Matter of the 
Gleet is the Liquor of the Lacunæ, as 
well as is the Matter of a Gonorrkea ; 
but it more nearly approaches its origi- 
nal Pureneſs, and the Matter is leſs, or 
not at all, corrupted, than the Matter of 
a Gonorrhea; and the Permanency of the 
Efflux, as well as the various other Ap- 
ptarances, cannot proceed from any o- 
ther Cauſe than did produce the Gonor- 
rhea ; or elſe froin an Error in giving the 
Medicines commonly adminiſtred for cu- 
ring a Gonorrhea. Thus we may form 
a more clear and diſtinct Idea of a Gleez, 
than has hitherto been propoſed ro us by 
any former Author. 


Gleets may be diſtinguiſh'd by their 
Colour, and Subſtance; ſome Gleeis are 
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perfectly natural and White, others are 
Yellow; ſometimes a Gleet is thin like 
Water, and at another time thick, and 
in ſo {mall a quantity, that it is never 
ſeen but when it is waſh'd out with the 


Water, wherein it ſwims like ſo many 
bits of Thread. 


We are now directed, by what has 
been ſaid, into the way how each of 
theſe Gleets are produced; which is on- 
ly to find what improper Adminiſtra- 
tion of the Medicines in common uſe 
moſt readily occaſions them. And firſt, if 
we recollect what has been ſhewn about 
the Operation of purging Medicines, 
we ſhall quickly be apprized what kind 
of Gleet they produce; as alſo, how 
they came to have that Effect. They 
have chiefly been charged as the pro- 
ductive Cauſes of every Gleet, inſomuch 
that the healing and aſtringent Medi- 
cines were brought into uſe for a Re- 
medy of this their Conſequence. For 
purging Medicines, * as I have already 
proved, run oft the Corruprion of a Go- 
northea, by adding their St1mulns to 


* Chap. iii. $. 1. in Pars il. 
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that of the corrupted Liquor of the La- 
cunæ. Now it the Himulus of a pur- 
ging Medicine is very powerful, or the 
Liquor is eaſily diſcharg=d; in either of 
theſe Caſes the Liquor will be ievarated 
in a very large Quantity, and will paſs 
through them in a little tune. And there- 
fore a Quantity of Liquor, greater than 
natural, paſſing the Lacunæ in lels time, 

will dilate them to a Capacity greater 
than natural; which, on that account, 
will tranſmit a greater Quantity ot Li- 
quor, after both the Stimulus of the 
Corruption and of the Purgative arc 
no more, though the Liquor is then 
pure, and in a natural Condition; and 
this Eflux will be proportionable to 
the Diſcharge that is made by the Si- 
mulus of the venereal Corruption, and 
that of the purging Medicine toge- 
ther. However, this unnatural Quan- 
tity of a pure and natural Liquor is 
one ſort of the mention'd Gleers, and is 
had by being oyer purged, as Pcople 
often obſervec. 


Hence it is that diuretick Medicines 
are, ſometimes, the Cauſe of a Gleet of 
this kind; for as they excite a greater 

| X 2 Quantity 
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Quantity of Water, and a more fre- 
quent Deſire of making it than ordina- 
ry; ſo the repeated great Quantities of 
Water waſh off the Mucous Covering of 
the Urethra, and the Urine itſelf is a 
ſufficient Himulus provoking the La- 
cunæ to diſcharge a very great Quantity 


8 
of their Liquor, after every other H- 


mMtilns has ceaſed, which is a Gleet. The 
Degree of this Stimulus may be known: 
by the Quantity of the Gleer, for a grea- 
ter Quantity denotes a greater Stimulus. 
This Stimulus T have ſeen ſo great as to 
encreaſe the Quantity of Liquor, that 
it had loſt all its ſlimy Softneſs, and was 
become thin like common Water. 


But what will chicfly ſurprize Phyſi- 
cians, healing and aſtringent Medicines 
(rhe great Reſort of Practitioners for cu- 


ring Gleers) are ſometimes the Cauſes 


of Gleets ; and thoſe of the worle ſort; 
they being the moſt difficult to be cu- 
red. For by the Method of purging, the 
Corruption of the Gonorrhæa is ex- 
hauſted and ſpent, by exciting the Run- 
ning; if the Diſcharge therefore of the 
Corruption is on any account impeded, 
the Quantity of the Running remains, 

in 
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in proportion to the Degree of Corrup- 
tion; and when this is {mall, the Run- 
ning is likewiſe little, or there is a Gleez. 
Moreover this Gleet being occation'd by 
the Liquor of the Lacunæ not being 
void of Corruption, the Cr/ee? mult on 
this account retain ſome Marks ot Cor- 
ruption, or it muſt be Tellow or Green. 
This checking the Running, betore it 
i void of Corruption, happens often in 
the Practice of this Diſeaſc; for Authors 
have no Rule for beginning their fin- 
gent and balſamic Medicincs after pur- 
ging, but commonly adminiſter them 
after a certain number of Purges; with- 
cut having any great Regard to the 
Pureneſs of the Liquor of the Lacunge 
which Medicines, being given thus ear- 
ky, hinder the clearing off the Corrup- 
tion and occaſion a Gleer. | 


What is now ſaid concerning the un- 
timely Uſe of affringent and batſamick 
Medicines, is equally to be underſtood 
of theſe Medicines, whether they be 
weaker in their Nature, or that they 
are given in ſmaller Doſes; or that they 
are . combined with purging or other 
Medicines; as we often find them in 

X 3 the 
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the Practice of a Gonorrhea; if the 
Liquors of the Body are upon any ac- 
count whatſoever leſs fitted for Secre- 
tion; for in that Cale, the balſamick Me- 
dicines become reſpectively far more re- 
ſtringent, and impede the clearing of 


the Liquor of the Lacunæ from its Cor- 


ruption, or they become really the Cauſe 
ot a Gleet. On the contrary; in all Caſes 
of every Gleet, aſtringent and balſamick 
Medicines are always obſtinately pur- 
ſued and inſiſted upon, and the ſtrongeſt 
of their Tribe are choſen in order to 
cure the Gleet ; but Practitioners are ſo 
far from compaſſing their End by theſe 
Medicines, that the Gleet is often re- 
duced to a Quantity fo ſmall, that it 
docs not run out of the Urethra ; but 
its Matter dries there, and is waſhed our 
by the common Courſe of the Urine, 
and ſwims in it like Threads. Which 
State of a Gleet is of all the hardeſt to 
be cured, and is always made by obſti- 


nately perſiſting in the Uſe of Aſtringents. 


Hence we may learn that purging 
Medicines neither withdraw Nouriſh- 


ment from an Ulcer, or the Matter of 


a Conorrhæa, nor do they derive its 
Matter 
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Matter to be diſcharged at ſome other 
place of Secretion; but purcly cure a 
Gonorrhea, and any degree of it, by 
way of a Stimulus; which is a new 
Confirmation of the general Doctrine 


formerly eſtabliſhed. 


Though nothing in Phyſick is more 
certain, than what I have ſaid about 
the improper Uſe of aſtringent Medi- 
cines; yet it plainly overturns all the 
Maxims and Rules whereby Phyſicians 
conduct their Practice of a Gonorrhea. 
For, ſay they, the Matter grows thick- 
er, it ropes, and the Running will be 
quickly at an end; but after long and 
vain Expectations they find they ſtick 
at this thicker Quantity, or they puſh 
it on to a troubleſome Gleet, they ſel- 
dom or never can cure. This Misfor- 
rune proceeds from their not bcing able 
to judge of the State of the natural 
Thickneſs, ro which their aſtringent and 
balſamick Medicines muſt be adjuſted. 
In this conſiſts all the Skill of the Pra- 
ice of a Gonorrhæa, and every Phy- 
ſician, who is acquainted with this Doc- 
trine, cannot fail of adjuſting his Me- 
dicines to eyery particular Occaſion, and 
| HR with 
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with Purgatives alone, or with any ſort 
of Purgative, accompliſh a ſucceſsful 
Cure, in any Degree of a Gonorrhea ; 
at leaſt, he will caſily diſcern the Errors 
of his Compoſition, long before he is 
ſet upon the dangerous Rocks of an ob- 
ſtinare Glee. 55 | 


The Indication for curing Gleets plain- 
ly flows from the foregoing Account of 
their being produced. And therefore, 
in all white and watry Gleets, occaſion'd 
by an immoderate Uſe of diuretick and 
prirging Medicines, the Liquor ought, 
and may, be fafely ſtopped. On the 
other hand; as ail coloured Gleets, and 
Threads, are produced by an untimely 
Uſe of baljamick and aſtringent Medi- 
cines; it is very manifeſt, that their Co- 
lour, the Mark of Malignity, is to be 
changed; either by proper Medicines 
for that purpoſe, or by renewing the 
Running; both which may be done, 


Vet if we conſider that the Threads, 
and coloured Gleet, will appcar after 
exciting a freſh Running, and a new 
Gouorhea ; cven after they have been 
carry'd off without the Help of any 
VVV Lacan, 
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balſamick, and aſtringent Medicine; we 
may reaſonably ſuſpect ſome deeper Cauſe 
of this ſurprizing and obſtinate Perſeve- 
rance. Forms of Medicines to anſwer 
cach of theſe Purpoſes will be found, 
by diſcerning Phyſicians, in the firſt | 


ſecond, and third Chapters of this le 
cond Part. 
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Of a CARUNCLE or Car- 
NOISITY. 


Y a Carnoſity Phyſicians, common- 
ly, underſtand the thin fleſhy Ex- 
creſcences, that ſprout up, ſometimes, in 
the Urethra ; bur, upon a more diligent 
Inquiry, the Urethrais oblery'd ſtraitned 
in ſome Part; which Staitneſs of its Ca- 
vity, cauſes the Stoppage of Urine that 
we, more or leſs, perceive; for the free 
Courſe of the Urine is interrupted, and 
it flows out with ſome difficulty, Drops 
falling from the Stream, in the time of 
its running out; and ſometimes rolls out, 
as when in Broaks a Stone lies in a ra- 
pid Stream. 


And therefore without having any 
Regard to the mentioned inconſiderable 
Excreſcences, ſince they arc eaſily cu- 
red; we may be led into the Nature of 
a Car- 
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a Carnoſity by inquiring how the Paſ- 
ſage of rhe Urethra becomes narrower ; 
and, when this is diſcovered, we ſhall 
eaſily be apprized, how a total, or 3 
partial, Narrownels produces a total Sup- 
PN of Urine, or a Stoppage in 

ome degree, conformable to the Nar- 
rowneſs; as allo, how the Urine not 
being driven out in a full Stream parts 
at the End of the Urethra, and ocaſions 
the mentioned Drops; and from all this 
Account it will appear, that the Obſtacle 
mult be near the Glands, when the U- 
rine runs out like Water rolling over a 
Stone, in a rapid Stream; otherwiſe it 
would unite again, and run out in one 
Column of Water, as much as the 
pleared End of the Urethra will per- 
mit. 


Now the Narrownels of the Urethra 
proceeds from the Surfaces of its inner 
Coat approaching nearer to one an- 
other; and as this Approach is on the 
account of its Coat bcing thicker than 
natural. If we then diſcover that Cir- 
cumſtance of a Gonorrhea, whereby 
the preſent Thickneſs is occaſioned, or 
by which of the Practices, for a G wy 

rhea,

low'd that this Coat is firſt inflamed by

rhea, it is produced; we ſhall not only 
become apprized of the Nature of a Car- 
noſity, and of the Methods of its Cure; 
but we ſhall be likewiſe able to prevent 
any Perſon's having a Carnoſity; by a- 
voiding the Practice, which occaſions it; 
or elſe we may know how far to pro- 
ceed in that Practice, ſo as not to ha- 
ard the producing a Carnoſity. 


The membranous, and inner Coat 
of the Urethra becomes thicker, like 
every other Membrane, by being in- 
flamed; for a greater Quantity of Blood 
filling the Veſlels of a membranous Parr, 
is with great Difficulry driven out of 
them; both on account of their Small- 
neſs; as alſo, that the reſtitutive Force 


of ſuch Veſlels is very ſmall, and the 


{mpetus the Blood receives from the 
Heart is very much weaken'd in ſmall 
Veſlels, at fo great a Diſtance, eſpecially, 
from the Heart. And therefore, as an 
Inflammation produces a Thickneſs of 
Membranes, we have no difficulty in 
conceiving the Thickneſs of the mem- 
branous Coat of the Urethra, and the 
Carnoſity on that account; if it is al- 
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the Matter of a Gonorrhea ; or in pro- 


ſecuting ſome particular Method of cu- 
ring It. 


It has already been proved, and it 
2annot be denied, that the Urethra is 
inflamed in the Progreſs of a Gonor- 
rhea ; but more particularly when the 
Method, by * diuretich Medicines, is 
longer perſiſted in; for thereby the Lye- 
thra is diveſted of its ſlimy Covering 


Nature has provided it, for a Defence 


againſt the ſalt Urine, and ſalter Seed; 
and therefore, when the Membranous 
Coat is long expoſed to the ſalt Urine, 
this Coat is ſtimulated by the ſalt Parts, 
and is inflamed; and in the Continuance 
of this Inflammation becomes thick, 
which is the Cauſe of a Carnoſity. The 
Inflammation may be nodal more 
grievous, by the Sharpneſs of the cor- 
rupted Matter, and on other Accounts 
formerly related. 


Hence it is, that the bending Part of 


the Urethra, under the Oſſa Pubis, is 
moſt commonly the Place of the Car- 
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noſity ; both becauſe of irs Nearneſs to 
the Neck of the Bladder when the U- 
rinc has the greateſt Quantity of Mo- 
tion, and alſo becauſe of the Bending 
where the Urine finds the greateſt Re- 
fiſtance, and batters the Part. It is like- 
wiſe manifeſt, that a long Uſe of Din- 
reticks is the moſt common Caule of a 
Calloſity ; and as this Practice is more 
frequent in France, ſo Carnncles are al- 
ſo moſt frequent in that Countrey. 


The Calloſity of Membranes, becauſe 
of their Inflammation, is not only ma- 
nifeſt from the Nature of the thing, but 
what has been mentioned by ſome of 
the moſt diſcerning Phyſicians, and Sur- 
geons. * Aretzus lays, Hujus re: Cauſa 
eſt Inflammatis ex Sanguints multitudine 
oriens, ob quam Membrana craſſeſcit. 
Likewiſe the moſt induſtrious Mr. Ruyſch 
ſays he found F Membranam Lienem 
embientem (que in naturali Conſtitutions 
tenerrima) in ſui medio duobus in locis 
ita incraſſatam ut maximi ſcriptorii Ca- 


mes 
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lami craſſitiem adequaret. Hanc Craf- 
ſitiem a progreſſa Inflammatione ortam 
fiuiſſe dubitandum non eſt ; quia [epi 
ſimè ab ed ita incraſſari Membranas ob- 
ſervamus. Thus we find my Opinion 
confirmed, by one of the moſt excellent 
Obſervers, of any ancient Phyſician; as 
alſo, by a moſt curious Inquirer into the 
State of morbid Bodies; ſo there is no 
Doubt left about the thickening of Mem- 
branes, I have advanced on this Oc- 
caſion. The Thickneſs, then, of the In- 
ner Coat of the Urethra . N its 
Paſſage, and is the true Cauſe of the 
Difficulty, and Suppreſſion of Urine, or, 
of a Caruncle. 


This Truth becomes manifeſt, by exa- 
mining Bodies of the Dead, who are 
afflicted with a Caruncle. Monſieur Sa- 
viard, an experienced Surgeon in the 
Hotel-Dieu, is a very proper Voucher, 
on this Occaſion *. Phyſicians, he tells 
us, and Surgeons, hitherto, believed ; and 
many are ſtill of Opinion, that the Dif- 
ficulty and Suppreſſion of Urine, that 
happens to ſuch as have often had a Go-

norrhœa 
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norrhœa in their Touth, are occaſion'd 
by fleſhy Excreſcences, or Warts, that 
the Virulent Ulcers have left in the Paſ- 
ſage of the Urethra: But the Opening 
a great Number of dead Bodies of thoſe, 
that have periſhed by Misfortunes of 
this kind, have fully undeceided every 
Man of Senſe ; no manner of F:xcieſcence 
having ever been found in the Urethra 
o theſe Unfortunate People, that have 

een the greateſt Sufferers by this Di- 
ſtemper, when alive. 


Many more Inſtances miglit be al- 
ledged; but the foregoing Experience 
of this candid Surgcon is ſufficient ro 
confirm this Matter of Fact. Sar d, 
indeed, believes; that Difficulty and 
Suppreſſion of Urine, proceed from the 
Scars and Cicatrices of Ulcers, that 
occaſion'd the Gonorrhea. But this O- 
pinion, neither agreeing with this Hynp- 
rom, nor with the common Place of the 
Caruncle, leaves the Truth I have ad- 
vanced, altogether manifeſt, and with- 
out Diſpute. For a ſmall Scar could not 
produce the Suppreſſion; if we might 
ſuppoſe, that an Ulcer produces a Go- 
norrhea; Which has been prov'd to be 

impol- 
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impoſſible. The Place, where a Caruncle 
is commonly found, fayours thoſe Ul- 
cers as little; for they are in the Paſ- 
ſage of the Urethra, where it is bul- 
bous; and no Running coming from 
that Part, there is not, conſequently, 
any Virulent Ulcer there, to give it: and 
far leſs to become a Foundation for ars, 
that arc ſuppoſed to be the Caule of a 
Caruncle. And therefore a Caruncle is 
only produced by the Paſſage of the U- 
rethra becoming narrower, by its Thick- 
neſs, after a great and continued In- 
fammation. 


Corol. Hence it is that Injection, 
which never arrive at the Seat of the 
Caruncle, can never occaſion it. 


The foregoing Account of a Caruncle 
is ſo diſtinct, as to diſcover all the pol- 
{ible Means of treating it; or, it rather 
informs us, how this Danger may be 
prevented, by marking out the Mcthod 
of curing a Gonorrhe&a, that common- 
ly produces it, together with the Man- 
ner of its being form'd. For if a Ca- 
runcle is form'd, the Cure of it is very 
difficult. | | 
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Is an obſtinate Inflammation, in the 
Courſe of a Gonorrhea, the immediate 
Cauſe of a Caruncle? Do Caruncles moſt 
commonly follow a long Practice of 
Diureticks? In that Caſe, great Regard 
muſt be had to an Inflammation either 
in the Urethra, or on the Glans ; be- 
cauſe this is commonly propagated from 
the former: and diuretick Medicines 
ought cither to be wholly omitred, or 


they mult be adminiſtred, with the great- 


eſt Caution. 


* Bur when an Inflammation cnds, with 
a callows Thickneſs of the inner Coat 
of the Urethra, or, that a Caruncle is 
formed, the Difficulty of enlarging the 
Paſſage of the Urethra, and of removing 
the e of Urme is very great; 
eſpecially if an Inflammation is again re- 
newed, by Intemperance, or in any o- 
ther way. 


The Cure of a Caruncle therefore 
conſiſts, in deſtroying the Calloſity with 
a Cauſtick, which does not occaſion 
Pain: For, every Application that has 
that Effect, brings the greateſt, and moſt 


imme- 
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immediate Danger. When the Caruncle 
is deſtroy'd, the Paſſage of the Urethra 
muſt be kept open, and dilated, with 


proper Caudles, and other cooling Me- 


dicines: though the moſt effectual At- 
ſiſtance, that can be given thoſe Un- 
happy Sufferers, for the firſt Plcaſures 
of their Youth, chiefly depends upon 
the Unfortunate themſelves; and more 
than upon cither the Art itſelt, or the 
Curer: For they muſt live ſoberly, and 
avoid every thing that may hate their 
Blood, in general; and their Urine par- 
ticularly. | 


* Monſicur Savard relates ſeveral fa- 
tal Effects of Caruncles, and of applying 
ſtrong Cathereticks to the Urethra, for 
the Inflammation, occaſion d by them, is 
eaſily communicated to other neighbour- 
ing Parts, and I dare affirm, continues 
he, that there not being any Carnoſity 
in the Paſſage of the Urethra, (as all 
able and honeſt Surgeons muſt allow) Wwe 


ought to bamſh, from the Practice of 


Surgery, the treating theſe umagiary 


— 
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Excreſcences with Conſuming, and Ca- 
theretick Medicines. 


Let this be ſufficient to be ſaid of the 
Caruncle : But as a Sppreſſion of Urine, 
and its rolling out after an extraordinary 
manner, is not owing to it; a very ſingu- 
lar Caſe of another kind muſt be very 
acceptable to the Reader,

[ was ſent for by a Perſon of the firſt 
Quality, who was apprehenſive of his 
having a Carnoſity ; his Wzrer, at no 
time, running out in a full Stream; and 
it came rolling out, as when Water, in 
a rapid Stream, runs over a large Stone; 
which laſt Symptom ſhew'd me, that the 
Stop was near the Glans. He had con- 
ſulted ſome Phyſicians, and many Sur- 
geons, who were all of Opinion, that 
he had a Carnoſit). Bur I told him that 
could not be determined otherwiſe than 
by being ſearched: He was very averſe to 
it, having already made uſe of a {ſmall Wax 
Candle, which pur him to a great deal 
of Pain. I told him, that might be done 
more caſily with a better, and more 

coyenient

convenient Inſtrument; accordingly, af- 
ter a good deal of Perſuaſion, and that 
he found I muſt otherwiſe proceed in 
the dark; he ſubmitted to be ſearched 
by Dr. Cyprianus, who did it very much 
to his Satisfaction, by not putting him 
to Pain. 


As there was no Stop any where to 
his Inſtrument; I was confirm'd in the 
Suſpicion I entertain'd of a Swelling at 
the Orifice of the firſt Lacuna; which 
Swelling fill'd part of the Uretha, and 
occaſion'd this interrupted Efflux, and 
the rolling out of the Water; which 
Cyprianus aſſented to, as being very rea- 
ſonable, though he had never before 
met with any Caſe of this kind. And 
therefore I ordered him ſuch Medicines, 
inwardly, as might abate the Inflamma- 
tion, and make the Liquors Row in the 
ſmall Veſſels that were obſtructed. Bur 
there was no ſenſible Benefit by theſe Me- 
dicines for ſeveral Days; til, endeavour- 
ing to tayour the other Me::ticines, by a 
proper Application near the Dart; there 
appeared a Running, every way like that 
of a Gonorrhæa, and the Water came 
without any Interruption, or Stop. 
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Both which Effects ſurpriz d my Pa- 
tient; and, in ſome Meaſure, myſelf. He 
having aſſured me that he believed he was 
Clapt, yet he did not know how that 
could be, ſince he had not known any 
Woman, beſides his Wife. He was very 
much pleaſed to ſee an end of his dreaded 
Carnoſity ; which I aſſured him would 
not return. As to the Matter of the 
Running, after this Declaration, I was 
perſuaded it was of that Nature which 
I ſpoke of in Chap. IV. and told him 
that it might leave off running of itſelf, 
in a few Days. I ask'd my Patient if 
this kind of Running had not often 
happened to him before; which upon 
Recollection he ſaid had been frequently 
fo, and that he had conſulted ſeveral Phy- 
ſicians, and many French Surgeons, which 
laſt always told him he was echanffee ; 
but all recommended Caſſia, Emulſions, 
and ſuch like Methods, without one of 
them knowing how it was with their 
Patient; cooling a Part, which they ſup- 
poled heated, being their whole View ; 
as if every Inflammation was to be taken 
off by Medicines actually cold. After 
hve or ſix Days the Running ceaſed, . 
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notwith- 
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notwithſtanding ofall Endeayours to keep 
it a foot; but there never happen'd any 


farther Interruption in the free Diſcharge 
of his Water. 


Bur that I may put an cnd to this 
Chapter, and with it finiſh the whole 
Subject of the Gonorrhea; I would 
have it obſerved, that I, deſignedly, for- 
bear diſcourſing of the Bubo, which 
moſt Phyſicians treat of when they write 
of the Gonorrhea, and its Symptoms; 
and that becauſe the Blood has not re- 
ceived any venereal Taint while the Cor- 
ruption is alrogether confined to the La- 
cunæ, and from them is diſcharged into 
the Urethra: Whereas the Blood itſelf 
is corrupted, either from reſtraining the 
Running, but moſt commonly by a 
Shanker, when the Bubo is formed: 
Which, on that account, mult be reckon'd 
among the firſt Symproms of the Lues, 
but never among thoſe of a Gonor- 
rhea. 
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forth with much Argument 
and Labour , reduced to the 


ſhorteſt and eaſreſt manner of 
apprehending it. 


HAT I may now put an end to 
this Work, and comprize in few 
Words all that has been ſhewn in this 
Book, and at the ſame time provide for 
thoſe Readers that cannot bear a long, 
ſerious, and laborious Application to Ar- 
guments, Diſſection and Experiments; 
but ſoon tire of ſo great a multitude of 
things that are abſolutely neceſſary to be 
underſtood in order to know this one 
thing, the Nature of a Gonorrhœa and of a 
Shanker, theſe being the whole of the Ve- 
nereal Diſeaſe that falls under our preſent 
Conſideration. Let thoſe, therefore, that 
have their Eaſe ſo much at Heart lay aſide 
the many Reaſonings that are to be met 
with in this Performance, as it they 
Were 
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were either falſe, ſuper fluous or uſeleſs ; 


bur let them remember by what Steps 
got into the Nature and Scat of a Go- 
norrhæa,; how have deduced the Me- 
thod of Cure from them; and how from 
both theſe I have diſcovered all other 
Symptoms, that ſeem'd to compoſe the 
whole Doctrine of the Gonorrhea ; even 
up to the forming the Pox, or Lues Ve- 
nerea. 


As the Symptoms of a Gonorrhea 
are very obvious, little perplexed with 
the Symptoms of other Diſcaſes, that 
often croſs our Inquiries on other Oc- 
caſions, ſo, by inveſtigating them, we 
find; that the Matter of a Gonorrhea 
is a natural Liquor corrupted; and this 
Corruption being ſharp, and ſtimulating, 
gives the Quantity of the Running ; 
which Quantity is always proportionable 
to the Degree of the Sharpneſs, while 
the Liquor is of its natural thickneſs. 


This Cauſe is ſo very univerſal; that 
any Sharpneſs, coming into the Liquor 
of the Lacunæ, never fails to increaſe 


the Quantity of its Effiux. Hence We 


became apprized of the Nature of the 
Fluor Albus, without a particular In- 


quiry 
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quiry into it, and of an analogous Run- 
ning in Men; both very conſonant to 
Experience; but both unſeen, becauſe 
we were not fully inſtructed in the Me- 
thod of diſcovering unknown Symp- 
roms, from the Nature of the Diſeaſe. 


We know, likewiſe, that this Running 
not only comes from the Lacunæ, but 
moſt commonly from the firſt Lacuna ; 
and though what is ſaid ſeems to be 
ſpoke of the Lacunæ of Men, yet it is 
every whit as true of the Lacunæ of 
Women ; which they have in great a- 
bundance, not only at the Opening of 
their Urethra into the Vagina, bur up the 
whole Length of their Urethra ; but as 
the Lacunæ of Men open towards the 
Glans, ſo the Lacunæ, in the Urethra 
of Women, open towards the Bladder ; 
which is of great Uſe to be obſerved. 


Here we are taught; how a great 
Quantity of the Corruption is the Cauſc 
of a Jhanker, and a leſs Quantity the 
Cauſe of a Gonorrhæa: How the na- 
tural Liquor of the Lacunæ being groſ- 
ſer does not run out, eyen though ir 
grows ſharper, and is the Cauſe of the 
Algedo. How the Liquor of the La- 

Cin 
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cun# ſuffers the Urethra to be inflamed, 
and concurs as a Cauſe of its Inflam- 
mation, and thereby produces the Pain 
in Erection, and a Moe of Urine ; tho' 


this Inflammation is often encreaſed, by 


the Sharpneſs of the Medicines, that are 
given for the Cure of the Gonorrhea. We 
are likewiſe informed, that the Gleet, 
and Carnoſity, are always produced by the 
Practice of the Medicines for curing a Go- 
norrhea, and the Selling of the Teſticles 


moſt commonly on the ſame Account. 


But as theſe Symptoms flow from 
rhe corrupted Streams of the Lacunæ, 
ſo the Phimoſis and Periphimoſis pro- 
ceed from the Shankers. When theſe 
things arc duly repreſented, the Deſign 
of curing a Gonorrhea lies open to our 
View; for either the Stock of Corrup- 
tion muſt be run off, or we muſt de- 
ſtroy its Sharpneſs; which is indeed the 
deſtroying the Corruption itſelf. Hereby 
we become apprized, how far any Me- 
dicine can ſerve us in purſuing either of 
theſe Purpoſes; and how ſome Me- 
dicines only remedy the ill Effects of 


ſome others; may thoſe have paſſed 


for being as neceſſary, as any of the 
former, 
t 
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It muſt not be forgot how plainly the 
ſurprizing Structure of the Penis has been 
laid open to us by Anatomy, and how 
bountifully Nature has recompenſed our 
Labour, in expoſing to the Sight what- 
ever was formerly found by Reaſoning ;
